Turis catalogue of division-lists for the reigns of George I and George II is 
«ntended as a continuation of that for the reigns of William ПІ and Anne, 
moublished by Mr. В. В. Walcott in volume xiv of this Bulletin. The lists 

ziven below are all in the British Museum, and in some cases there are also 

copies in the Bodleian, and in the University Library, Cambridge. 


I. Parliament of 1715-22. 


т. The Septennial Act, 1716. 


These lists refer to the division on the motion that the bill be committed, 
the only division on the bill on 24 April mentioned in the Journals, where the 
micures given are 284—162.1 
a. An Exact and Correct List of the Members of the House of Commons who 
ioted for and against the Bill for Repealing the Triennial-Act, 24 April 1716. 
Iso of the Absent Members ; which makes this a Compleat List, 1716.2 This gives 
295 names for and 186 against, and 77 absent. Identical lists, omitting the 
sent members, appear in 4 Guide to the Electors of Great Britain. Being Lists 
f all those Members in the last Parliament who voted For and Against such Bills 
4s were of the greatest Importance, either to the Prerogatives of the Crown, or to the 
rivileges of the People, 1722,* and in Chandler's History and Proceedings of the 
use of Commons, vol. xii, appendix, where the numbers are 295—185, ѓе. 
e name less against the bill than in 42 Exact and Correct List, ‘This is 
counted for by the fact that William Shippen, who was elected for both

Cobbett’s Parliamentary History, vii. 367-74, reports the debate and gives 
the correct figures for the division, 284—162, The list which follows, however 
contains 295 names for and 184 against, and is identical with Chandler’s list 
with the single exception of the omission of one name from the list of thos 
against the bill. 

b. An Exact List of the Knights and Commissioners of Shires, Citizens am. 
Burgesses of the late Parliament, at the Time of the Septennial Act. With then 
Names distinguish’d who voted For and Against the Repealing the Triennial Act. 
1722! gives 260 for, 165 against, and 119 absent. This list differs considerably 
from those above, and its inclusion of the names of members who were elected 2 
after the passing of the Septennial Act proves that it is of little value. The 
new members are generally listed on the same side as the members whose places 
they have taken. The list includes the name of Walter Sneyd, who was elected 
for Lichfield on 24 April and unseated on petition on 18 Dec. 1718, and- 
therefore appears to have been compiled between those dates. 


2. 'The repeal of the Occasional Conformity and Schism Acts, 1719.

These lists refer to the division on 7 Jan. 1719 on the motion that the bile 
for the repeal of these acts be committed. This was carried by 243 to 202.1 
On 9 Jan. the motion that the committee should be instructed to receive a clause 
making a belief in the divine inspiration of the Scriptures and in the doctrin 
of the Trinity a qualification for office was defeated by 136 to 234,° and thos 
voting against it were marked with an asterisk in the lists given below. 

a. An Exact and Correct List of the Members of the Honourable House of Com 
mons, who voted for and against the Bill for Repealing the Acts to prevent Occasion, 
Conformity, and to hinder the growth of Schism: In January 1718. Also of t 
Absent Members, which makes this a Complete List, 1719. This gives 21 
for the bill, 204 against and 233 against the clause mentioned above. T7 
Guide to the Electors of Great Britain has an identical list, without the abse ' 
members. 

b. ‘А List of the Members who voted for and against the Bill for repeali; 
the Acts, To prevent Occasional Conformity ; and, To hinder the Growth 
Schism,’ printed in Chandler, vol. viii, appendix, and, as ' A List of the Membe 
of the House of Commons who voted for and against the Bill for strengthenii 
the Protestant Interest, January 7, 1719,’ in Cobbett, уп, 585—8, gives

3. The Peerage Bill, 1719. , ; 

All these lists refer to the division on 8 Dec. 1719, when the motion that the 
ill be committed was rejected by 177 to 269. 

a. The list most nearly agreeing with the figures in the Убиглай is that

Bill,’ in Chandler, vol. viii, appendix, which gives 176 for and 269 against the 
vill. This list is reprinted in Cobbett, vii. 624—7, with the omission of two 
‘ames, the figures being 175—268.

II. Parliament of 1722—27.

I. The Civil List, 1729. 
The division referred to in these lists took place on 23 April 1729 in Com- 
'mittee of Supply, on the granting of £115,000 for making good the arrears in 
he Civil List. There is, therefore, no division given in the Journals and 
+ is impossible to gauge the accuracy of the figures. Hervey says the grant 
“vas carried ‘ with great difficulty and great clamour, no one body who voted

This division took place on 4 Feb. 17 30 on the motion that the estimated 
charge for maintaining 12,000 Hessians in, British pay for the year 7749 be 
referred to the Committee of Supply, and was carriéd, after a debate ' which 
lasted till ten o’clock,’ by 248 to 169.1 

a. A True List of all such Gentlemen of the House of Commons as voted For and 
Against the Question for granting the Sum of 241,259L. 15. 3d. for defraying the 
Expence of Twelve Thousand Hessian Troops in the Pay of Great Britain for the 
Year MDCCXXX, 1730;% gives 249 for and 171 against. The list is preceded . 
and followed by a short ‘ anti-Hessian ’ introduction and conclusion, and notes 
the offices held by members voting for the motion. 

$. * A List of the Members who voted for [and against] granting the Sum of 
241,259L. 1s. 3d. for defraying the Expence of 12,000 Hessian Troops, in 
the Pay of Great Britain, for the Year 1730,’ is printed in Chandler, vol. viii, 
appendix. This gives the numbers as 249—170 and differs very slightly from 
the list given above. 

The lists for the Excise Bill in the Gentleman's Magazine and in the London 
Magazine (see below), are also marked to show which members voted for and 
which against the Hessians. 


3. The Excise Bill, 1733. 


No less than six different lists have been found, all purporting to be records 
of the division in the Committee of Supply on 14 March 1733, when, ' after 
a long debate, which lasted till one o'clock in the morning,' the Excise Bill was 
Carried by 265 to 204? These lists vary considerably, but the discrepancy in 
figures is very slight. - 

a. A List of those who were For and Against Bringing in 3 Excise- Bill, n.d., 
gives.266 for the bill and 205 against, including the tellers. This list, with a 
few errors in the initials of the members, was reprinted and added to An Exact 
List of all those who voted for and against the late Convention in the House of Com- 
mons, 1739.* The same list, with slight discrepancies, but giving the same 
figures, appeared in the Political State of Great Britain for October 1733 (xlvi. 
411—26); in the Historical Register, xviii. 298—312 ; and in J. Torbuck, 
A Collection of the Parliamentary Debates in England from the year MDCLXVIII 
To the present Time, vol. xi, 1741, рр. 53—70. А slightly different version

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appeared in the Gensleman’s Magazine for Nov. 1733 (1. 57 5—80). The list in 
Chandler, vol. viii, appendix, gives the figures as 266—204, including the tellers, 
and is the same as that in the Gentleman’s Magazine, with the omission of one 
name. It is reprinted in Cobbett, viii. 1308-13, where the figures given are 
266-205, but the number of names is 266—204. 

b. ‘ An Exact List of the Names of the Members of the House of Commons, 
as voted for the Said Bill’ (the Excise Bill) forms part of a pamphlet called 
The Most Important Transactions of the Sixth Session of the First Parliament of His 
Majesty King George II, Anno Domini 1733. This gives the numbers as 
267—206, including the two tellers for each side, and differs considerably from 
the preceding lists. 

c. ‘An Exact List of those who voted For [and Against] Bringing in the 
Excise Bill’ appeared in the London Magazine for June 1733 (pp. 277-81)— 
several months earlier than the lists in the Gentleman’s Magazine and the 
Political State. ‘This gives the numbers as 268—205, and differs slightly from 
all the lists above. Some corrections to this list were printed in the same 
magazine for July 1733 (p. 358), as a result of which the numbers would be 
263-208 ; and a further list of twenty-three members who ' voted afterwards 
against the Excise’ (p. 340), copied from Fog's Weekly Journal of 14 July. 

A list identical with the original London Magazine list appeared attached to 
a later edition of the ballad Britannia Excisa, Britain Excis’d, 1733 ;? and the 
London Magazine list was copied in Fog’s Weekly Journal for 7 and 14 July 


1733.° 
4. The attempt to repeal the Septennial Act, 1734. 


The next three lists refer to the motion for leave to bring in a bill to repeal 
the Septennial Act, which was rejected on 13 March 1734 by 184 to 24.7.4 

a. A Compleat List of the Members who voted For and Against the Bill for 
Repealing the Septennial Act, and for the more frequent Meeting and Calling of 
. Parliaments. With the Speeches of the Two Gentlemen who Moved and Seconded 
the Question, Mar: 13, 1733/34,° gives 186 for the motion and 249 against, 
including two tellers for each side. This pamphlet was included in the list of 
books published in April 1734, in the Gentleman's Magazine for that month 
(iv. 223). An identical list appeared in the Political State of Great Britain for

с. The Gentleman's Magazine for April 1734 (iv. 181) includes ' An Account 
of the Members who voted for and against the Septennial Act,’ which consists 
of alterations and additions to be made in the magazine’s list for the Excise Bill 
to make it serve also as a list for the repeal of the Septennial Act. This contains 
a few names not in any of the other lists, and the numbers work out as 1 87—254. 


IV. Parliament of 1734—41. 
1. The Convention of the Pardo, 1739. 


The Convention was considered by a Committee of the whole House on 
8 March 1739,1 and the following lists appear to refer to the division on this 
occasion. 

a. The Publick having been imposed on, by several very imperfect and erroneous 
Lists of the Members of the House of Commons who voted for and against the late 
Convention with Spain . . . it has been thought proper to do that Justice to the 
Gentlemen on both Sides they deserve, by giving a more exact one, n.d.,? con- 
sists of two broadsheets. It gives the division as 262-234. This agrees with 
the figures, 260-232, given by John Selwyn (who was present) and by John 
Orlebar,? assuming that the tellers are here included, but omitted by these 
two writers. It also lists 62 absent members and gives the offices and salaries ` 
of all placemen. Identical lists appeared in the Political State for July 1739 
‚ (lviii. 21-42) ; in the Gentleman’s Magazine for June 1739 (ix. 304-10) ; and 
in Chandler, vol. xii, appendix. | 

$. An Exact List of all those who voted for and against the late Convention in 
the House of Commons. To which is added a list of all those who voted for and 
against the Excise, in the year 1733, 1739,* gives the figures as 262—2, 35, with 
61 absent. It is exactly the same as the list already mentioned, the difference 
in the figures being due to the fact that, whereas the former list counts Solomon 
Ashley, who was locked out, as absent, 42 Exact List counts him ‘ against,’ 
because he voted against the Convention the next day. Identical lists appeared

c. A List of the Members who,voted For and Against the Convention, March 
1738, n.d., is another broadsheet, Wiffering slightly from the above lists. The 
figures are here given as 257—233. | 


2. The Place Bill, 1740. 


‘ A List of the Members who voted For and Against the Place Bill, January 
29 1739/40,’ is printed in Chandler, vol. xii, appendix. This list gives 208 for 
the bill and 225 against, including the tellers, and states the ‘ places’ of the 
‚ majority against the bill. The figures for this division in the Journals are 206— 
222.1 
3. A motion for an address to the king asking him to remove Sir Robert 
Walpole from his counsels for ever was moved in the Commons by Samuel 
Sandys on 13 Feb. 1741, and defeated by 290 to 106.2 No complete division- 
list has been found, but the Gentleman’s Magazine for May 1741 (xi. 232) 
_ prints one for the Lords on this motion, preceded by a list of “ Some Commoners, 
who voted unexpectedly against a late Motion,' containing 21 names, and a 
further list of 32 members who retired before the division, and were called 
* Sneakers.’ Apart from a few discrepancies and several omissions, this list 
tallies with that given by the Reverend H. Etough, who seems to have obtained 
his information from a relation of Walpole's.* 


V. Parliament of 1741-47. 
1. The election of the chairman of the committee of privilege and elections. 


This division took place on 16 Dec. 1741, and there is a list in Chandler, 
xiii. 55-60. In this important division the opposition succeeded in defeating 
Walpole by 242 to 238. The numbers are correct in the list, but it is possible 
to check its accuracy a little further. John Orlebar, writing the day after the 
division, stated that William Mellish, Edward Clive, John York, and Thomas 
.Hervey voted with the opposition, and that Sir Charles Hanbury-Williams, 
john Laroche, John White, Martin Bladen and Sir William Strickland were 
unavoidably absent. Horace Walpole, writing to Horace Mann on the night 
of the division, mentioned Sir Thomas Lowther and Charles Ross, as well as 
Hervey, as voting with the opposition.’ Of these eleven members, Chandler's 
list places six correctly ; but it records Clive, York, Bladen, and White as

Hervey at all. . у 

2. A List of the Members of Parliament voted For and Against taking the 
Hanover Troops into British Pay, December №, 1742, 17424 This presumably 
refers to the division in Committee of Supply on this subject on 10 Dec. 1742.? 
It gives 260 members for and 194 against the motion. Identical lists, with the 
addition of one name to those against, are printed in Chandler, vol. xiv, ap- 
pendix, and in Cobbett, xii. 1053-8. In Chandler's list an asterisk is placed 
against 42 of those for the motion, showing that they ‘ voted for the inquiry 
into the Conduct of Robert Earl of Orford in the First Session.’ 


VI. Parliament of 1747—54. No division-lists found. 


УП. Parliament of 1754-60. No division-lists found. 


As a source for the history of the house of commons, these lists have the 
same shortcomings as those already described by Mr. Walcott. We do not 
know how or by whom they were compiled ; they are difficult to check, and 
they contain discrepancies which throw doubt on their reliability. It should 
perhaps be added that the chief object in publishing them appears to have been 
their use as propaganda at elections. Many of them are avowedly ‘ guides to 
electors,’ and the date of publication or reprinting is often significant. The 
lists, in short, may be no more reliable than most election propaganda. The 
majority of those mentioned above are definitely ‘ anti-Walpole,’ in that they 
aim either at connecting Walpole’s supporters with some unpopular measure, 
such as the Excise, or at stressing the fact that many of them held ‘ places.’ 
The apparent lack of these lists for the later parliaments of George II may be 
due partly to this, and not entirely to the more stringent prohibition of the 
reporting of proceedings in parliament during that period. It is perhaps not 
without significance that only one list has been found for a division after the 
fall of Walpole. 

Nevertheless, allowing for all these shortcomings, the lists, if used with 
caution, are valuable material for determining the politics of individual members, 
‘and for the study of the management of the house of commons by the ministry 
during this period.

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I1X.—Editions of ‘ The Court and City Register,’ 1742-1813 


Tue ‘Court and City Register’ was first published in 1742, when it consisted of 
Mrs. Nutt’s ‘A New Court Register’ and Т. Cooper’s ‘A New and Correct list 
of the Lords . . . with a . . . list of the Commons,’ bound up with Rider’s 
‘British Merlin.’ In the following year ‘ Lists of the Army and Navy’ were 
added and also an inclusive title-page. The ‘ Court and City Register’ was 
sold with or without the almanack ; the latter, which, if present, is Rider in 
all copies examined, was published by or for the Stationers’ Company. The 
other three sections retained their separate title-pages as late as 1751. In 
1753 those of the Court Register and of the Army and Navy lists were reduced 
to a heading and list of contents, without imprint ; by 1757 they were further 
reduced : the Court Register for that year has merely a page heading, the 
ordinary matter following ; the Army and Navy lists each have a page heading 
followed by ordinary contents ; the joint title-page for Army and Navy having 
completely disappeared. In the editions of 1770 the parliamentary lists 
have no title-page, the Court Register follows them without heading or break, 
and the headings of the Army and Navy lists lose their prominence. The 
title-page however continues to list the three parts as if they were clearly 
separated. 

The parliamentary list apparently existed for some years before 1742, as 
the editions of the ‘ Court and City Register ' for 1743 contain the ninth and 
tenth editions of the list ; that for 1745 contains the thirteenth, and the first 
edition for 1746 contains the sixteenth. The three components of the ‘ Court 
and City Register ' in these early years might be published by slightly different 
groups of publishers and in 1745 each of them appears to have been purchasable 
separately, though the pagination is continuous. In 1749 the parliamentary 
lists alone have a price for separate sale ; this disappears by 1751. 

I have traced at least two editions for most years and sometimes as many 
as four, but there is no indication of the normal number until 1801, when an 
announcement states the dates by which corrections must reach the compiler 
for inclusion in the November and April editions. 
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Especially between 1764 and 1769, when it was compiled by John Riving- 
ton, the ' Register’ appears to have suffered from rival publications. In 
November 1764 he obtained a licence givipg him the sole right to publish a 
book with the title ‘The Court and City Register,’ and in the April edition 
for 1767 he complained of wholesale copying on the part of the editor of the 
‘ Royal Kalendar.” Some agreement was reached, however, as the 1771 and 
some later editions of the latter consist of the same sheets as the corresponding 
editions of the ‘ Register,’ with the exception in each case of the three sheets 
(C D E) containing the greater part of the lists for the house of commons. 
A similar relationship appears to have been established with the ‘ London 
Kalendar’ in 1790. Apparently the other two compilations were not always 
revised at the same time as the ‘ Register,’ unless there are further editions 
which I have not traced. The ‘London Kalendar’ continued at least until 
1816 (copy in LH.R.) In 1813 the ‘Register’ amalgamated with the 
* Royal Kalendar.'

BOOK REVIEW. 


* Despatches and Instructions of Conrad Alexandre Gérard, 1778-1780.’ With historical 
introd. and notes by John J. Meng. Baltimore: Johns Hopkins Press, for the Institut 
français de Washington ; London: Milford. 1939. Рр. 966. 36s. 


Conrad Alexandre Gérard was the first French minister to the United States. His 
correspondence with Vergennes, of which Doniol printed the most salient parts in his . 
* Histoire de la participation de la France à l'établissement des États Unis d'Amérique, is ` 
now edited in its entirety by Mr. Meng. "The contents of this correspondence are, naturally, 
of considerable value, though one gets the impression that Doniol did not omit a great deal 
that was of first-class importance, and perhaps more of the enclosures, which consist largely 
of newsletters, could have been left out by Mr. Meng ; this would have reduced a little the 
vast size and weight of the book. ‘The introduction is useful, and the editing good : there 
are a few misstatements in the footnotes, mostly of a biographical character, but the only 
seriously misleading one that I have found is on p. 152, where the editor confuses the Isle 
de St. Jean (now called Prince Edward Island) with the Avalon Peninsula of Newfoundland, 
which would make nonsense of the document upon which he is commenting. It is a curious 
fact that the copy from which Mr. Meng prints seems very often to have been the worst 
copy ; but the variant readings in the footnotes, which are generally preferable, preserve the 
reader from serious misunderstanding. Mr. Meng is to be congratulated upon a valuable 
edition of an important correspondence.

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XXXIX.—A list of the department of the Lord Chamberlain of the Household, 
autumn, 1663 


Tuanxs to Edward Chamberlayne and his rivals and successors there exist 
fairly satisfactory printed lists of the royal household from 1669 onwards. For | 
the years between 1660 and 1669 no lists appear to have been printed ; there 
is, however, a considerable amount of material for the personnel of the de- 
partment of the Lord Chamberlain of the Household in this period, mainly in 
the form of lists or of documents relating to individual appointments. Some 
of the former are approximately registers of appointments or of proposed appoint- 
ments, while others are simple rolls of office-holders. The list here printed ! 
is one of the most elaborate of the latter class ; it is remarkable for the very large 
number of names of minor officials and tradesmen included in it. 
In the ‘ Calendar of State Papers’ the list is dated ‘July 12 ?' (1663). 
The date must be, however, about two months later. ‘The list appears to have 
been written out at a single sitting, apart from a few obvious additions. In 
fixing its date by the names given in it one must allow for anticipation of future 
appointments and for careless retention of names of persons superseded ; but 
the margin of error is not likely to be very great. There is, however, one

Strictly speaking the Bedchamber officers were under the Groom of the Stole and apparently 
independent of the Lord Chamberlain of the, Household ; they are always grouped with the latter's 
subordinates in lists of the later seventeenth century. 

2 It occupies twenty-two pages, each about 6 x 164 inches; the first bears the title; the second 
and the last four are blank. ach leaf is now mounted separately ; they are damaged by having been 
folded horizontally across the middle; and the ink is much faded. 

‘The chaotic arrangement of the later part suggests that the preliminary compilation was rather 
haphazard ; but it is unlikely that serious errors would be allowed to stand when it was being copied. 
There is one certain error, that relating to Gabriel Mollet: see below. 
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discrepancy : André Mollet’s nephew Gabriel was dead by 27 February ! ; 
Sir Charles Berkeley was not created Viscount Fitzharding until later. Apart 
from this there is no serious difficulty. The covering dates are provided by 
Berkeley's tenure of the dignity of Viscourk Fitzharding, from 14 July 1663 
to 17 March 1664, when he was promoted to the dignity of Earl of Falmouth.? 
The earliest possible date is provided by the admission of Henry Gregory as a 
musician in qrdinary : the warrant for him to be sworn in is dated 16 Sep- 
tember. The latest possible date is 21 October, when the warrant was issued 
by which John Wingfield’s successor was created Portcullis Pursuivant.* 

The arrangement of the offices in the earlier part of the list is similar to that 
in Chamberlayne ; in the later part there are considerable divergences. In the 
list of the king’s musicians names of performers on wind instruments, violinists, 
and lutanists form three main groups, but with some names misplaced ; the 
present order of the names here appears to be due to chance or to carelessness.5

(3) a memorandum, Jan. 1664, of the grant to George Bowers of the office of Embosser in ordinary 
(idid., р. 462). Presumably in the first two cases the transfer o foffice had taken place some time 
before the warrants for payment were issued ; and in the third Bowers had presumably been regularly 
employed for some time before obtaining his formal grant.

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"Тнк report of the Secretary of the Historical MSS. Commission for 1940—41 
records the completion of five volumes, Graham of Fintry, Sackville (Knole) I, 
Polwarth IV, Salisbury (Cecil) XVIII, and Downshire IV ; though printed, 
these will not be issued during the war. Two of the four other volumes in 
progress are nearly finished, namely De L'isle and Dudley IV and Lindsey. 
A short report'on the MSS. of the Dean and Chapter of Peterborough has been 
handed over to Mr. W. 'T. Mellows for inclusion in three volumes which he is 
editing for the Northamptonshire Record Society in connexion with the quater- 
centenary of the cathedral. Listing and sorting have continued, as has also 
work on the third volume of the General Guide, and the report forecasts a 
systematic enquiry as to the present location of collections examined by the 
Commission. ‘The need for this has been emphasised by the difficulty experi- 
enced in compiling a list of collections for the guidance of Regional Com- 
missioners in notifying the British Records Association of damage to historical 
MSS. in their areas. 
* * * * * ж * 

The announcement by Mr. Arundel] Esdaile in a letter to The Times оп 
17 July that under a scheme promoted by the American Council of Learned 
Societies and the Library of Congress, and financed by the Rockefeller Corpora- 
tion, work has already begun on the micro-filming of ‘ some tens of thousands 
of the more valuable manuscripts preserved in public and private libraries ' of 
this country will have brought relief to all who know to what extent these highly 
perishable treasures contiriue to be exposed to the most acute danger of destruc- 
tion. One copy will be deposited in the Library of Congress, but further 
reproduction will require the consent of the owner of the original, the loss of 
which will be made good by the gift of another print. It is difficult to believe, 
when arrangements so generous and so practical are examined, that a similar 
offer, made some time before the war, was refused. 

* * * а * * ж. 

An impressive survey of the experience of the Library of Congress in the 
reproduction of historical materials in Europe forms part of the section devoted 
to the Division of Manuscripts in the Annual Report of the Librarian for 1939— 
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1940. Begun as long ago as 1905, this branch of the library’s work greatly 
benefited from the Carnegie Institution’s splendid series of Guides to the Materials 
for American History, initiated by Professor Charles M. Andrews and con- 
tinued by J. Franklin Jameson. The Report stresses the importance of the 
careful preliminary planning made possible by the Guides, and on this and other 
aspects of the enterprise has much information of value to those concerned 
with similar work in this country. Other features of this Report which are 
likely to interest British readers include a brief note on a collection of early 
English deeds presented to the Library, and the announcement of plans for 
an annual list of historical manuscripts acquired by all the important repositories 
in the United States. ` 
* * * * * * * 

The preservation, and where necessary the making of records of buildings 
are the objects of appeals recently issued by the National Buildings Record 
(established by the Ministry of Works and Buildings) and the Central Council 
for the Care of Churches. Both bodies—the second in respect of ecclesiastical 
buildings only—seek to locate and index existing plans, drawings, and photo- 
graphs, and to create them when wanting, so that war damage may be intelli- 
gently repaired or, at the worst, there may survive a record of what has been 
destroyed. The work is urgent and offers scope for personal service of many 
kinds. Details of the National Buildings Record may be had from 66, Portland 
Place, London, W. 1 ; of the churches scheme from the Central Council at 
Earlham, Dunster, Somerset. 

* * * * * * * 

Though the Friends of the National Libraries have made no purchases 
during 1940-41, their Annual Report shows that the Society has found useful 
work to do in distributing gifts of books and in helping to find safe storage 
accommodation for libraries in danger. A valuable but melancholy feature of 
the report is a list—not quite complete—of libraries destroyed or damaged by 
enemy action. It is astonishing that, when paper is so scarce, it should have 

. been thought necessary to repeat the titles of three books and the names of the 
donors 42, 34 and 32 times in thirteen pages. 
* * * * Д * * * 

* Social service,’ in the capriciously restricted sense usually given to that 
term, has always attracted a just share of the interest of the Pilgrim Trust, and 
it is not surprising that the war, raising new and urgent problems in this field, 
should have diverted to it some of the attention hitherto available for the 
preservation of national treasures. Among the grants of 1940 recorded in 
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the Tenth Annual Report, there are, however, three closely related to historical 
study, namely, those for the micyo-filming of parish registers by the Society 
of Genealogists, for the cleaning and repair of the Kederminster Library at 
Langley Marish,:and for E. M. Tenison’s EZizabetham England, of which 
the Trust has taken thirty sets for presentation to the libraries of selected 
universities and university colleges. 

* * * * * * + 

The experience of the Institute library in the last year provides some 
evidence for the prosperity of the English historical and archaeological societies, 
both metropolitan and local, though in general they have reduced the number or 
the size of their publications, and sometimes both. Of seventeen metropolitan 
societies which issued at least one volume annually in the years 1936, 1937, 
1938, ten issued volumes received by the Institute between 1 August, 1940, 
and 31 July, 1941 (two of them each produced volumes in two separate series) ; 
further, two societies producing rather irregularly each issued a volume within 
the year. Of thirty-nine local societies or branch societies issuing volumes 
regularly (some of these have started since 1936) twenty-one issued volumes 
received by the Institute within the year. The Scottish Historical Society and 
the Stair Society each issued a volume. A number of societies issue periodicals 
appearing more than once a year. Of twenty periodicals, some published 
commercially and not all historical, eighteen are continuing more or less satis- 
factorily ; two have suspended publication. 

These figures do not show the full extent of the decline, as they omit all 
government publishing, as well as that of local government bodies and of 
institutions controlled by the government. 

* * * * * * * 

A Committee has been formed, under the chairmanship of the Director of 
the London School of Economics and Political Science, Mr. A. M. Carr 
Saunders, to raise funds for a memorial to the late Professor Eileen Power. 
The aim is to collect £10,000 to endow a fellowship or studentship, the holder 
of which would undertake research in economic and social history and would 
enjoy the opportunity of travel abroad for the purpose. It is hoped to set 
up a special American committee, to forward the appeal among friends 
and admirers of Dr. Power іп the United States.. Donations may be sent to 
Mr. L. J. Cadbury, The Hostel, Peterhouse, Cambridge.

The addition of 674 pictures and a collection of original documents to the 
John Clarence Webster collection is among the achievements of 1940 recorded 
in the Annual Report of the New Brunswick Museum. The Archives depart- 
ment of the Museum has also acquired much new material, and has made good 
progress with cataloguing and indexing. 

* * * * * * * 

The Thirteenth Annual Report of the Henry E. Huntington Library and Art 
Gallery, for the year 1939—40, announces the retirement of the distinguished 
Director, Dr. Max Farrand ; for the present no appointment will be made in 
succession. ‘Though the financial position enforced continued economy, 
services to readers and the general public were improved, and the Library has 
successfully met the increased demands made by American scholars whom the 
war has denied their usual vacation visits to Europe. The research programme, 
of the progress of which an interesting account is given, still centres on the 
English Renaissance, and a Renaissance Conference planned for the summer 
of 1941 was intended to take advantage of the presence of visitors who in peace 
time would be scattered abroad. Among the gifts acknowledged are over 
250 MS. and printed items added to the Stowe papers by Mr. Frank Marcham. 

* * * * * * * 

The Society of American Archivists devoted one of the sessions of their 
fifth annual meeting in October to ‘ Record Problems and Programs in the 
National Emergency,’ and Dr. Waldo G. Leland’s presidential address dealt 
with ‘ Historians and Archivists in the First World War.’ As a whole, 
however, the Program shows an enviable concern with happier aspects of 
archival work, among them ‘ Guides to Materials for Latin American History,’ 
‘The Archives of Business and Industry,’ and ‘ History of Administrative 
Institutions.’ The conference partly overlapped with the first annual meeting 
of the American Association for State and Local History, at which the subjects 
for discussion included ' Raising the Standards of Historical Society Work ' 
and * A Publication Program for Historical Societies.’

It is several years now since Professor B. H. Putnam in the course of her work on the 
origins of the office of justice of the peace drew attention to the existence of a number of rolls 
of sessions of the peace among the Ancient Indictments and in the class usually known by 
its short title of Assize Rolls at the Public Record Office. A few other rolls have been found 
in local custody, including some of those for Coventry printed by Dr. Kimball. ‘These rolls 
are of considerable value to both the legal and the social and economic historian and under 
Professor Putnam's inspiration there has been a movement for their publication. In this 
she is receiving the co-operation of the county record societies, and both she and they are to 
be congratulated on the results so far obtained. Among the latest volumes to appear are 
those for Warwickshire and Northamptonshire, the former containing proceedings before 
justices of the peace in Coventry and Warwickshire between 1377 and 1397 and the latter 
proceedings before supervisors and keepers of the peace between 1314 and 1320. "Thus the 
two volumes together illustrate the experimental period before the statutes of Edward III 
and the position at the end of that king's reign. 

In their introductions, which follow a similar and natural plan, the editors have discussed 
the technical points of the commissions under which the justices acted, their personnel and 
the nature of the offences dealt with. Dr. Kimball has also a useful section on the relationship 
between the justices of the peace and other jurisdictions. Professor Plucknett has contri- 
buted to her volume an elaborate analysis of the indictments on the lines of his similar analysis 
in Professor Putnam's ‘ Proceedings before the justices of the peace in the fourteenth and 
fifteenth centuries.’ 

_ The texts of the two volumes are good. Some of the Coventry and Warwickshire rolls 
are mutilated, but Dr. Kimball has made good use of the Gaol Delivery and Coram Rege 
Rolls to supply the defects. A few readings in the Coventry proceedings look odd, but 
unfortunately their accuracy cannot now be tested.* Both editors have adopted the excellent 
plan of printing abstracts of the entries on the rolls. Dr. Kimball's very useful subject index 
to her introduction makes one wish that she had combined with it a subject index to the text 
not solely concerned with legal matters. “The subject index of the Northamptonshire volume 
is trifling and misleading. In the index of persons to that volume some identifications have 
been missed. Hugh atte Grene and Hugh de la Grene are the same person, so are Walter 
le Mouner and Walter le Milneward, William Lymbot and William Lymbod, and, probably, 
Hugh le Whylewrichte and Hugh son of Adam le Wryghte. John son of John Lowdi 
should be indexed with his father under Loudy. ‘The surname printed le Ken is probably

Oxford. А map is sometimes 
useful to the indexer. In the index of persons the bishop of Chester should be identified with 
the bishop of Coventry and Lichfield. 

It is reasonable to suppose that for some time now there will be at least a diminution in 
the amount of printing that can be done by local record societies. An opportunity will thus 
be given for a reconsideration of the methods of editing mediaeval documents. For.some years 
now the method euphemistically described as ‘ keeping to the original manuscript as closely 
as possible’ has been fashionable, particularly among some of the younger record societies. 
Though rarely followed consistently this method might have been designed merely to confuse 
the layman. Undoubtedly the editor should keep to the original manuscript as much as 
possible. It is also his duty to interpret it to the reader. His printed text should be accurate, 
complete and comprehensible. Anything which unnecessarily makes for difficulty in сот- 
prehension should, like record type, be avoided. Unless the editor himself understands the 
document he cannot hope to interpret it to the reader. Completeness is not obtained by 
representing in print every mark that has been made on the manuscript. ‘The editor must be 
allowed to judge what is relevant to his purpose and to make omissions if he thinks fit, just 
as both editors here have chosen to omit the ss. (i.e. scilicet) which occurs before many of the 
entries on their rolls. It serves no good purpose to print plus in tergo * (i.e. please turn over) 
in the middle of a sentence just because it occurs in the roll at the foot of a membrane. ‘The 
Northamptonshire volume is disfigured by an unnecessary number of dots, some of which 
represent an arbitrary selection of the marks made by the clerk who wrote the roll as he rested 
his pen on the parchment after writing a few words while he memorised or listened to the 
next few, others occur before and after Roman numerals to indicate that they are numbers ; 
neither need be reproduced in a modern text. If an editor feels scruples about omitting 
them he can say all that needs to be said about them in an explanatory note. It is hardly . 
necessary to italicise the abbreviations /, s. d. etc. in a Latin text, as is done in the Northamp- 
tonshire volume. Another disfigurement of the modern method is the excessive use of 
various kinds of brackets and signs to show interlineations, deletions and marginal notes, in 
addition to the normal use of square brackets for parts of the text supplied by the editor either 
from some other manuscript source or from conjecture. Yet in the use of them both editors 
fail to distinguish between interlineations over ‘caret’ signs which correct the text and those 
which complete the record, between marginal entries made at various stages of the compila- 
tion of the roll, between deletions of clerical errors and the cancellation of entries to show 
actions performed by the court or its officers, such as the striking through of the marginal 
entries of the amounts of fines, probably to show that they were entered on the Estreat Roll 
and not, as Miss Gollancz suggests, that they had been paid. Where the marginal notes of 
fines, punishments and acquittals do not add to the information given in the entry, as in the 
Northamptonshire rolls, they can be omitted, and their omission explained in a prefatory 
note. No editor need perpetuate in print clerical errors such as misspellings and false starts. 
Where he thinks a contemporary correction is significant a footnote is better than brackets, 
and where editorial correction is necessary he should make it and avoid the unsatisfactory sic, 
giving the manuscript reading in a footnote. In general, an increased but still sparing use 
of footnotes and a much fuller use of the explanatory prefatory note would avoid many of 


these clumsy expedients.

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Consistency in the use of unnatural cénventions is difficult and it is better for both reader 
and editor if modern spelling and punctyation are used. ‘There is some justification for the 
use of the initial y where u would be more natural in modern use and of the medial u for v, 
but no harm is done by following the natural use and saving the reader from such a puzzle 
as vua Юг uva and editors from printing uersus in one line and vnde in the next! just because 
the same initial letter is differently formed in the two words. No one dreams of printing 
the long s now though it occurs in manuscripts side by side with its more familiar fellow. 
To add a little to inconsistency Miss Gollancz chooses to represent the same letter as I or J 
at the beginning of a word on the reasonable grounds of modern usage which elsewhere she 
rejects. Dr. Kimball is quite firm about i at the beginning of words but apparently is not 
sure whether to print ii or ij. So оп p. 43, for example, she prints both zercii and tercij and 
on p. 145 pecijs and tusticiariis. 

Perhaps these are trifles, but cumulatively they are a hindrance to that wider study of 
records which the county record societies exist to encourage. ‘The editing of mediaeval 
documents should not be a field for obscurantist pedantry, but a means to enlighten the present 
and revitalise the past. All and more than all that is gained by the clumsy and inelegant 
. conventions forced upon editors for the sake of a few specialists, who could not possibly 
reconstruct the documents in their original form from the printed texts, can be easily secured 
by the use of photography. ‘The local societies can then be free to follow the example of the 
older record publishing societies and institutions in producing texts that are accurate, complete 
and comprehensible.

Branch, vol. ii. 1940. Pp. 112. 

‚ The accounts here printed are from the Commonwealth Exchequer Papers in the Public 
Record Office ; it is believed that they are the first accounts of Civil War garrisons to be 
printed. They are of great general interest as showing how such garrisons obtained money 
for their daily needs, supplies of food, etc., and miscellaneous services. “The texts are care- 
fully edited ; the spelling is modernised, but proper regard is paid to forms of place-names, 
dialect words, and special words. 

The introduction gives an admirable account of the parliamentary assessments on which 
the garrisons were dependent for their subsistence ; the history of the two garrisons ; and 
other matter mainly of local interest. ‘There are three facsimiles of pages of the accounts.

* Colin Robertson’s Correspondence Book, September 1817 to September 1822.’ Ed. with 
an introduction by E. E. Rich, assisted by R. Harvey Fleming. Published by the , 
Champlain Society for the Hudson's Bay Record Society. 1939. Pp. cxxxi, 372. 

The second volume published for the Hudson's Bay Record Society is concerned, like 
the first, with the struggle for the Athabaska trade which preceded the amalgamation of the 

Hudson's Bay and North-West companies in 1821. The correspondence book is not, 

strictly speaking, a document of the Hudson's Bay company : it consists of copies of letters 

from Colin Robertson to private friends, made many years later to strengthen his claim on 
the company for remembrance of his past services. But the editor is justified in claiming 
1 Northamptonshire . . ., p. 53. 
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that it throws light from a new angle upon the situation in the years of fierce competition 
which preceded the amalgamation, and it is illuminated in its turn, at many points, by material 
from the archives and from the Selkirk papers, printed in the appendices. These appendices 
also include the official documents of the amalgamation. The letters are not so complete in 
themselves as Simpson’s Athabaska Journal: they are full of allusions—most, though not 
quite all, of which the editor elucidates—and they require a long introduction, which deals 
very fully not only with Robertson’s chequered career, but also with the history of the com- 
pany and its rival during the ten or twelve years preceding the coalition. ‘This valuable 
introduction and the correspondence itself incidentally modify to some extent the impression 
left by the previous volume of the importance of Simpson’s Athabaska campaign. Successful 
though that campaign was, it seems clear that much of the credit was due to the earlier ven- 
tures for which Robertson, more than any other man, was responsible. 

‘The two volumes need in fact to be read together. Not only do they then present the 
subject in a truer perspective : in editorial apparatus they are complementary. “The maps and 
the glossary of Hudson’s Bay company posts and personalities contained in the first volume 
are necessary to a proper understanding of the second. ‘This procedure perhaps assumes 
that new subscribers will have easy access to earlier volumes, but it has obvious advantages. 

The high editorial standards set in the previous year are fully maintained. One assumes 
that at this moment the Hudson’s Bay company is more concerned with the preservation of 
its records than with their publication, but it is to be hoped that, under a serener sky, Mr. Rich 
may be able to sponsor many more volumes from this invaluable storehouse. of material for 
the study of British imperial history. Perhaps next time the Society will give us something 
from an earlier period of the company’s long and adventurous career.

Like the parents of an increasing family, the editors and publishers of such series as this 
must expect a less vocal welcome for their later offspring than that given to the firstborn, but 
Mr. Milne deserves congratulation for the improved arrangement of these two volumes and 
the speed with which they have been completed. The 1936 issue shows two important 
changes : the substitution of a single section, covering the period 1066-1485, for the two 
sections divided at 1272 in previous volumes, and the distribution to other subsections of 
the bulk of the entries allotted to English local history under the original scheme. One 
result is less repetition, which, with the adoption of a less agnostic attitude toward worthless 
writings, is no doubt responsible for the reduction in the size of the book, from 4892 entries 
for 1935 to 4384 for 1936. The subsections on economic, social and cultural history and 
on the history of arts and crafts are much enlarged by the redistribution of the local material, 
but it is more difficult to explain why those on political, constitutional and legal history 
should be nearly twice as long in 1936 as in 1934, or why between those dates historians 
should have reduced by 25 per cent. their output on military and naval history, on foreign 
relations and on Scotland. ‘The even greater shrinkage of the biographical subsections, from 
765 entries in 1934 to 682 in 1935 and 514 in 1936, may reflect either an overdue satiety 
among the reading public or editorial discrimination against the unfit. It is to be hoped 
that approximate permanence has now been reached in the arrangement, a characteristic 
desirable in a series which claims and merits a regular place in the working time of any 
serious student of English history. :

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CLXXXVI.—Life im the British army, 
1793-1820, in relation to social condi- 
tions. By T. H. McGurriz, М.А. 


The object of the thesis was to present a 
documented picture of the day-to-day life of 
the British soldier during the period of the 
French wars, to portray the soldier’s own 
background, his origins and motives in en- 
listing, his pay, food, clothing, and housing, 
with some notes on his existence after service. 
Questions of politics, save where they dealt 
directly with the soldiers’ lot, were not con- 
sidered ; or the broad outlines of strategy, 
or the details of tactics. 

A brief preface divides the period in four 
sections. ‘The first, 1793-1800, showed 
how not to make an army, and how to waste 
and ruin such regiments as existed; the 
second, 1800-08, was a period of training, 
when behind the shield of the navy new 
methods of training and recruitment, result- 
ing in small but well-fought actions in the 
Mediterranean and the colonies, brought into 
being a potentially successful army; the 
third, 1808-15, saw the British army 
engaged in victorious battle ; and the last, 
1815-20, witnessed a relapse into neglect 
and decay, the substitution of the policeman’s 
club for the sword. 

The body of the thesis was written in 
twelve chapters: Recruiting and recruits ; 
class of men ; officers ; discipline ; training ; 
barracks and barrack life; troops on the 
march in Britain ; encampments ; embarka- 
tions and voyages ; life abroad and in the 
field ; in action ; and functions of the army 
in Britain. 

A chapter on recruiting and recruits deals 
with the many devices for increasing the 


army without openly enforeing conscription 
on all classes ; the use of regimental recruit- 
ing parties and crimps, although expensive, 
was not enough to keep the musters full. 
The recruits were good if they came from 
the militia, into which they had probably 
been balloted; a few came for military 
reasons, most because they were unemployed 
and were attracted by the bounty on first 
entering; the principle of ‘substitution’ 
and the possibility of obtaining from £50 to 
£70 by judicious transfer also gained recruits. 

he manner in which this bounty money 
was spent, or filched from the recruit by 
drink and trickery, shows clearly enough the 
type of man obtained. Naturally enough, 
the lack of centralisation and uniformity in 
our military system led to wide differences in 
the destinies of individual recruits. 

There was a wide (and in some ways 
healthy) gap between officers and men; 
the latter were men of uncontrolled rather 
than bad character, emotional, coarse and 
drunken, as well as loyal, patient, and brave. 
"Their occupations before enlisting were pre- 
dominantly of the labouring type ; many of 
them are describedas weavers and frame-work 
knitters ; the middle classes were con- 
spicuously absent from the ranks. The 
average height in regiments of the line was 
about 5 ft. 6 іп. The better men naturally 
became N.C.O.s. All, however, drank 
deeply ; drink was the curse of the army 
both at home and abroad. 

‘The officers came from the upper social 
classes, chiefly by purchasing rank on a set 
tariff, varying from cavalry to infantry, from 
the Guards to the line, and according to the 
place of service of the regiment. Their 
pay was insufficient alone to maintain their 
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station, except on active service. Various 
abuses, such as fraudulent entries on the 
muster rolls, conversion of public property 
to private uses and profit, evasion of service 
abroad and unfairly rapid promotion, were 
occasionally found. Duelling and drinking 
were as rife amongst officers as amongst their 
social equals in civil life. Regimental feel- 
ing and pride were of course widespread, and 
brought excellent results. 

Discipline was ferocious when enforced, 
though the billeting system often prevented 
it. The death penalty, flogging, ‘ black 
holes ’, and extra drills were the commonest 
punishments. The application of punish- 
ment depended largely on the individual out- 
look of the officer commanding, and little 
uniformity is noticeable except when large 
forces were for some time under one leader. 
"This also applies to training, which, though 
rules and regulations were published, varied 
largely from one district to another, from one 
general to another and even between com- 
panies of the same regiment. Clothing and 
dress were also variable between regiment and 
regiment, though certain general rules were 
observed and the weapons—Brown Bess and 
the rifle—were uniform. Pay and food 
came in the same category. Elaborate in- 
structions were available, but little informa- 
tion as to practical administration ; and, 
owing to the jealously guarded privileges of 
the individual regiments and the absence of 
any effective central authority, there was 
little inspection or checking. As a result 
of the general attitude of distrust and sus- 
picion, and the absence of clearly understood 
rights and duties, desertion was rife, varying 
from 17 per cent. (in a bad time in Ireland) 
to $ per cent. per annum. 

Barracks were first introduced on a wide 
scale after 1793, and provide a woeful tale 
of fraud and mismanagement. The chief 
sufferer was the private soldier, who had to 
live in the wretched flea-ridden, jerry-built 
wrecks or temporary structures which cost 
the taxpayer some half a million pounds a 
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year, Not only were the barracks the cause 
of jbbbery and corruption ; barrack-masters 
often looked on their posts as sinecures. 
The only provision for bathing was the 
inside of a big iron coal-box, and the daily 
wash was taken in the urine tub. In these 
barracks the men for fear of desertion were 
generally confined, to make their sport in 
the bare rooms and find their relaxation at 
the canteen; in those echoing chambers 
soldiers’ wives lived, and bore their children, 
the only privacy a draped blanket before 
their bed. 

The chief and commonest alternative to 
barracks was the billet in an inn. While 
barracks were being extended in size, up to 
three-quarters of our total strength were in 
public-houses or quarters. This was un- 
popular with the innkeepers, with the towns- 
folk, and with the troops, who were gener- 
ally overcrowded and always abused ; yet, 
owing to the use of the army as police, and 
the necessarily small detachments, this dis- 
persal was inevitable. For officers it was 
also expensive. Even less satisfactory, how- 
ever, was the use of encampments, which 
generally combined the chief drawbacks of 
barracks, billets, and quarters. Wherever 
he lived the soldier’s whole life centred round 
the regiment in which he had generally 
speaking enlisted for life; and when the 
army was largely disbanded in 1815, the 
ex-soldier was helpless, deserted, and without 
friends. 

As for the soldier’s life aboard ship, in the 
field, and in action, the general conclusion 
is again that no genuine organisation existed, 
everything being hurried, makeshift, un- 
satisfactory ; and only in the Peninsula, 
where experience and common sense united, 
was there a genuine system of supply, trans- 
port, and hospitals. The chief attractions 
to the soldier were drink and the prospect of 
plunder after the heat of battle. . 

The last chapter deals with the use of 
troops in public functions and as police. 
"There can be no doubt that the latter was 
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incompatible with the true function 4f an 
army; and the rapidly, developing stesses 
of social and political life due to land and 
industrial changes made this increasingly 
evident.

Besides contemporary printed sources of 
various kinds, including newspapers, 
use was made of MS. materials in the 
Public Record Office and in the War 
Office library. In the former, besides 
letter books and returns, War Office 
records which proved valuable are the 
bundles concerning marching orders, 
recruiting letters, quartering, wills and 
casualties, volunteers, innkeepers’ peti- 
tions, and claims of wounded officers. 
The ‘ Description Books’ of various 
regiments, which were kept at the 
depóts, give full physical descriptions of 
the recruits for publication in case of 
desertion, besides the place of birth, 
trade, former service, character, etc. 
The Succession Books of the officers 
provide similar information, but a 
column *'Titles and Medals’ is sub- 
stituted for the ‘ Dates of Desertion’ 
of the men’s books. 

‘The Standing Orders of the Royal 
Dragoons,’ by Lt.-Col. John Slade, 
Salisbury, January, 1800, in the War 
Office library, gives a very complete 
picture of the routine life of a regiment, 
including a model return of a troop at 
out-quarters ; copies of the MS. could 
be obtained by the officers of the regi- 
ment at a cost of Ios. 6d. 


CLXXXVII.—The political career of Bar- 
tolomé Mitre, 1852-1891. By A. J. 
Warronp, M.A., Ph.D. 


This thesis is an elaboration and extension 
of a previous thesis entitled * Buenos Aires 
and the Argentine Confederation, 1852— 
1861’. Itsaim is to estimate the influence 
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of Bartolomé Mitre on Argentine political 
and constitutional development during the 
latter half of the 19th century, and, examin- 
ing documentary evidence and other material 
(often violently polemical), to assess Mitre's 
place in history. 

Mitre's political career began in 1852, 
when he returned to Buenos Aires from 
exile, thanks to General Urquiza's victory 
over tyrant Rosas. A thorough porteño 
at heart, Mitre soon waxed critical of the 
power vested in the national liberator—a 
mere gaucho-leader from the provinces— 
and became convinced that his country's 
salvation could only be finally achieved at 
the hands of his beloved province of Buenos 
Aires. Throughout the War of Secession 
between that province and the remainder of 
Argentina (1852-9) he maintained this 
creed, despite the strong autonomist element 
in the city of Buenos Aires. As a leading 
porteño, he sought at first to encircle Urquiza 
within a ring-fence of pro-Buenos Airean 
provinces in the north ; when this and other 
attempts to diminish Urquiza’s sphere of 
influence failed, and civil war broke out in 
Buenos Aires itself, Mitre was obliged to 
turn his attention to purely provincial 
affairs. Не was not a first-class soldier, yet 
he stood out among his political associates, 
at a time when the sword was in demand, as 
a keen student of military science and a 
conscientious officer. His military abilities, 
coupled with good fortune, gave him com- 
mand of the Buenos Airean forces against 
Urquiza. He skilfully withdrew his army 
before superior forces at Cepeda (1859) and 
in 1861 was victorious at Pavén, where 
Urquiza, a prey to doubts and physically 
unwell, left the field of battle in Mitre’s 
hands. Mitre was determined to proceed 
in a constitutional manner, but he was for- 
tunate to have as his henchman a Uruguayan 
gaucho-leader, Venancio Flores, who did not 
scruple to eliminate the opposition remaining 
in the field. This massacre—from which 
Mitre himself instinctively shrank—acted 
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like a tonic on the interior provinces and 
General Mitre, unanimously acclaimed, 
became first constitutional president of the 
republic. 

His presidency (1862-8) covers a critical 
period in national growth, for, although 
national unity had been achieved, a national 
capital had still to be chosen. The federali- 
zation of the city of Buenos Aires was 
staunchly opposed by its inhabitants, and 
although Mitre realized that here was the 
only real solution to the problem, he had the 
good sense to shelve the proposal until a more 
. propitious hour. А born politician, with 
strong constitutional leanings, he brought 
to this, as to other tasks, a patience which 
waited on events and a wise moderation 
which knew something of connivance. He 
saw that the national executive power must 
be strengthened and local unrest stamped out 
by force, but not at the expense of provincial 
self-government, which he fostered. In the 
- economic sphere he early anticipated the 
immense strides which his fertile country 
would make, and he encouraged immigra- 
tion, agriculture, and pastoral industry ; but 
he declined to support indiscriminate, govern- 
ment-sponsored schemes for attracting 
settlers : natural development, he asserted, 
was sufficient, and time proved him right. 

Civil war broke out in Uruguay, and one 
of the leaders was the redoubtable Flores ; 
but President Mitre, while under obligations 
to him, and unable completely to stifle the 
agitation of the war party at Buenos Aires, 
refused to do more than connive at a revolu- 
tion in which the Argentine provinces, still 
restive, threatened to take sides. An inci- 
dent arose between Spain and Peru, and an 
Argentine alliance was sought by the Pacific 
states; but Mitre, while agreeing that 
friendship between South American states 
was to be encouraged, dismissed the solidarity 
of Pan-American policy as a chimera, and 
refused to undertake external commitments. 

He had, indeed, a far greater task on his 
hands in 1865—the conduct of the Para- 


Биаувп war. Critics suggest that the presi- 

denti engineered his country’s embarkation 

on this war by deliberately suppressing news 

of the Paraguayan declaration of war, and 

allowing López II of Paraguay to invade 

Argentina; Mitre’s object, they declare, 

was to raly the contumacious Argentine 

provinces to the lead of Buenos Aires against 

the foreign aggressor. Not otherwise, they 

argue, could he have welded the restive 

country together. The theory remains a 

theory and has no documentary support ; 

apart from this, the whole character of the 

president militates against a supreme gamble . 
of this kind. 

As commander-in-chief of ‘the allied 
Argentine, Brazilian, and Uruguayan armies, 
Mitre proved a competent organizer of 


victory but a poor strategist. А waiting 
game availed him little; and when he 
struck, the result was failure. Part of the 


blame, at least, must be laid at the door of 
the Brazilian naval force, which did not 
co-operate. At home rebellion raised its 
head, but when Mitre handed over office in 
1868 the country was tranquil. 

In 1874, when a fresh president was to be 
elected, Mitre’s numerous supporters staked 
their all on his return to power. After a 
show of refusal, Mitre consented to stand for 
election, but was defeated. Alleging cor-' 
ruption—and what South American election 
of the time was corruption-free ?—the 
Mitristas rose in revolt. True to his respect 
for constitutional methods, Mitre at first 
dissociated himself from the movement, 
roundly declaring that nothing would induce 
him to take up arms. When it was learnt,’ 
however, that elected Mitrista deputies had 
been removed from the chamber, he con- 
sented to head the revolt against an uncon- 
stitutional act. The revolution of 1874, 
belatedly undertaken and half-heartedly pur- 
sued by Mitre, must remain a blot on an 
otherwise estimable career. It brings out 
his least admirable qualities—his lack of 
initiative, his abuse of rhetoric, his military 
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deficiencies (although his forces were orly 
equipped). As a gesture the revolt, which 


caused considerable economic chaos at the 
time, can hardly be defended. 

Handsomely pardoned, Mitre thereafter 
worked for the constitutional development of 
his country, played a conspicuous part in the 
final federalization of Buenos Aires in 1881, 
proved a vigorous opponent of presidential 
corruption in 1890, and in 1892 prevented a 
major political crisis by retiring from the 
presidential election. He has been aptly 
termed the Argentine Cavour, and he indeed 
followed his pattern—his country’s unity and 
well-being—without seeking anything save 
what was real and possible.

Areher, Thomas (с. 1668-1743), archi- 
tect, was a younger son of Thomas Archer 
of Umberslade, Tamworth, M.P. for War- 
wick in 1659 and for Warwickshire in 1660, 
and son of Sir Symon Archer [q.v.] ; his 
mother was Ann, daughter of Richard Leigh, 
a London merchant. He entered Trinity 
College, Oxford, matriculating in 1686 ; 
after three years at the university he spent 
four years in foreign travel. About 1705 
he was appointed groom-porter, an office 
which he retained until death (for it, see 
Notes and Queries, clxxvii. 445); and in 
1715 he was appointed comptroller of the 
customs at Newcastle, a small office which 
he also retained until death. He built St. 
Philip’s church, Birmingham, between 171I 
and 1715; and St. John's, Westminster, 
between 1721 and 1728 (the building as 
completed diverges from the original design ; 
there have been later alterations, and it has 
been much damaged recently); a design for 
St. Paul's, Deptford, is also by him, and he 
probably built the church (1712—1730) and 
its vicarage (since destroyed). Не built 
Roehampton House about 1710-1712 for 
Thomas Cary, and a garden pavilion at 
Wrest Park, Beds. (both buildings still 
exist, the former apparently altered from 
the original design, apart from modern 
extensions) ; and also the colonnades at 
Cliefden, Bucks (now destroyed). He ap- 
pears to have rebuilt his family's house at 
Umberslade ; and other buildings are attri- 


buted to him. In 1715 he bought an estate 
at Hale, Hants., where he built himself a 
house, still existing, and rebuilt the church. 
In style his buildings resemble those of 
Vanbrugh and Hawksmoor; no informa- 
tion is available about his training. He died 
in 1743 and is buried at Hale ; he married 
twice, but left no issue. He is said to have 
left £100,000 to a nephew.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE 


Admissions 


THE restrictions upon admission to the Senate House imposed in June, 1940, were 
maintained thfoughout the year 1940-41, so that regular access to the Institute 
was possible only for members of its staff and of the staffs of History, the History 
of Parliament, the English Place-Name Society, the Royal Historical Society and 
the School of Slavonic Studies, for whom passes were obtained. Ten other persons, 
mostly university teachers, sought and were granted admission, usually for short 
periods, and a few readers -availed themselves of facilities, courteously provided 
by the London School of Hygiene and Tropical Medicine, for consulting books 
and periodicals transferred for their use from the Institute to the School. 


There is reason to believe that the inevitable loss of academic readers might, 
to some extent, be counter-balanced by an increase of official enquiries, particularly 
from the departments of foreign governments now established in London, and that 
the use made of the library is a measure rather of the obstacles which visitors must 
surmount and the limited services which the Institute can offer than of the present 
demand for such books as it possesses. It would be misleading to compare admis- 
sions of 1940-41 with those of previous years, and the appendices devoted to them 
in previous Reports lave therefore been omitted. ` 


Co-operation 


Postal and telephone enquiries, an increase of which was noted in 1939-40, 
declined during the winter of 1940-41, but have since again shown an upward 
tendency. Some of these can be answered fully without undue demands upon the 
time of the small staff available; in other cases all that can be done is to show the 
enquirer the way to find the desired information himself. A request from Yale 
University for a report on a collection of historical manuscripts offered for sale in 
London illustrates the assistance which the Institute may, in exceptional circum- 
stances, afford to learned bodies who can no longer maintain regular representa- 
tives in Great Britain. The receipt of the report was acknowledged in terms of 
warm appreciation. 


Library 


On 31 July, 1941, the registered books, periodicals and pamphlets numbered 
59,094, including 3,731 deposited on loan. The gross total entered during the 
year was 1,374, of which 404 were bought, 892 were presented and 78 were received 
in exchange for the Bulletin. The net increase was reduced to 1,324 by the with- 
drawal of 50 volumes. Maps increased by 24 to 564; the total number of facsimiles 
was unchanged at 604. 


Opportunities of buying books within the limits of the war-time policy adopted 
by the Committee were restricted; no single purchase was of great importance, 
but useful additions were made, especially in the fields of English local history and

the history of newspapers, in the latter case with the help of the Newspaper History 
Fund. Out of the reduced Book Fund of £300, a sum of £110, unspent at the end 
of the year, goes to the reserve, which is intended for use after the war in filling 
some of the gaps—for example, in sets of foreign periodicals—now developing. 
Additions to reserve will probably be smaller in the future, because the destruction 
of books by enemy action and as part of the salvage campaign raises prices and 
prompts immediate purchase of second-hand books which may not be offered again 
for a long time and then only at enhanced prices. . 


The outstanding benefaction of the year was that of Dr. С. Р. Gooch, С.Н., 
who gave some 600 volumes, chosen by the Librarian, from his collection on the 
origins of the war of 1914-1918. Among students of the diplomatic history of 
Europe since 1870 Dr. Gooch’s library has long been recognized as probably the 
most complete for that subject of any private collection in this country, and it is with 
warm gratitude that the committee record this latest. expression of the generous 
interest which Dr. Gooch has always taken in the welfare of the Institute. 


The Institute owes to Mr. H. Guy Harrison’s extensive gifts the strength of 
its library in a number of specialized fields, including English biography and 
genealogy and the history of Normandy. Suitable additions to these collections . 
are rarely found, but during the year Mr. Harrison contributed 44 volumes, includ- 
ing many poll-books, army lists and similar works. Dr. A. F. Pollard allowed the 
Librarian to pick out books needed by the Institute from a small collection housed 
in his room during his Directorship; 46 of these, mostly foreign source material, 
were registered in 1940-41. Through the generosity of Mr. W. H. Humphreys 
the Institute received 25 volumes selected from the library of the late Mr. B. W. 
Kissan, who was a reader at the Institute from 1934 until his death in January, 
1941. Of the gifts from institutions, the largest was that of the London School of 
Economics (59 volumes, mainly English census returns of 1931). 


Bulletin 


Rising printing charges and the paper shortage combined to enforce further 
reductions in the size of the Bulletin and its supplements, which in turn encouraged 
the Committee to leave the Bulletin Assistantships vacant after the resignations of 
Dr. Blatcher and Dr. Ruddock. The Institute is much indebted to the Honorary 
Editor, Mr. Charles Johnson, for his continued help. 


Only two issues, instead of the usual three, appeared during the year. Their 
_ contents included an article by Dr. A. Е. Pollard on ‘A Protean Clerk of the Com- 
mons,’ a list of ‘Duchy of Lancaster presentations, 1399-1485’ compiled by Mr. К. 
Somerville, ‘A note on the bibliography of enclosure acts and awards’ by Mr. 
W. E. Tate, and a select document on the supply of news from abroad for Jhe 
London Gazette in 1718, edited by Mrs. Hatton, besides summaries of three theses 
accepted for higher degrees of the University, corrections and additions to twenty- 
seven articles in the Dictionary of National Biography, and lists of historical manuscripts 
acquired by twenty-three repositories in Great Britain. The eleventh supplement 
to the Guide to Historical Publications of the Societies of England and Wales was issued 
during the year; it is proposed in future to publish these supplements in alternate 
years, beginning in 1942. The Theses supplement has been suspended, but a list 
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of historical theses completed in the universities of the United Kingdom was 
published in one of the issues of the Bulletin and it is hoped to continue this practice 
during the war. 


Almost the entire stock of most of the back numbers was destroyed at the pub- 
lishers’ premises in two fires caused by enemy action. Several issues are in conse- 
quence now out of print, and the Committee has thought it necessary to raise the 
prices of the remainder, in order to conserve the stock, the demand for which may 
grow as libraries seek to replace sets lost during air raids. 


Victoria County History 
The membership of the Victoria County History Committee, under the chair- 


manship of Sir Charles Peers, was the same as in 1939-40. Editorial work con- 


tinued throughout the year, in accordance with the emergency programme, on 
the counties for which funds raised by appeal are available, namely Oxfordshire, 
Sussex and Warwickshire. 


Much of the time and energy of the Institute’s staff has had to be diverted to 

the salvage of the stock, which was damaged when one of the buildings in which 
it was accommodated was burnt and another hit by a high explosive bomb during 
the winter air attacks on London. The actual loss proves to be far less than appeared 
likely at first, but the task of opening between 3,000 and 4,000 parcels, many of 
great size and weight, and cleaning, sorting and repacking the contents, is a 
formidable and unpleasant addition to the duties of the four members of the staff 
available, and it is not easy to find suitable premises for the storage of 120 cubic 
yards of paper. There can be no doubt that the promptitude with which the work 
was begun prevented the moisture from spreading further through the parcels of 
bound stock.

Personnel 


The Committee desire to express their thanks for the continued services of 
Мг. C. T. Flower as Honorary Director, and of Mr. E. S. de Beer as Honorary 
Assistant Librarian. 


Dr. G. P. Gooch and the Rev. Professor Claude Jenkins, on relinquishing 


membership of the Committee, were elected under Regulation 11a for honorary · 


admission to the library in grateful acknowledgment of their services in the 
development of the Institute. | 


Both the library assistants were called up for the Forces during the year, Mr. 
Broadhurst in November, 1940, and Mr. Richardson in the following January. 
The Committee wishes them good fortune and a happy return. No temporary 
replacements were made. 


Dr. Marjorie Blatcher resigned the post of Senior Bulletin Assistant in August, 
1940, and the Committee have placed on record their appreciation of her valuable 
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service over a period of nine years. In September Dr. Alwyn Ruddock relin- 
quished the Junior Bulletin Assistantship to take up an appointment in the history 
department at University College, Southampton. The resulting vacaricies have 
been left unfilled for the present. 


Finance 


The Income and Expenditure Account (Appendix IV) shows a total expendi- 
ture of £3,638, which is £300 less than in 1939-40 and £1,589 less than in 
1938-39. Economies under the heads of Maintenance and Bulletin contributed 
most of the saving as compared with 1939-40. The University’s grant was again 
reduced, by £160, the full benefit of lower expenditure being partly offset by the 
loss of fees and of annual payments from other universities and university colleges. 
The Committee feel that contributing universities cannot be expected to continue 
their annual subscriptions while the Institute is precluded from offering the usual 
facilities to their members in return. The net income derived from this source has 
never reached a figure of importance in the Institute’s budget, but the good will 
which it represents is a precious asset and the participation of other universities in 
the upkeep of the Institute helps to promote co-operation in other respects. In 
order to preserve the continuity of the scheme, contributing universities were 
invited to make token payments equal to one-fifth of their customary subscriptions, 
and the Committee are glad to report that with only one exception they have 
agreed to do so. 


Three Special Accounts for the purchase of books, of which details appeared 
in previous Reports, were closed and the small balances remaining in hand are 
credited in the Income and Expenditure Account under A3. 


The Bulletin Account (Appendix ПТ) shows in detail the economies made in 
production. In spite of increased printing charges, the Institute’s contribution 
was reduced from £227 in 1939-40 to £179 in 1940-41. 


In the General Account for the Victoria County History an apparent increase 
in expenditure is due to the inclusion here of the Architect’s salary, which in pre- 
vious years was divided between the Production Accounts for the various counties 
on which his services had been employed. 


The Production Accounts are chiefly remarkable for the satisfactory income 
from sales, which enabled the History to repay £244 of the £4,000 advanced by 
the University as working capital, of which £1,886 remained on call at the end 
of the year. No volume was published in 1940-41, but advance payments were 
made to the printers in respect of work done on Warwickshire III and Oxford III.

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RESIGNATION DEEDS OF THE DIOCESE OF. 
LINCOLN 


Tue contents of episcopal registries apart from registers, act books, court books 
and visitation records are comparatively little known. Since behind the sum- 
mary entries of institution, resignation or sequestration contained in the first 
two classes of volume there lie one or more documents filed in the registry, 
it has been thought worth while to contribute some notes on one of these classes 
with the possibility of writing on others at a later date. It must, however, be 
emphasized that these remarks on the resignation deeds in the Lincoln Diocesan 
Record Office are in the nature of an interim report and that they are intended 
merely to indicate the potential value of the deeds in the investigation of the 
development of ecclesiastical diplomatic and the office practice of the registry. 
The tentative character of the notes is due to the removal from the Record 
Office for the duration of the war of the earliest surviving deeds and those for 
other years at intervals for the next two and a half centuries? ; and of the 
registers which would afford some check on statistics (e.g. the number of 
resignations executed in relation to the number extant). The conditions of 
immediate post-war work will be such that it is unlikely that a complete study 
could be made for some time and these notes are therefore written to draw 
attention to the value of such records to the student of ecclesiastical 
administration. 

The series in charge of the Archivist runs from 1482 to 1741 ; later deeds 
are still in the Registrar's office. With the exception of the years which have 
been removed, the deeds to the number of 986 have recently been calendared 
and indexed. It is clear that many others have perished : for some years there 
are few or no resignations at all and it is highly improbable that, in a diocese

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which before 1541 contained nearly 1500 parishes, a year could pass in which 
all vacancies were by death, or deprivation. Moreover, it appears from the 
presentation deeds now being calendared that the cause of vacancy was often 
a resignation for which no deed is extant. From a note on the dorse of one 
deed! it is evident that deeds of 1438 and 1439 were in existence in the - 
eighteenth century but at what date they were lost or destroyed it is impossible 
to say. x 

'The process of resignation is described in various treatises of ecclesiastical 
law and administration ê ; enrolments of resignations will be found in bishops’ 
registers and act books ; and abstracts of resignations in the time of Bishop 
Thomas Cooper of Lincoln were printed by the late Canon Foster? 

The original documents surviving are of three main types : 


I. The paper schedule of resignation often read before the bishop or his 
commissary and in the presence of a notary public, after the reading of which 
the bishop would declare the benefice vacant.* 

2. The notarial exemplification of the reading of such a schedule in the 
presence of witnesses 5; this had to be presented to the bishop or his repre- 
sentative by a proxy appointed by the resigning incumbent and the benefice 
was not vacant until the resignation had been formally accepted by the bishop. 
The exemplification sometimes contained the appointment of the proxy but 
this was often a separate document. 

3. Letters appointing proxies, who were frequently, though not invariably, 
proctors in the ecclesiastical courts. 


There are in addition a few documents irregular in form, as for example, 


resignations in the form of letters patent with a seal attached by a parchment

Only fifteen paper schedules survive in the deeds examined before 1560 
but there are fifty-six between 1561 and 1600; numbers increase in the 
seventeenth century, while from 1660 the notarial exemplification becomes 
increasingly rare and after 1705 the paper schedule differing somewhat in form 
from that for the early sixteenth century remains as the customary deed of 
resignation. After 1660 a small seal was usually applied to the document near 
the resignant's signature. 

In the late sixteenth century it became usual though not habitual to record 
the acceptance by the bishop or his deputy on the schedule ; from the time of 
Bishop Williams (1620—41) the bishop's signature was generally appended, 
and in the eighteenth Bishop Richard Reynolds frequently wrote the whole 
acceptance himself. In 1733 Latin was abandoned for English. 

The following is a resignation made to the bishop himself in 1683 differing 
slightly in form from that of the first document quoted and having the episcopal 
acceptance at the end: 4

The notarial exemplifications are invariably on parchment until 1683 when 
one on paper is found, though this material was rarely used even at this time. 
They vary considerably in size, 10 inches across by 9$ down being a small one ; 
others are as much as 16 by 104 inches or even more. Initial letters аге more 
elaborate than in the schedules, where there is no attempt at ornament. The 
following is a normal example : 1

Endorsement in the early sixteenth century was rare and when made was 
usually in a brief form, as for example : 1

This typé of endorsement becomes more or less habitual after 1573 and 
may have been due to Robert Bond, a notary and official of the registry whose 
monogram appears under many of the endorsements at this time, In the time 
of Bishop Williams the record was entered on thé front not the dorse of the 
document and was not infrequently signed by the bishop himself. | 
A special circumstance might call for a note on either schedule ог exempli- 
fication as in the case of the schedule of William Huddylston resigning the 
rectory of St. Michael Stamford in 1557 :1

The original method of storage is unknown. The deeds of the first half 
of the sixteenth century have a carefully cut lozenge shaped hole halfway down 
the left side and another made by piercing with a metal spike in the left-hand 
top corner. It is probable that a tape with a knot for a stop was put through 
the larger hole and that the bundle was then rolled up and secured with the 
end of the tape ; this was a usual method of keeping visitation returns, many 
bundles of which were found six years ago undisturbed since the seventeenth 
century. In the later deeds the holes seem all to have been made with a metal 
spike and may be anywhere in the margin of the document. It seems probable 
that they were kept in bundles for each year, as certain of them, possibly 
the outer documents of a bundle, are marked in a large hand (? circa 1700) 
‘ Resignaciones’ with the year ; their order was almost certainly changed some 
years ago when they were sorted by Canon Foster and Canon Cole and grouped 
by the modern calendar year. ‘The fact that so many bear the same hand in 
the endorsement suggests that the registrar of the period circa 1700 was, 
checking his early deeds and it is possible that at a later date the activities of ` 
the registry may become clearer and, by careful collation of information from 
various types of record, the time be determined at which serious losses (which

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have undoubtedly occurred) took place. In the later years of the seventeenth 
century and in the eighteenth the grouping seems to have been by episcopates : 
one deed is endorsed ‘ Resignaciones tempore Gullielmi Wake episcopi 
Lincolniensis ' 1 and there is a similar one for Bishop Gibson.? 

It will be seen from two of the resignations here recorded that the acts 
were conditional on the resignants receiving a pension. This was a very com- 
mon practice, and of 172 resignations executed between 1504 and 1533 in- 
clusive no fewer than 52 were of this kind. The propriety of this provision 
in many cases was not in doubt: John Dynham resigned Great Brickhill 
in 1509 'pro pensione annua undecim librarum sterlingorum auctoritate 
ordinaria et de consensu omnium et singulorum interesse in hac parte habencium 
mihi in mea etate senili pro durante vita mea naturali assignanda legitime.' 

When a pension was to be paid this, together with the manner and times 
of payment,® was sometimes entered on the dorse as in the case of Over Win- 
chendon : * 


X? die marcii anno 1529 apud Oxon' fuit personaliter admissus ad eandem dominus 
Ricardus Forster capellanus et vicarius : de continue residendo etc ac de solvendo annuam 
pensionem trium librarum eidem resignanti durante vita eiusdem resignantis ad IIIIv anni 
terminos viz. Annunciacionis Beate Marie, Nativitatis Sancti Johannis Baptiste, Sancti 
Michaelis Archangeli et Natalis Domini per equales porciones : juratus canonice, institutus 
etc, primo termino solucionis incipiente in festo Sancti Johannis Baptiste proximo. 


In 1588—9 an act was passed which forbade any condition whatsoever to 
be attached to a resignation except in the case of an exchange,* owing to the 
prevalence of corrupt practices both in connection with pensions and with 
resigning in favour of particular persons. ‘The act must have pressed hardly 
on many aged clergy who would otherwise have resigned their cures with the 
certainty of a pension and from the wording of a considerable number of the 
deeds before 1588 it seems clear that they were bona fide resignations from 
age or infirmity. Until 1871 no provision was made for this contingency. 

The following is quoted as a.specimen of the resignation conditional on the 
institution of a particular individual? ; after the normal opening of a notarial 
instrument it continues : 


In Dei nomine Amen. Coram vobis autentica persona ac testibus fidedignis hic presentibus 
Ego Henricus Linnye vicarius ecclesie parochialis de Whitwicke Lincoln' diocesis cupiens

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et affectans ex certis causis veris et legitimis me in hac parte moventibus ab onere cura et 
regimine animarum parochianorum dicte ecclesie penitus exui et exonerari ipsamque ecclesiam 
meam predictam in sacras et venerabiles manus Reverendi in Christo Patris ac domini domini 
Thome Lincoln’ episcopi seu aliorum quorumcunque hanc meam resignationem admittendi 
potestatem habentis non vi dolo metu seu fraude ductus vel circumventus sed ex certis mea 
scientia et deliberacione maturis pure sponte simpliciter et absolute resigno eamque et eius 
possessionem cum suis juribus et pertinenciis universis dimitto et ab eisdem recedo totaliter.

Et deinde consequenter tunc et 
ibidem dictus Henricus resignans antedictus dilectum sibi in Christo 'T'homam Hunte pre- 
nominatum clericum ita quod non sit melior condicio occupantis sed quod prosequi valeat 
mediare pariter et finire suum verum et legitimum procuratorem actorem factorem negoti- 
orum suorum gestorem et nuntium specialem nomine suo ordinavit et constituit deditque 
eidem constituens eidem procuratori ut profertur potestatem generalem coram episcopo 
generali officiali sive commissario principali aut alio judice competente quocumque com- 
parendi ipsumque dictam resignantem et constituentem quoad personalem comparacionem 
ac causam et causas absentie exponendi allegandi et si opus fuerit probandi dictam resigna- 
tionem presentand! et exhibendi ac dictam ecclesiam de Whitwicke ex resignacione huius- 
modi vacuam fore et vacare decerni petendi et obtinendi. 


Another incumbent, Rowland Herring of Throcking, whose resignation 
is remarkable both for being in English and drawn up in the form of letters 
patent, gave as his reason * my owne infirmitye and insufficiencye to discharge 
my office in my ministerye by reason of my age and impotencye as well for the 
discharge of my conscience before God and menne and the love I have that 
God's people might be taught and trulye instructed,’ but resigned only if 
* William Coxe may be in due forme of lawe thereunto lawfullye presented by 
the true patron thereof and also instituted and inducted lawfull parson . . . 
or els this my gifte and resignation and everything therein contained and written 
to stand voyde.'! ‘This resignation was duly admitted and William Coxe 
was instituted, but in the same year the act was passed which prevented such 
an arrangement in future. 

From the first and third documents it will be seen that certain minor details 
of topography can be learnt. ‘To students of the personnel of ecclesiastical 
administration it is interesting to know whereabouts in the city or the village 
the officials lived. ‘The mention of Peter Efford's house in the Northgate of 
Lincoln,? that of John Rayne the vicar general near the cemetery of the church 
of Buckden in 1531? and the reading of John Huddleston’s resignation ‘ in 
quadam superiori camera infra manerium de Buckden vulgariter vocata 
“the office " ' * all throw light on the transaction of diocesan business in less 
formal surroundings than the Great Halls of Wooburn or Buckden where the

of diocesan officials : in 1558 Waltham on the Wolds church was resigned 
‘in domo solite habitacionis mei Christopheri Clerke notarii publici in 
vico vulgariter nuncupato Pater Noster Rowe infra parochiam Sancte Fidis 
Virginis civitatis London’! and another ‘in quadam alta camera venerabilis 
,patris domini Johannis abbatis monasterii beate Marie de Kyrkested.’ ? 

In conclusion it may be said that while these documents, from which the 
terse entries in the registers were compiled, are of most use to students of 
diocesan administration and its personnel, others may also consult them with 
profit on matters connected with the personal history of the clergy, especially 
on the reasons for resignation before the act of 1588 and on the prevalence 
of pensions.

DIVISION LISTS OF 1688-1715: SOME ADDENDA 


Tur series of division lists assembled by Mr. В. К. Walcott? may be supple- 
mented by a list given in 4n account of the proceedings in the house of commons, in 
relation to the recoining the clipp’d money, and falling the price of guineas. Together 
with a particular list of the names of the members consenting and dissenting. In 
answer to a letter out of the countrey. ‘This pamphlet, dated at the end 20 August, 
1696, was written by Thomas Wagstaffe the elder (D.N.B. ; Wagstaffe’s son 
included it in a collection of his father’s writings now in the Bodleian Library) 
and was the subject of a proclamation on 5 November. The list refers to one 
of the divisions on the revaluation of the guinea on 26 March, 1696: ' the 
Yea’s are those who sunk the Guineas to 22 Shillings, 96. the No’s those who 
oppos’d і’ There were three divisions on this day. Тһе first was on the 
question ‘ That the clause [for settling the Price of Guineas ; with a Blank for 
the Price] be brought up to the Table’ and passed by 173 to 129. The next, 
for filling up the blank with 24 shillings, was defeated by 166 to 146 ; it was 
resolved, without further division, that the blank be filled up with 22 shillings. 
'Then the clause was read the third time and the question that it be made part 
of the bill for the recoinage passed by 182 to 135. Wagstaffe gives the names

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of 205 members in favour of the valuation at 22 shillings and of 175 against. 
He acknowledges being dependent on his memory but also calls attention to 
Charles Montague's ‘ Partners . . . particularly all that had any Interest in 
the Bank, Places of Court, Civil or Military, &c.’ Ніз list is presumably a 
result of conflating two, if not the three, divisions on this day, with some addi- 
tions based on members’ general attitude. -

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1. 


THIS essay is an attempt to assess the reliability and comparative value of the 
contemporary reports of the debates of the house of commons during the first 
two parliaments of George Пл The first lasted from 23 January 1728 till 
16 April 1734 ; the second from 14 January 1735 till 25 April 1741. Thus 
the period includes the most important years of Walpole’s administration : the 
years when his skill as manager of the house of commons was at its height, 
and when his success in that capacity was beginning to decline. The period 
is one of particular interest in the history of parliamentary reporting. It 
includes the later work of Boyer, and of the Poäitical State of Great Britain 
after his death in 1729 ; the early reports of the Gentleman's Magazine and 
the London Magazine, followed by the ‘ disguised’ reports which appeared 
in both these magazines after 1738 ; and the early reports of Johnson. The

(iv) Correspondence published by Coxe in his Memoirs of Sir Robert Walpole, of which the relevant 
portions are generally included in Cobbett’s Parliamentary History. 

(v) Certain extracts from the reports of debates sent by the French ambassadors to Versailles have 
been printed by Professor L. F. Stock in Proceedings and Debates of the British Parliaments respecting 
North America (Washington, D.C., 1937), vol. iv., and by M. Paul Mantoux in Notes sur les comptes 
rendus des stances du parlement anglais au XVII Ie. siècle conserves aux archives du Ministère des affaires 
dtrangéres (Paris, 1906), and in his article French Reports of British Parliamentary Debates in the 18tk 
Century, in American Historical Review, xii. 244—69 (1906-7). Use has been made of these extracts 
in writing this essay, but owing to present conditions this valuable source has not been available. 
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period is also rich in supplementary material ; in accounts of debates written 
by those actually present in the house, or by those who had first-hand information 
about parliamentary affairs. These accounts supplement the published 
reports, and can sometimes be used to check their reliability. 


II. 


The reports of debates during the first ten years of the period are, with 
а few minor exceptions, the same in all the magazines. Those in the Political 
State and the Historical Register are generally word for word the same, while 
the early reports in the Gentleman’s Magazine and the London Magazine differ 
only in being shortened by the omission of a few unimportant words and phrases. 
A comparison of the dates of publication of the various magazines fully confirms 
the theory that the reports in the three other magazines ‘ were appropriated, 
without acknowledgment, from the Political State,’ 1 and that this went on till 
the Political State stopped publishing debates in 1737. The Gentleman's 
Magazine itself provides support for this theory. In most years its reports of 
debates began in the June number, those in the Political State generally begin- 
ning in May. In 1735 the Political State for May announced that the reports 
would begin in the next number, but when this appeared the reports were 
again deferred until July, when they began to appear? The Gentleman’s 
Magazine for June announced that ‘our Account of the Debates and Pro- 
ceedings of the present Parliament, by Reason of Difficulties, is not ready for 
this Month,’ and only one speech was given, that of John Howe on the aug- 
mentation of the army? The regular reports did not begin until August, one 
month after the rival magazine. In the years 1727 to 1737 there were, in 
addition to the speech already mentioned, a few occasions on which either the 
Gentleman’s Magazine or the London Magazine printed parliamentary pro- 
ceedings not to be found in an earlier number of the Political State. In June 
1733 the London Magazine printed a division list for the committing of the 
excise bill, whereas the Political State and the Gentleman’s Magazine did not 
publish their lists, which were, however, probably more accurate, till October 
and November respectively. The Gentleman’s Magazine gave a short debate, 
not to be found in the Political State, on the playhouse bill on 5 March 1735 ; 5

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and separate speeches on various occasions Ву 1737 the reports in the 
Political State were becoming less regular, and it is probable that both these 
and the Gentleman’s Magazine reports were in this year copied from the earlier 
and identical reports in the London Magazine? ‘The last reports published in 
the Political State, in October and November 1737, consisted of two speeches 
on the Porteous riots, and were copied from the reports of the same speeches 
in the Gentleman’s Magazine for August and September? But the usual prac- 
tice during these ten years was for the Gentleman’s Magazine and London 
Magazine to publish their reports one or two months later than the Political 
State. The problem of assessing the value of contemporary reports during 
these years is, therefore, simply the problem of assessing the value of the 
reports in the Political State. 

Little is known of the methods employed by Boyer and his successors. 
Sir John Hawkins declared that their reports were ‘ compiled from the informa- 
tion of listeners and under-officers and doorkeepers.’* Boyer himself, in the 
Advertisement to the second edition of the first seven volumes of the Political 
State, referred to the debates and speeches ‘ which the Author either takes care 
to collect, with indefatigable Labour and Industry, or with which he is be- 
friended by some eminent Members, who are fully apprized of his honest 
Intentions to serve the Publick, 5 and ten years later, when he had been 
threatened by the printers of the Votes, he again asserted that many members of 
parliament sent him their speeches, and actually named Stanhope, Lechmere 
and Hampden as having done so. There is no direct evidence, such as exists 
in the case of Cave and Astley, that Boyer or his successors attempted to obtain 
‚ entrance for themselves or those employed by them into the gallery of the house. 
But a letter from the Count de Cambis to the French court, written in February 
1738/9, after the resolution of the house against the reporting of debates in 
April 1738, laments that ‘ the compliance by which we were enabled to procure 
them [the debates] in the days of M. de Chavigny and M. de Bussy [.е. 1731— 
1737] is now absolutely forbidden, owing to the strict orders given this year 
to let nobody in when they are transacting business.’ ” This seems to suggest 
that the French ambassador had succeeded in getting people into the gallery 
during these years, so that it is not unlikely that the editors of the Political State 
may also have done so. But on the evidence available it seems probable that

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they relied on speeches and notes from members, and information from minor 
officials to a greater extent than Cave and Astley in the latter part of the period. 
The authors of the Politica] State were careful to point out that their reports 
did not claim to be completely accurate. Lack of space made it necessary for 
them to give only ‘ the heads of some of the most remarkable speeches ' ! and 
readers were asked to ‘ consider how difficult it is to give any tolerable Account 
of a long DeBate in either House of Parliament, in every one of which there 
аге so many beautiful Speeches made, and so many excellent Things said on 
: each Side of the Question.’ The authors do their best to be impartial, and as 
exact as possible, and ask pardon of the members whose speeches they give, 
being ‘ very sensible how far the Copies or Abstracts are short of the Originals.’ 2 
Within these limits, the reports in the Political State appear, wherever it is 
possible to check them, to attain to a fairly high degree of accuracy. During 
the period 1727—1 737, there are fifty-seven reports for which some confirmatory 
evidence is available, by far the most valuable evidence being that in the Egmont 
diary. The evidence is not always very satisfactory, because on many occasions 
the Political State gives only a short summary where Egmont gives a detailed 
account, while on others the situation is reversed. But оп the whole the general 
arguments, names of speakers and divisions given in the magazine are confirmed, 
and sometimes very closely confirmed. The arguments in the report of the 
debate on the address on 16 January 1733, for instance, agree closely with 
those given by Egmont and Colonel Howard,’ and the same is true of the 
debate on the army on 18 February 1737.4 Again, in the report of the debate 
on the army on 2 February 1733, the speeches of Sir Archer Croft and Henry 
Rolle agree closely with the account given by Egmont, even to the quotation 
with which the latter ends : 


Mr. R—lle concluded with these words : Let us, says he, do as our fore-fathers used to 
do; let us remove the wicked from before the King, that so his throne may be established 
in righteousness.5 

Let us take away the army [runs Egmont's account], and in exchange give his Majesty 
our hearts, and let us do as the Scripture advises, take away the wicked from the King, that 
his throne may be established for ever.® 


In only eight cases is there any serious difference in argument between the 
reports in the magazine and the accounts of Egmont and other witnesses. 
On 3 February 1731. the house debated the continuance of the Hessian troops

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in British pay. ‘The arguments in favour of the continuance, as reported in 
the Political State, are confirmed by both Egmont and Colonel Howard. But 
the magazine gives as the principal arguments of the ‘Country’ party the 
unnecessary expense, until the country was actually at war ; the importance of 
the navy as England's main defence, and the folly of keeping a standing army 
for fear of war breaking out in Europe, when in fact that fear always existed.! 
These were the stock arguments against the army which were’ brought out 
each year by the opposition. But the accounts of Egmont and Howard 
agree that in this particular debate the chief argument was that the troops were 
to be used purely for the defence of Hanover, and that some very outspoken 
remarks were made about the undesirability of the Hanover connection? 
A further example may be given. The debate on the motion to repeal the 
septennial act on 13 March 1734 was in general accurately described in the 
Political State, but Pulteney appears to have been somewhat misreported. 
Besides differences of argument of this kind, the magazine is wrong on matters 
of fact of a more or less serious kind on six further occasions in this period. 
For instance, in the debate on the address on 14 January 1732, it names Lord 
Hervey as the mover, instead of Lord 'Tyrconnel, and states that James Ogle- 
thorp spoke against the motion, when in fact he spoke for it. A similar error 
occurred in the report of the debate on the army on 6 February 1734, when 
Sir Joseph Jekyll, usually an opponent of the court, is given as speaking against 
the motion, when in fact he spoke for it'and voted against it. Again, in the 
debate on the pension bill on 31 January 1733, Sir Edward Stanley is given as 
the seconder instead of Sir Edward Courtney. Fourteen major errors of fact 
or argument is not, however, a large total out of the fifty-seven debates that 
can be checked by other sources. 


ПІ. 


The methods pursued by Cave in compiling reports for the Gentleman's 
Magazine are sufficiently well known. With the connivance of the door- 
keepers at the house of commons, Cave and a friend would obtain entrance 
into the gallery where they would surreptitiously take notes of the speakers 
and the general arguments used on both sides in the debate. These notes

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formed the basis of the reports, which were written up by Guthrie, and later 
by Johnson. Letters from Cave to Dr. Thomas Birch, quoted by the editor 
of the Parliamentary History, show that Cave took trouble to get his reports as 
accurate as possible, and that he sometimes had certain speeches checked by 
Birch and possibly, through Birch, by the speakers themselves? ‘These letters 
all refer to debates in the lords, but may be taken as evidence of Cave's methods 
in general. 

Johnson wrote the reports appearing in the Gentleman’s Magazine from | 
July 1741 till March 1744, that is to say, the reports of debates taking place 
between 19 November 1740 and 22 February 1743 The reliability of these 
debates has been much discussed. Murphy’s account of Johnson's confession 
that the reports were his own invention, and his warning to Smollett to this 
effect, were not accepted by the editor of the Parliamentary History, who pointed 
out that Smollett himself praised Johnson's reports, and that those describing 
debates in the lords agree closely with the accounts given by Archbishop Secker.* 
The substance of Murphy’s story is, however, accepted by Dr. Birkbeck Hill,’ 
and the speech of Pitt's to which Johnson, according to Murphy, particularly 
referred on this occasion was certainly apocryphal.6 There seems, more- 
over, no reason to doubt Boswell's story that Johnson confessed a few days 
before his death, to Dr. John Nichols, that the reports ‘ were frequently written 
from very slender materials and often from none at all—the mere coinage of his 
own imagination, or that Johnson told Boswell that he gave up writing the 
reports when he found they were accepted as genuine." Johnson's conscience 
may have been unusually sensitive in this matter. His literary style was, to 
a greater extent than that of any of his rival reporters, unlike what the style 
of an ordinary member of parliament might be supposed to be ; to borrow 
Goldsmith’s expression, he made little fishes talk like whales. But his reports 
were probably as authentic as most of the reports published after 1738, though 
not more authentic. ‘There does not seem to be any evidence that Cave's 
methods changed during the period when Johnson was writing the reports, and

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Coxe asserted, on the authority of the Bishop of Salisbury, that Johnson, like 
his predecessors, ‘ constantly received notes and heads of the speeches from 
persons employed by Сауе. 1 

The reports in the London Magazine were, according to Astley’s evidence 
before the house of lords in 1747, generally supplied either by post or messenger 
in answer to advertisements inviting such contributions. Astley expressed - 
ignorance as to whether this information was fictitious or genuine, but added 
that a certain attorney named Clark, who had often supplied him with speeches, 
told him that he was helped by friends, and that he sometimes hid behind the 
throne and heard debates in this way.? 

Both magazines were probably supplied from time to time by members of 
parliament with their own speeches, or with notes of the speeches of other 
members, taken during the debates. Single speeches were occasionally 
printed separately, earlier than the full reports of the debates 1 in which they 
were spoken, the name of the speaker being sometimes given in full, generally 
thinly disguised by the omission of the vowels. The Gentleman’s Magazine, 
for instance, printed Pitt’s speech of 29 April 1736 on the motion for an address 
of congratulation on the marriage of the prince of Wales, in its July number, 
1736 ; Lyttelton’s speech on the same subject appeared in August ; and the 
July number also contained the speech of Sir John St. Aubin on the Quakers’ 
tithe bill, spoken on 3 May.* The speech of Edward Southwell on the place 
bill on 29 January 1740 appeared in the same magazine for July 17404 The 
London Magazine, during the years 1739—41, printed as many as five speeches 
by Lord Gage. Most of these were subsequently copied into the Gentleman's 
Magazine, where Gage’s speech on the convention with Spain, spoken on 
8 March 1739, was printed with his name undisguised. ‘The fact that both 
magazines dared, even after 1738, to print speeches with names thinly dis- 
guised, or not disguised at all, when the speakers in the general reports of 
debates were being given classical or ‘ Lilliputian ' names, establishes a pre- 
sumption that they received these speeches either from the speakers themselves, 
or from other members of the house, and therefore felt comparatively safe in 
publishing them. ‘This makes it likely that these separate speeches are more 
accurate, perhaps even in the actual wording, than the general reports. Speeches 
of certain members were also, on occasion, published as pamphlets, presumably

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by or with the approval of the speakers,! and these speeches were sometimes 
copied by the magazines and incorporated in their regular reports. 

Both magazines were, like the Political State, careful to point out that they 
gave only the general substance of what was said in debate, and to apologise in 
advance for any mistakes they might таке? The evidence available for check- 
ing the accuracy of their reports after those іп the PoZríca] State ceased in 1737 
is even less satisfactory than that available for the period 1727—37. The letters 
published in Coxe's Walpole, and those of the elder Horace Walpole, already 
referred to, are the main sources. Egmont practically ceased to write detailed 
accounts of debates in his diary during the years 1735—39. In 1739 he began 
once more to record them, but less regularly and generally less fully than 
during the early seventeen-thirties. 

Confirmatory material exists for sixteen debates reported in the Gentleman's 
Magazine, and for ten in the London Magazine. Comparison shows differences 
of argument on six occasions in the reports of the former, and other errors of 
a more or less serious kind in five other cases, thus making a total of eleven of 
what may be called major errors in sixteen reports. Similar examination of the 
London Magazine reports shows five differences of argument and five other 
mistakes, making a total of ten major errors in ten reports. A few examples 
will illustrate the kind of mistakes made. The debate on the address on 1 No- 
vember 1739 was reported in the Gez/eman's Magazine, and was also described 
by the elder Horace Walpole in a letter to Robert Trevor. The magazine 
represents Pulteney as being at pains to defend the ‘ secession’ of Wyndham 
and other Tories during the preceding session, whereas Walpole describes him 
as being much more zealous in his support of the government, now that war 
had been declared, and says that the Tories were in consequence annoyed by 
his speech. Barnard, who appears on the whole to be correctly reported, was, 
according to the magazine, answered on behalf of the admiralty by Sir Charles 
Wager, but Walpole says he was in fact answered by Lord Baltimore. Further, 
the magazine gives a speech by Sir Robert Walpole, who is not mentioned by 
his brother as speaking in this debate. ‘The division at the close of the debate 
on the army on 14 February 1739 is given by the Gentleman’s Magazine аз

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253—183, whereas two other accounts give it as 2728—1414 The London 
Magazine reported the debate on the motion for an inquiry into the Convention 
of the Pardo on 21 February 1740, and this debate was also mentioned by 
Egmont, Horace Walpole and Francis Hare. The report of Pulteney's speech 
is generally confirmed, but the magazine’s account of Sir Robert Walpole’s 
speech is quite different from the other accounts, which are all in substantial 
agreement. Egmont gives to Henry Pelham several of the points attributed 
to Walpole by the magazine. The maiden speech of the younger Horace 
Walpole on 23 March 1742, though it falls just outside the period under con- 
sideration, may perhaps be mentioned as a further example. ‘ There is a fic- 
titious speech for this in several magazines of that time,’ wrote Walpole, in 
a note to the letter to Mann in which he had given an account of this speech ; 
‘ but which does not contain one sentence of the true опе’ 3 

Finally, the famous account of Pitt's speech on the seaman's bill on 10 March 
1741 may be cited as a warning against accepting too literally the reports of 
this period. This speech, of which Johnson is said to have boasted that he 
‘wrote it in a garret in Exeter Street,’ for the Gentleman’s Magazine, begins 
‘the atrocious crime of being a young man, which the honourable gentleman 
has with such spirit and decency charged upon me,’ and is supposed to have 
been made in answer to a sneering remark by the elder Horace Walpole. An 
entirely different version of this episode is given in Coxe’s Life of Lord Walpole,‘ 
on the authority of Lord Sydney, who was told the story by his father, Thomas 
Townshend, at that time member of parliament for Cambridge University and 
present at the debate. Pitt, according to this account, began ‘ With the 
greatest reverence to the grey hairs of the honourable gentleman,’ whereupon 
Walpole pulled off his wig, displaying his head covered with grey hairs, which 
caused general good-humoured laughter, ‘in which Mr. Pitt joined, and all 
warmth immediately subsided.’ The piece of eloquence attributed to Pitt in 
the magazine is entirely fictitious.®

Professor Basil Williams appears to accept the magazine’s account of this episode. ‘The actual 
words of Pitt’s retort may have been adjusted by Johnson, as he claimed, in his garret, but the dignity 
of his self-defence rings true, and the sarcastic invective is in keeping with all his known speeches’ 
(Life of Chatham (1913), 1. 86 ж.). In the absence of any direct evidence in support of the magazine's 
account, and Professor Williams does not cite any, the combined testimony of Johnson and Lord 
Sydney is too strong to be ignored. It is at least arguable that Pitt’s reputation does not suffer by the 
loss of this piece of eloquent rudeness. 
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The number of mistakes seems to be high in comparison with the Po/irica/ 
State in the earlier period. But this decline in accuracy is probably not due 
entirely, nor even principally, to inferior reporting. The lamentations of the 
French ambassador, already quoted,! show how much greater were the diffi- 
culties confronting would-be reporters of debates after the resolution of the 
house of commons against reporting of its proceedings on 13 April 1738, and 
both magazines found it necessary to adopt a disguised form of reporting after 
that date. The Gentleman’s Magazine now gave reports of the debates as the 
* Debates in the Senate of Lilliput,’ and the London Magazine as those of ' the 
Political Club. Moreover, the reports were assuming a much more elaborate 
form and becoming more pretentious. Instead of lists of speakers and sum- 
maries of the arguments, with which the Political State often contented itself, 
the magazines now printed long, flowery speeches, attributed to definite 
speakers. There was therefore greater scope for error, as well as less oppor- 
tunity of obtaining authentic information. The impression that the debates 
were less reliably reported after 1738 is borne out by Tindal, who, after writing 
of the debates in May 1738, remarked that ‘ this work will hereafter be sparing 
in quoting parliamentary debates ; because the speeches that have been printed 
for the subsequent years (and part of this) are not near so authentic as before.'? 

It is difficult to form any opinion of the relative value of the reports in 
the two magazines. Different reports of the same debate, or similar reports 
containing certain discrepancies, exist in five cases in this period. Com- 
parison of the reports with such confirmatory evidence as exists leads to the 
tentative conclusion that in three of these cases the Gentleman’s Magazine 13 
probably rather more accurate? while in the other two cases the London Magazine 
is probably to be preferred.* One of these cases, the famous debate on the 
motion by Samuel Sandys to address the King to remove Sir Robert Walpole 
from his counsels for ever, may be examined in detail as an example. 

This debate took place on 13 February 1741. It was reported at length in 
both magazines, and the other material available is exceptionally full and 
reliable. The substance of Sandys’s speech on introducing the motion was 
taken down by Henry Fox, and is given by Coxe.5 This summary on the whole 
resembles the report in the Gensleman’s Magazine rather more closely than the

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somewhat different report in the London Magazine. Each magazine has а 
different version of Pulteney’s speech, and there is no evidence available for 
judging which is the more correct. The London Magazine does not report 
- Shippen's speech, an account of which is given in the Gentleman’s Magazine, 
in which Shippen explains his reasons for not voting for the motion. This 
speech is briefly mentioned by Philip Yorke in an account of the debate written 
to * the Club’ at Cambridge, and Shippen’s reason is here said tb be ‘ that he 
would not pull down Robin upon republican principles,’ a reason not included 
in the report. In addition, the Gensleman’s Magazine includes speeches by 
Lords Limerick and Cornbury, and by Lyttelton, none of whom is mentioned 
in the London Magazine, but all of whom are named as speakers in one or other 
of the accounts of the debate given by Yorke, Egmont and John Orlebar.? 
Finally, Walpole’s speech, given by Coxe from memoranda in Walpole’s own 
handwriting,? and the reports in both magazines are in general substance the 
same. In parts, the words are identical in Coxe's account and in one ог 
other of the published reports, and this is doubtless due to the fact that Coxe 
sometimes took connecting words and sentences from the printed accounts 
in Chandler’s collections, to eke out Walpole’s notes On the whole 
the London Magazine is closer to Coxe’s account on foreign policy, and the 
Gentleman’s Magazine closer on matters of home policy and corruption. The 
language of the whole speech in the Gentleman’s Magazine is very John- 
sonian and quite unlike any of Walpole’s reliably recorded utterances. The 
opening sentences are studied and pompous, and compare poorly with those 
of Coxe’s version, which, as Macdonagh has pointed out, have a very genuine 
109.5 The opening of the London Magazine speech is also different from 
both the other versions, and very weak and unconvincing. In this case, it 
appears on a balance of the evidence that Johnson's report in the Gentleman's 
Magazine is rather more accurate than that of the rival magazine. But in 
fairness to the London Magazine it should be pointed out that whereas it re- 
ported the debate in March and April 1742, Johnson’s report did not appear 
till February, March and April 1743 ; so that although there is no evidence 
of direct copying, Johnson had had time to gather more accurate information.

No dogmatic judgment as to the value of the reports during this period is 
possible ; the evidence is not sufficiently conclusive. Coxe upheld the general 
accuracy of Chandler’s debates, on the grounds that certain speeches were con- 
firmed by notes and memoranda which he had found among the Orford papers ; 
and that Pulteney and Walpole had both declared that their speeches were 
on the whole faithfully reported. Dr. Stock, discussing the reports for the 
period 1728—39, concludes that in spite of the conflicting evidence and the 
fact that probably ‘ few, if any, speeches for this period were reported in the 
ipsissima verba of the speakers,’ it is * possible to discover the substance of 
what was said in debate and the nature of the arguments advanced by both 
sides’? Тһе general truth of this conclusion is not open to dispute, especially 
as applied to the period before 1738. As applied to the years 1738—41, 
however, it appears to require slight modification in two ways. In the first 
place, the separate speeches, occasionally with the name of the speaker un- 
disguised, are probably more reliable than the general reports, and may even, 
in some cases, give the ipsissima verba of the speakers. In the second place, 
the reports for the years after 1738 appear to be at times misleading and 
sometimes entirely fictitious. One argument of which Dr. Stock makes 
use must be mentioned in this connexion: that the cessation of Egmont’s 
full and regular reports at the end of 1734 shows that Egmont considered 
that the published reports were on the whole correct. It is true that on 
18 February 1737, when writing of the debate on the army, Egmont added 
‘I will not set down the debates at length because the Political State of 
Great Britain, the Gentleman’s Magazine and the London Magazine, which come 
out monthly, has of late years done it? But it should be pointed out that 
Egmont himself ceased to be a member of parliament in 1734, and that the 
failure of his son to win his contest at Harwich at the general election of 1734, 
a failure due, in his father’s opinion, to the perfidy of Walpole in not ful- 
filling his promises of support, had greatly embittered Egmont, and may well 
have damped his interest in political matters. The entries in his diary show 
him becoming increasingly absorbed in the affairs of the new colony of Georgia,

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of which he was a trustee, and nearly half the debates recorded by him in the 
years 1739—41 relate to Georgia. It is surely not unreasonable to suggest 
that the sudden cessation of full accounts of debates at the end of 1734 was due 
to Egmont’s retirement from the house.of commons, rather than to his belief 
that the debates were being adequately reported elsewhere. 

The reports of debates of the first two parliaments of George II appear, 
therefore, to be generally accurate in naming the speakers ; and the reports 
before 1738 probably give a fair indication of the arguments used on both sides, 
though it would be unwise to assign any particular argument to any particular 
speaker. ‘The reports after 1738 probably give the substance of the arguments 
used on certain occasions ; but their fictitious character on other occasions, 
and the impossibility, owing to lack of evidence, of judging when they are 
fictitious and when genuine, make it unwise to assume that they do more than 
show the prevailing political opinions of the time on the subjects under dis- 
cussion.

BOOK REVIEW 


‘National Index of Parish Register Copies.’ Compiled by Kathleen Blomfield and Н. К. 
Percy-Smith. Society of Genealogists. 1939. Рр. vi, 9о + plate. 3s. 64. 


Ina letter to ‘ The Times,’ supported by a leading article, published in February 1938, 
the Society of Genealogists expounded the need for making copies of parish registers and 
stressed the desirability of ascertaining what copies already existed. From the public response 
it became clear that many more transcripts were available than had been suspected heretofore. 
Thus encouraged, and spurred by evidence that independent labours had already produced 
considerable duplication, the Society decided to embark on a nation-wide survey as а necessary 
preliminary to further transcription. ‘To this end, a questionnaire was addressed to public 
libraries, learned societies, and individuals. This replica volume embodies the results of 
the inquiry, forming a supplement to a previous publication (Catalogue of Parish Register 
Copies in the possession of the Society of Genealogists, 2nd ed. 1937), so that, together, the two 
books cover nearly eight thousand parishes. 

The compilers make no pretention to completeness or to absolute accuracy. Faced 
with the choice between making immediately available this useful information or holding 
up publication until the list should have reached a more final form, they chose the former 
course. No one who requires the information that they print is likely to cavil at their 
decision, the less so as the period which followed publication has proved peculiarly unsuited 
to the process of amplification and revision. 
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Tue list below contains particulars of historical theses completed during 1941 in the uni- 
versities and university colleges of.the United Kingdom. ‘Theses in geography which have 
some definite historical interest are also included, being shown separately at the end of each 
entry. 
The names in brackets are those of the teachers under whose supervision the theses have 
been prepared, and at the end of each section is given the name of the contributor who has. 
supplied the information. 

In the universities of Aberdeen, Belfast, Birmingham, Bristol, Durham, Edinburgh, 
Glasgow, Liverpool, London, Manchester, Sheffield and Wales copies of all theses and pub- 
lished works submitted for degrees, in those of Cambridge, Leeds (usually), Oxford and 
Reading only those of doctoral theses, are deposited in the respective university libraries ; 
they may as a rule be consulted there, sometimes on conditions. In London copies of his- 
torical theses may also, in most cases, be consulted at this Institute. In the university of 
St. Andrews the theses are filed in the Secretary’s office and may be consulted in the library. 

No theses of historical interest were completed during the period covered by the list in 
the universities of Aberdeen, Bristol, Durham, Leeds, Reading and Sheffield.

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Tue death of Sir Allen Mawer (22 July, 1942) is a severe blow to the Institute 
of Historical Research. He had served on the Committee since 1930, the year 
of his appointment.as Provost of University College and of his election to the 
British Academy. Не took a warm interest in everything connected with the 
Institute, and his counsels were both wise in themselves and weighty from the 
official position of their author. Educated at University College and at Caius 
College, Cambridge, he obtained a first class with double distinctions in the 
English sections of the Medieval and Modern Languages Tipos, and became 
a fellow of Caius in 1905. Не was a lecturer at Sheffield, 1905—1908, pro- 
fessor at Armstrong College, 1908—21, and at Liverpool, 1921—29. He was 
knighted in 1937. His published work includes ‘ The Vikings’ (1913), 
‘ Place Names of Northumberland and Durham ' (1920), and volumes in the 
English Place Name Society’s series (of which he was Director), beginning in 
1924. ° It is not too much to say that his work in the study of place names has 
opened another approach to the history of times before written record. 
* * * * * * * 


Walter George Bell (d. 24 May, 1942) was on the editorial staff of the 
Daily Telegraph from 1899 to 1936. He was better known for his popularisation 
of the history of London in such works as ‘ Fleet Street in Seven Centuries ' 
(1912), “Unknown London’ (1919), ‘The Great Fire of London’ (1920), 
‘The Tower of London’ (1921), ‘ More about Unknown London’ (192 1), 
‘ The Great Plague in London’ (1924), which have done much to forward the 
study of London history. He was Chairman of the London and Middlesex 
Archaeological Society, a member of the Anglo-American Historical Con- 
ference of 1931, and an occasional visitor at the Institute. 

* * * * * * * 


Arthur Percival Newton, who died on 12 August, was one of the most 
active supporters of the movement for the establishment of the Institute of 
Historical Research, served on the Committee from its beginning in 1921 and 
until his retirement from the Rhodes Chair in 1938 conducted a seminar 
which attracted students from all parts of the Empire, as well as from the 
United States. Born at Birmingham in 1873, and educated at King Edward's 
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School and Mason College there, and at King’s College, London, he began as 
a natural scientist and his first university appointment was that of Assistant 
Lecturer in Physics at King’s College, London. In.1914 he was appointed 
Lecturer in American and Colonial History there and Rhodes Lecturer at 
University and King’s Colleges, becoming the first Rhodes Professor of Im- 
репа! History in the University in 1919. On the death of Cecjl Headlam in 
1934 he became editor of the Calendar of State Papers, Colonial—America and 
West Indies, and completed the volume issued in 1939. He was one of the 
General Editors of the Cambridge History of the British Empire, and besides 
numerous contributions to the study of Imperial History, his publications 
included work on Tudor financial administration and the first volume of the 
Historical Manuscripts Commission’s report on the Sackville MSS., issued only 
a month or two before his death. 
* * * * * * * 

The Institute has recently achieved its majority, for it was on 8 July, 1921 
that the first temporary building was formally opened by the late H. A. L. 
Fisher. ‘Though the occasion could not be celebrated during war time in any 
other way, it has not passed unrecorded, for The Times Literary Supplement 
published two paragraphs of appreciation in its issue of 11 July and the October 
issue of The Contemporary Review contains an article by the Secretary, sum- 
marising the achievements of the Institute under Dr. Pollard’s direction. 

* * * * * * * 

The report of the Secretary to the Historical Manuscripts Commission, 
presented at the Commission's annual meeting in July, records the appoint- 
ment of four new commissioners in December, 1941 ; namely, Captain the 
Hon. Lord Herbert, the Rt. Hon. Lord Justice Mackinnon, Dr. K. W. M. 
Pickthorn, M.P., and Professor E. F. Jacob. Of nine volumes in the press 
at the outbreak of war, limited numbers of six have been issued this year ; 
they are Salisbury (Cecil) XVIII, Sackville (Knole) I, De L’Isle and Dudley IV, 
Polwarth IV, Graham of Fintry, and Downshire IV. Two further reports 
which may be published this year are Hastings IV and Lindsey ; work is also 
in progress on Bath IV and on the third volume of the General Guide. In the 
hope of gathering information from readers, we print below (pp. 116-20) 
a list of historical manuscripts untraced in the enquiries recently made by the 
Commission as to the present location of collections described in its reports. 

* * * * * * * 

The British Records Association is making energetic efforts to rescue 

historical material from indiscriminate destruction in the campaign for paper 
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‘salvage.’ The Association's plea has met with sympathy at the Ministry of 
Supply, and the problem is chiefly one of popular education—to awaken a 
sense of historical values and of the danger in which they stand among the 
thousands of citizens whose patriotism may prompt them, in ignorance, to 
hand over irreplaceable documents to be pulped. Enlightenment spreads 
slowly and alrgady grave losses are known to have been suffered, but the Master 
of the Rolls and the other officers of the Association are using every possible 
means to reach the ears and eyes of those in a position to help or hinder, and 
have organised in every county a panel of referees, willing to examine papers and 
advise their owners on what should be preserved. An idea of what is at stake 
may be gathered from the subjects of some of the memoranda distributed by 
the Association in this connexion : among them are poor law records, parish 
records and rate books.

Mr. R. Sharpe France has contributed to the Transactions of the Historic 
Society of Lancashire and Cheshire (Vol. 92, 1940) a useful account of the 
constitution and contents of the County Record Office, Preston, recently 
approved by the Master of the Rolls and placed under the supervision of a 
County Records Sub-Committee appointed by the Lancashire County Council. 
Historical students will welcome this latest, war-time addition to the growing 
number of local record repositories, and will note that non-official collections 
already deposited include the important muniments of the Faringtons of Worden.

The English renaissance continues to attract the greatest number of 
students both of literature and of history at the Henry Е. Huntington Library, 
according to the Fourteenth Annual Report, 1940-41 ; and the success of the 
Renaissance Conference held there in 1940 led to the organisation of a second 
in August, 1941. Both were reported in the Huntington Library Quarterly. 
Among researches of special interest to English historians mentioned in the 
Report are studies of the court of James I by Mr. Godfrey Davies, of the Temple 
family by Mr. Е. Е. Gay, of the Battle Abbey records by Mr. Allan Evans, of 
the relations of church and state in sixteenth-century England by Mr. Edward 
А. Whitney, and of the influence of religious motives on English expansion in 
the late sixteenth and early seventeenth centuries by Mr. Louis B. Wright. 
Mr. Mark Eccles is preparing a biographical dictionary of Elizabethan authors, 
correcting and supplementiong the Dictionary of National Biography ; Mr. 
William Haller and Mr. Godfrey Davies are editing a volume of pamphlets on 
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fundamental liberties published in 1647—53 ; and Mr Kermit Roosevelt, Jr., 
is at work on propaganda during the Civil War, 1640-43.

“This handsome volume embodies the result of some thirteen years’ continuous work. 
How thoroughly that work has been done may be gathered from the fact that, of the 8,000 
odd books and articles which he lists, Professor Grose? had himself examined all but 29. 
The róle of the lengthy list of experts mentioned in the preface was thus a critical and ad- 
visory, not an executive, one; Mr. Grose did not let them do the work for him. To 
undertake alone the bibliography of a period equal to that covered, with the aid of teams of 
expert co-workers, by each of the volumes of the * Bibliography of British History ’ so far 
published, speaks well for Mr. Grose’s initial enthusiasm and subsequent staying-power ; 
to have produced, at the end, a work so complete and of so uniformly high a standard, speaks 
even more eloquently for the other qualities which he brought to his task. 

The production of a bibliography such as this involves three main processes : collection, 
selection and classification. Mr. Grose’s collection yielded about 18,000 printed items, of 
which he chose some 8,000 for inclusion. (In addition, he added ‘a few hundred” refer- 
ences to MS. sources, for which, although they make no pretence to completeness, the 
student of the period will be grateful.) In view of the size of these figures, and of the fact 
that the selection is a personal one, it may seem out of place to fasten upon a few titles which, 
according to a different individual judgment, might have been either omitted or included ; 
but at the risk of appearing ungracious, the reviewer suggests the following addenda. Mr. 
Grose refers (по. 330) to the projected ‘ History of Parliament ’ associated with the name of 
Col. Wedgwood, but omits the useful ‘ Interim Report’ of the Committee on the subject 
published in 1932. His list of foreign naval histories of interest for English naval history 
(по. 566) omits De la Roncitre’s great * Histoire de la marine française ’ (although he gives 
a minor study by the same author), as well as Dr. С. J. Renier's translation of Blok’s * De 
Ruyter, the original Dutch of which is included. Again, his indications of important 
studies in progress (for example, Mr. de Beer's edition of Evelyn), which are a useful minor 
feature of the bibliography, might have included a reference to the Committee on Price

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History and to Sir William Beveridge’s volume for England. А section on seventeenth- 
and eighteenth-century drainage which does not mention the name Darby is clearly in- 
complete ; Dr. Darby has further cause to feel neglected in that the ‘ Historical Geography 
of England to 1800’ which appeared under his editorship in 1936 is also omitted. Mr. 
Grose’s knowledge of recent Dutch historical work is so evident throughout that his omission 
of Warnsinck's important study of Anglo-Dutch naval co-operation after 1688 (De Vioot van 
de Koning-Stadhouder) is surprising. He would probably have defended the omission of any 
historical atlas бп the ground that these are invariably of too general scope for his purpose ; 
but the Ordnance Survey’s ‘ Map of XVII Century England’ surely deserved a place in 
the section ‘Travel and Description.’ Certain omissions may doubtless be ascribed to the 
difficulty of keeping a bibliography compiled over a number of years up-to-date until the 
moment of publication. ‘Thus Мг. В. К. Kelsall’s monograph ‘ Wage Regulation under 
the Statute of Artificers,’ which appeared in 1938, is not included, although one of the 
author’s previous articles on the subject is (по. 942); and the omission of Dr. Thomson’s 
* Constitutional History 1642-1801,’ published in the same year, and of Professor Basil 
Williams’s volume in the ‘ Oxford History,’ the preface of which is dated Lady-Day, 1939, 
may be due to the same cause. , 

In contrast to the plan adopted in the ‘ Bibliography of British History’ of division 
by subject alone, Mr. Grose chose to classify his material both by subject and chrono- 
logically. Of his five divisions, the first is introductory (bibliography, reference and 
periodicals) ; the second, and largest, covers the whole period ; and the remaining three 
deal respectively with 1660—88, 1689—1714 and 1714—60. Within these five divisions 
are 39 sections, divided again into 183 sub-sections, many of which are further subdivided. 
So elaborate a classification presents certain advantages. The table of contents, occupying 
13$ pp., in which the whole arrangement is set out, furnishes a much more comprehensive 
guide than such tables normally do. Again, the groups of entries which result are usually 
more homogeneous than groups two or three times their length can hope to be ; although 
there are some queer mixtures, ¢.g., ‘London: Contemporary Works’ (nos. 2072-80), 
which includes, with several items answering to that description, Beaven's * Aldermen,’ _ 
Dowdell's * Hundred years of quarter sessions,’ and Birch's * Historical charters.’ But the 
allocation of the material either to Division II or to the three following Divisions has clearly 
raised difficulties, and the solution does not always appear very happy. One result has been 
to denude some sections in Division II of nearly all their material ; thus the section entitled 
“1660-1760: Printed Documents’ contains only the ‘Domestic Calendar’ and the 
* Hardwicke State Papers! As Mr. Grose himself reminds us, however, the combined use 
of the Table of Contents, Index and cross-references is essential ; they are the foundations 
upon which the whole elaborate edifice rests. Mr. Grose’s foundations are on the whole 
well and truly laid, but some slight structural weakness is occasionally apparent. The 
reader seeking, for example, information about the Royal Society may begin either with the 
‘Table of Contents or with the Index ; if with the latter, he finds a single reference, which 
proves to be to Mr. Lennard’s article on the Royal Society’s questionnaire of 1662 on current 
agricultural practice ; if with the former, the heading ‘ Cultural History : Science (which 
he might reasonably regard as his signpost) merely directs him to ‘See also Index, “ Royal 
Society,” ' and so brings him again to Mr. Lennard. Only by a return to the Table of 
Contents, and the discovery that ‘ Learned Societies’ is the heading of sub-section 4f) of 
Section VIII : Social History, will the traveller eventually find himself in the company of 
Messrs. Sprat, Birch and Weld on p. 119. 

But these are minor criticisms of a work which is everywhere distinguished by erudition 
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and judgment, and for which it is no mere formality to say that students of the period owe a 
deep debt of gratitude to Mr. Grose. Unfortunately, the congratulation called for by the 
successful conclusion of his thirteen years’ labours must be accompanied by sympathy that 
his volume appeared on the eve of a war which can hardly fail to rob it of much of the attention 
and praise which it merits or to exercise a depressing effect upon its salės. 1

‘Ап Outline of Modern Russian Historiography.’ By Anatole С. Mazour. Introd. by 
Robert J. Kerner. Univ. of California Press ; C.U.P. 1939. Pp. ix, 130. 


In spite of its modest title and size, Professor Mazour’s ‘ Outline of Modern Russian 
Historiography * ought to be hailed as an achievement both remarkable in itself and symbolic 
of the growing interest for Russian history in English-speaking countries. ‘ Designed to 
serve merely as a guide for students who wish to acquaint themselves with Russian historio- 
graphy,’ the * Outline’ analyses in particular the works of twenty-five leading historians, 
from the beginnings of * modern ’ Russian historiography in the 18th century up to our time. 
‘The individual portraits are supplemented by brief summaries illustrating the main questions 
with which these and scores of other Russian scholars have dealt. The historiography of 
Siberia, for example, is one of the problems outlined as a whole. 

The imposing review of pivotal historical conceptions put forward by Russian thinkers, 
from the Slavophiles ’ and * Westlers ’ of the 19th century to the ‘ Eurasians ’ and ‘ Marxists’ 
of to-day, vindicates amply the words of Professor Kerner’s introduction that ‘ Few fields of 
historiography are more interesting than the Russian and very few are as stimulating. . . . 
Perhaps no other nation has a historiography so rich, so varied, so vital, so revealing . . .' 

Owing to the ideological complexity of the subject it is but natural that some practical 
issues have been treated rather vaguely, or have even had to be omitted entirely. 

One essential point of this kind is closely connected with the controversy in which the 
Slavophiles and Westlers were involved. While arguing about the political and ethical 

‘merits of Peter the Great's reforms both sides were agreed and took it for granted that he

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had brought about a quite sudden and arbitrary turn and break in Russia's past. But already 
the thirteenth volume of S. M. Solovyev’s famous ‘ History ’ showed clearly that this premise 
was а crucial fallacy, and it has since been firmly established—without prejudice to the greatness 
of the tsar’s will and work—that in removing remorselessly all obstacles standing in its way 
Peter I merely precipitated the historical process which had been gradually but irretrievably 
developing throughout the 17th century. In the ‘ Outline’ this early process is only casually 
alluded to in connexion with P. N. Milyukov's ‘ Studies in the History of Russian Culture ' 
(р. 62). Yet ntinute research work has disclosed traces of contact with Western civilization 
in even earlier times, and in ever wider spheres of Russian life. In fact, sponsored in par- 
ticular by Alexander Brickner (the well-known Russian historian, 1834—1896, who is 
not mentioned and must not be confounded with the eminent Polish philologist Alexander 
Briickner in the footnote on p. 80)—the ‘ Europeanization of Russia’ became one of the 
cardinal problems of Russian historiography. Moreover, one of its fascinating branches, 
the history of Western foreigners, as the living intermediaries in the early cultural relations, 
has a considerable literature of its own—by Е. Hamel, A. Brickner, D. ‘Tsvetaev, J. Lyubi- 
menko—to mention only a few prominent authors. As regards the accounts of Russia 
which a great number of these foreigners have left, it may be added that almost from the 
start Russian historiography has always estimated such reports as being an extremely im- 
portant source. Fr. Adelung, V. Kordt, and recently M. P. Alekseev are only a few names 
of scholars who devoted special attention to collecting and investigating these accounts—long 
before as well as after V. O. Klyuchevsky’s fine study had appeared (p. 45). 

Turning to recent phases of Russian historiography, some additional information, or 
a few more bibliographical references would have been desirable with regard to such positive 
results as have been achieved, apart from the activities of M. N. Pokrovsky, ‘ the father of 
the Marxian school,’ and independent of the clash and purge which after his death inau- 
gurated the present regeneration of Soviet historiography. Аз far as early periods of Russian 
history are concerned an expert account of what was achieved in twenty years is given by 
B. D. Grekov in the ‘ Bulletin’ of the Academy of Science of the U.S.S.R., 1937, in 
Russian. In French, а number of useful summaries covering various fields of Russian 
historiography has been published by P. Vostokov in ‘ Le Monde Slave,’ from 1930 on. 

A complete picture is of course unattainable without dwelling on remoter branches of 
Russian history and without treating subsidiary disciplines at greater length than Professor 
Mazour was able to do. It would have necessitated the inclusion of a further formidable 
“series of brilliant scholars whose names, with a few exceptions, alas, mean little to Western 
readers.’ “The difficulties that confronted the author are obvious. Nevertheless it seems 
odd to miss familiar names with distinguished records, or to find them in some bibliographical 
' note only, as in the case of the late Professor Е. Shmurlo—apart from earlier works one of 
the most prolific among the ‘ Emigré historians,’ to whom a few pages of the ‘ Outline’ are 
dedicated in particular. Being of a historiographical kind several more of E. Shmurlo’s 
publications might even have served to supplement the bibliography. ‘The same can be said 
of V. I. Picheta’s * Introduction to Russian History ' (in Russian). 

However, apart from being inevitable, all such shortcomings are outweighed by the 
amazing mass of valuable information which the concise and brilliant study conveys and 
most of which was hitherto inaccessible without laborious search.

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CLXXXVIII.—The administration of the 
counties of Norfolk and Suffolk in the 
reign of Henry ІУ. By С. E. Morey, 
M.A. 


The object of this thesis is to outline the 
framework of local administration in Nor- 
folk and Suffolk at the beginning of the 
fifteenth century, to discover what were the 
principal political, social and economic prob- 
lems of the period, and to show the methods 
adopted in attempting to solve them. Some 
attempt has also been made to relate the 
present study to bigger general problems— 
to the questions whether the overthrow of 
Richard II and the accession of Henry IV 
led to fundamental changes in the personnel 
of local government in East Anglia ; 
whether there is evidence of any breakdown 
in local administration under Henry ТУ; 
what was the róle of the duchy of Lancaster 
after the revolution; and how far the 
evidence from Norfolk and Suffolk helps 
to explain the financial embarrassment of 
Henry’s government. 

To bring the thesis within manageable 
‘limits, certain interesting and important 
aspects of local administration had to be 
arbitrarily excluded. The administration 
of franchises, liberties, estates and manors 
had to be left aside, save where it touched 
upon the administration of the counties, nor 
was any detailed account of the constitutions 
and government of the towns included. 

‘The thesis falls into two broad divisions : 
the first includes chapters on the structure 
- of local government in Norfolk and Suffolk, 
the personnel of local government, and the 
methods employed by the central govern- 
ment for controlling these officials. In the 
second part, chapters are devoted to the 
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collection and disbursemertt of the royal 
revenue in East Anglia, to the administra- 
tion of justice by local officials, to the con- 
trol of economic affairs, and to the organiza- 
tion of the counties for purposes of police 
and defence. 

"The enquiry has shown that the revolu- 
tion of 1399 evoked little disorder and few 
signs of popular discontent in East Anglia, 
nor was there at any time during the reign 
in this part of England any such adminis- 
trative breakdown as has been suggested was 
responsible for the financial difficulties of 
the crown. Henry’s position in East Anglia 
was, however, strengthened by the con- 
siderable Norfolk estates of the duchy of 
Lancaster which lent him prestige and sup- 
port, and provided many of the county 
officials ; by the existence of the great 
ecclesiastical liberties which were ad- 
ministered by strong and efficient hands ; by 
the great authority in the counties of friends 
such as De La Pole, earl of Suffolk, and the 
eclipse of possible opponents, such as Mow- 
bray, De Vere, and Mortimer. In these 
circumstances, drastic measures of repression 
were not necessary, and among the gentry 
even known supporters of Richard II, such 
as Sir Simon Felbrigge, remained at liberty 
though admitted less frequently to office. 
On the other hand, Henry's friends of 
earlier years were rapidly advanced in fortune 
and dignity. 

'The evidence collected tends also to 
suggest that in 1399 and throughout the 
reign, Henry IV, like Edward III before 
him, turned to the magnates rather than to 
the local gentry for support in the main- 
tenance of order. 

In spite of the urgent need for reform and 
re-adjustment in the machinery of local 
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government, the reign was remarkable 
neither for new departures nor new experi- 
ments, and it would seem that local institu- 
tions continued to function less as a result 
of a spontaneous desire for good government 
than under pressure from the crown backed 
by the force of age-old custom and by the 
personal interest or profit of the parties con- 
cerned. The need for reform is reflected 
in the chapters on the administration. of 
justice and on the control of economic 
matters by local officials, in which it is 
shown that fresh appointments and new 
legislation had led to the overlapping of 
functions among the various local officials. 
The appointment of special commissions 
to deal with matters within the competence 
of one or other of the regular local officials 
is an important feature of local administra- 
tion in the reign. 

The great need in the period was for the 
establishment of the authority of central 
departments of government in localities, Аз 
has been shown, the crown had the means 
for ensuring obedience and honesty in 
dealings between local officials and itself, but 
the machinery was slow and cumbersome, 
nor was it effective in protecting the in- 
terests of the people against the tyranny 
of the local officials. 

The efficient administration of the 
counties was further hampered by the 
existence of extensive liberties and franchises 
which militated against united control, im- 
peded reform and diverted a large part of 
the revenue into private hands. 

It is evident that the Lancastrians lacked 
what the Tudors had, one important official 
capable and willing to execute their orders. 
In times of trouble the Tudors were able 
to turn to the lieutenant-general. The 
Lancastrian sheriff was no substitute, for 
although he was a man of considerable 
standing in the locality, the office had under- 
gone a decline since its hey-day in the 
twelfth and thirteenth centuries. The de- 
cline of the sheriff is perhaps to be explained 
in part by the natural tendency of office to fall 
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into the hands of lesser men, but to a greater 
extent by the immense amount of work 
which he had to perform. The office 
declined at approximately the same rate as 
the practice of issuing writs for him to 
execute increased, for the purely routine 
business of dealing with them left him 
little time to attend to more important 
administrative and judicial business. His 
position was to an ever-increasing extent 
being usurped by the justices of the peace 
who acquired certain additional powers 
during the reign. 

A detailed investigation of the surviving 
financial records for Norfolk and Suffolk has 
been made with a view to discovering the 
nature and amount of the revenues and also 
something of the methods employed in 
gathering them in. For this purpose the 
Pipe roll and subsidiary documents for the 
tenth year of the reign have been analysed. 
The first part of the chapter is devoted to 
the regular sources of revenue—the farm of 
the counties, the rents, and summonses— 
and from this emerges the comparative in- 
significance of sums so raised; the second 
part deals with the extraordinary sources of 
revenue, which included the lay and clerical 
tenth and fifteenth, 

The abnormal financial weakness of the 
government and the shortage of liquid assets 
in the hands of the exchequer led to the 
adoption of a variety of expedients which 
included the raising of loans from corpora- 
tions and wealthy individuals, the demand 
upon sea-coast towns for the provision of 
ships, distraint for knighthood, the temporary 
resumption of royal grants, and the anticipa- 
tion of revenue by persuading officials to 
pay in more than they had collected at the 
time of accounting, 

The records suggest some good reasons 
for the financial difficulties of the crown, 
among the more important of which were 
the very liberal grants made to Henry’s 
supporters at the same time that the grants 
made by Richard IJ were continued, and the 
considerable variation in the amount of 
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revenue at the disposal of the crown from 
one year to the next. Another important 
factor was the failure of the crown to tap 
new sources of wealth, as the revenue from 
local sources continued to be collected on 
assessments made in the fourteenth century 
and earlier, and while allowances were made 
for sums which could not be levied, no 
adequate additions were imposed upon 
flourishing institutions and individuals. 
There is evidence to show that the em- 
barrassment of the crown benefited the local 
gentry and merchants and the wealthy 
corporations, who in return for ready money, 
or against outstanding debts owed to them, 
acquired wardships and farmed escheated 
lands and the alien priories as well as the 
ulnage and customs. In 1406 shortage of 
money and the imminent threat of invasion 
obliged the crown to enter into a bargain 
with the merchants whereby in return for 
a share of the tunnage and poundage and of 
the subsidy on wool the merchants undertook 
the safeguard of the seas. “There is evidence 
of the use to which the merchants put the 
concession in the volume of cases of piracy 
which flowed in afterwards. Among the 
towns, Norwich succeeded during the reign 
in obtaining a charter and other valuable 
concessions, including the ulnage of worsteds.

SUMMARIES OF THESES 


CLXXXIX.—British policy in relation to 
Portuguese claims in West Africa, 1876— 
84. By Irene Barns, М.А. 


This thesis seeks to trace the policy of the 
British government towards the Portuguese 
claims to rights of sovereignty on the west 
coast of Africa between 5° 12’ and 8? south 
latitude in the years which immediately pre- 
ceded the signing of the Congo treaty, on 
26 February 1884, by representatives of 
Great Britain and Portugal. The im- 
portance of this treaty in relation to the 
Berlin conference of 1884—5 is examined and 
an attempt is made to explain why it was 
never ratified. 

A brief survey is made of the relations be- 
tween Great Britain and Portugal overseas 
before 1876 and of the untiring efforts of 
Robert Morier, British ambassador in Lisbon 
1876-81, to bring about a comprehensive 
settlement of Anglo-Portuguese differences in 
India, East Africa, and West Africa. The 
indifference of the home government and 
their lack of a consistent policy were con- 
stantly deplored by the ambassador, who 
wished to secure the predominance of Great 
Britain's influence in Africa, not by direct 
colonization but by working through Portu- 
gal In return for the recognition by Great 
Britain of Portuguese claims on the west 
coast of Africa, Morier suggested that 
Portugal should cede to Great Britain the 
pertion of the territory claimed from the 
mouth of the Congo to 5°12’S. This con- 


cession would have given to Great Britain . 


the right bank of the Congo and full com- 
mand of its mouth. Such an agreement was 
to be the climax of a threefold scheme for 
the settlement of Anglo-Portuguese differ- 
ences first in India, secondly in East Africa, 
and thirdly in West Africa. Although the 
Goa treaty was successfully carried through 
and negotiations officially begun for a 
Lourengo Marques treaty, Morier's term 
of office witnessed no official change in the 
attitude of the British government towards 
the Portuguese claims in West Africa. 


The grounds on which Portugal based 
her claims to rights of sovereignty on the 
west coast of Africa and the reasons why 
Great Britain had not hitherto recognized 
them are examined. Humanitarian and 
commercial considerations chiefly influenced 
British policy—the desire to do nothing that 
would hinder Great Britain's efforts to sup- 
press the slave trade in Africa and the desire 
to prevent the imposition by the Portuguese 
of a closed system of commerce on that 
portion of the coast. 

In December 1882, however, the British 
government showed itself ready to enter into 
negotiations with the Portuguese for a settle- 
ment of their differences in Africa. Recog- 
nition of the Portuguese claims was to be 
one of the bases of negotiation. The main 
reason for this change of attitude is found to 
lie in fear of the expansion of French 
interests in Central Africa. The ratification 
by the French government of de Brazza’s 
treaty with the African chieftain on Stanley 
Pool showed clearly the trend of French 
policy. Great Britain was determined to 
take steps to restrict the French sphere of 
action in Central Africa. 

The increasing interest of Europeans in 
the Congo region is seen to centre not only 
in the expeditions of de Brazza but also in the 
work of Leopold II of Belgium and of his 
African associations and in the activities of 
various European traders. 

In order therefore to protect British 
interests and to keep open a route to the 
interior without assuming further territorial 
responsibilities, Great Britain agreed, on 
certain conditions, to recognize the Portu- 
guese claims. During the long-drawn-out 
negotiations which followed, none of the 
other countries with interests in the Congo 
district was consulted, and protests of British 
traders and missionaries weresilenced. "The 
treaty as finally signed on 26 February 1884 


'acknowledged the Portuguese claims from 


5^12'to 8*S. but provided for the equal 
treatment of all nationalities in the Congo 
district, though an Anglo-Portuguese com- 
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mission was to be appointed to draw up 
regulations for the navigation, police, and 
supervision of the Congo waterway. 

This treaty was never judged on its own 
merits. It became but one aspect of wider 
European diplomatic questions. It took its 
place in the widespread Anglo-French 
estrangement which had developed wherever 
French and British interests met and it be- 
came an additional factor in both the Anglo- 
German colonial rivalry and in a short-lived 
Franco-German rapprochement. Faced with 
the refusal of both France and Germany to 
recognize its terms, Great Britain showed 
herself ready to take part in an international 
settlement of the Congo question. Many 
points of similarity are seen to exist between 
the settlement as laid down in the General 
Act of Berlin of 1885 and that which it had 
been proposed to establish by the Congo 
treaty. No principle accepted in the Anglo- 
Portuguese treaty was entirely rejected in 
the wider settlement. The failure of the 
British government to secure the ratification 
of the Congo treaty is thus shown to have 
been due not to any inherent weakness in 
the policy of Anglo-Portuguese co-operation 
overseas which it embodied nor to any funda- 
mental objection, by any nation, to the 
political and commercial situation which 
would have been created in Africa by its en- 
forcement. ‘The failure was due to the skill 
with which Bismarck used the complicated 
diplomatic relationships of the powers in 
1884—5 and to the combination of circum- 
‘stances which made possible a temporary 
Franco-German rapprochement. 

Inan appendix the origin of Great Britain's 
guarantee engagements to Portugal's over- 
‘seas possessions is investigated. According 
to an ‘ English version’ of the secret article 
of the marriage treaty of 23 June 1661, the 
king of Great Britain promised ‘to defend and 
protect all conquests or colonies belonging 
to the crown of Portugal, against all his 
enemies, as well future as present.’ It is in 
this form that the article appears in ‘ British 
and Foreign State Papers,’ in the parlia- 


mentary ‘ Returns of Treaties of Guarantee’ 
in 1859, 1871, and 1899, and in the Anglo- 
Portuguese secret declaration of 14 October 
1899. The text of this secret-article in the 
original sealed treaty in Latin, now in the 
Public Record Office, varies considerably 
from the ‘English version” According to 
the ‘Latin version, the king of Great 
Britain promised that :—‘cum classem 
suam ad capiendam possessionem insulae et 
portus Bombaim miserit, tales ac tantas 
copias simul mittet quae satis instructae erunt, 
tam viribus quam mandatis, ad defendendum 
et protegendum Lusitanorum possessiones in 
Indiis Orientalibus! The origin of this 
discrepancy has not been traced.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE 


Admissions and Inquiries 


In comparison with the previous year, there was a marked increase in the use of 
the library, although the restrictions upon admission imposed by the: Ministry 
of Information continued unchanged. In 1940-41 22 persons signed the attendance 
book 51 times; the corresponding figures for 1941-42 were 36 and 380. Readers 
included research students working for higher degrees in spare time, university 
teachers (some continuing research while employed on war work), members of 
the staffs of such institutions as the Royal Historical Society and the English Place- 
name Society and officials from several government departments and from foreign 
governments established or represented in London. To some of the last-named 
class the resources of the Institute’s library are of exceptional value, and the 
Committee is indebted to the Librarian of the Foreign Office, who kindly arranged 
for the circulation to foreign governments in London of a notice drawing 
attention to those sections of the library which appear likely to be of particular 
use to their staffs. 


Postal and telephone inquiries continued to be more numerous than before 
the war; they came mostly from official bodies. Among those which have received 
help of various kinds may be mentioned: the American Embassy, the Belgian 
Ministry of Justice, the Belgian Legation to the Netherlands Government, the 
Luxembourg .Foreign Office, the Netherlands Foreign Office and War Office, 
the Board of Trade, the Ministry of Information and the British Broadcasting 
Corporation. 


Library 
On 31 July, 1942, the registered books, periodicals and pamphlets numbered 
60,220, including 3,728 deposited on loan. The gross total entered during the 
year was 1,189, of which 723 were bought, 375 were presented, and 91 were received 
in exchange for the Bulletin. The withdrawal of 63 volumes reduced the net increase | 
to 1,126. Six maps were added during the year and a revision of the maps register 
showed that the total was 671. The number of facsimiles was unchanged at 604. 


Mr. H. Guy Harrison was again responsible for the largest number of gifts, 
the sections of the library which most benefited by his generosity being those for 
the West Indies, Kent and English biography and genealogy. Through Professor 
Seton-Watson there was received from Mrs. Leeper a small but useful collection 
for the history of Austria-Hungary, from the library of the late А. W. A. Leeper. 
The Pilgrim Trust selected the Institute as one of the university libraries to which 
sets of E. M. Tenison’s Elizabethan England are being presented. ‘The London School 
of Economics again gave a number of census volumes and similar official publications. 
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Another very welcome gift was made by Mr. H. P. H. Biggar, who transferred 
to the University 500 National Savings Certificates to provide an endowment 
for the Canadian History section of the Institute’s library. These certificates were 
contributions to a fund collected by Mr. Biggar’s father, the late Dr. H. P. Biggar, 
for a proposed Canadian history lecturership in the University. The project had 
to be abandoned owing to the international financial situation and for some years 
before his death Dr. Biggar, with the approval of the Trustees, had been accustomed 
to spend a sum equal to the interest on the money collected in buying books for 
the Canadian History collection at the Institute, the nucleus of which was his 
own library, purchased and presented to the Institute in 1925-26 by Sir Alexander 
Mackenzie and others. Mr. Biggar’s action therefore ensures the continued use 
of the fund for the benefit of the study of Canadian history in London and will 
enable the Committee to meet more adequately than they have hitherto been 
able to do the needs of the imperial history library. 


Opportunities of useful expenditure in the second-hand market were more 
plentiful than in the two previous years, and rising prices suggested the wisdom of 
filling gaps as soon as possible. The largest single purchase of the year was that 
of Palmer’s Index to the Times for the years 1828-66, which gives the Institute a 
complete file from the earlier date to the beginning of the d. index. Important 
additions were made to most other sections of the library, and especially those for 
English local history and English biography. Purchases resulted in a small reduction 
of the library reserve, from £212 at the beginning of the year to £180 at the end. 


Bulletin 


Only one number of the Bulletin appeared during the year. It contained an 
article on “Division lists of the House of Commons, 1715-1760," by Miss Mary 
Ransome, and one in the series “Bibliographical Aids to Research” on “Editions 
of the ‘Court and City Register,’ 1742-1813,” by Miss Alizon M. Matthews; a 
select document, being a “List of the department of the Lord Chamberlain of 
the Household, Autumn 1663,” edited by E. S. de Beer; as well as book reviews, 
notes and news, summaries of historical theses accepted for higher degrees of the 
University and other usual features. 


Comment upon the Bulletin accounts is made below under Finance. 


Victoria County History 


Throughout the year the salvage, cleaning, repacking, and removal of the stock 
damaged during air raids on London continued, and by the end of July the greater 
part of the sheet stock and the whole of the bound stock (except a reserve 
required to meet orders over the next few years) had gone to the country. 


Another big task was the distribution in America and the British Dominions 
overseas of a specially designed prospectus of the History, the overseas sales of which 
have always been surprisingly small for a reference work of such high standing. 
The arrangements for this circularization were made in the summer of 1941, but 
delays in printing postponed the delivery of the prospectuses until the beginning 
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of 1942, when the military situation seemed most discouraging for an effort of 
this kind. It was, however, decided to carry the plan through and results have 
fully justified this decision, for by the end of the session very substantial orders 
had been received for back volumes and several new subscribers for future volumes 
had been secured. Further orders have arrived since. ` 


Post-War Policy 


It is obvious that the Institute will be confronted after the war by a situation 
of some complexity and it seems to the Committee desirable that, even at this 
early time, steps should be taken to collect such information as may be available 
about the plans of those institutions with whose work that of the Institute is inter- 
locked, and to consider how far the policy which brought success before the war 
may ‘require modification to meet post-war conditions. With this end in view a 
Sub-Committee was set up, charged to consider questions relating to the Director- 
ship of the Institute after the war and to place themselves in touch as opportunity 
offers with other bodies, whether in the University or outside, engaged in the 
consideration of matters bearing directly or indirectly on historical research; and 
to report to the Committee from time to time. The Sub-Committee is still in the 
initial stages of its investigations. 


Finance 


The income and expenditure account shows a total expenditure of £3,644, 
as against £3,639 in the previous year, increased charges under the Library and 
Bindery heads being together roughly equal to a reduction in expenditure on the 
Bulletin. On the income side there was a substantial rise in bindery receipts and 
this accounts for a reduction in the University grant from £3,361 in 1940-41 to 


£3,200 in 1941-42. 


The ‘Bulletin account for 1941 shows a deficit of £142 as against £179 in 
1940, but the estimate for the year was £114 and printing costs are still rising. 
The position is discouraging in appearance rather than in reality, because the 
decline in the subscription income, which was in the main responsible for the 
failure to keep the deficit within estimate, was due to delays in collection and 
not to the permanent withdrawal of support. It is probable that the publication 
of the Bulletin will continue to call for a rather heavy subsidy, but the Committee 
feel that this expenditure is fully justified by the importance of maintaining what 
is in present conditions the Institute's chief link with overseas scholars. 


The General Account for the Victoria County History shows only one unusual 
feature, the increase of expenditure under the Miscellaneous head, which this 
year includes the cost of removing and storing stock in the country. A feature of 
the Production Account is again a satisfactory income from sales, which coupled 
with the fact that no volume was published during the year, resulted in a repayment 
of £114 of the sum of £4,000 advanced by the University as working capital. 
With the concurrence of the Local Editor, Dr. H. E. Salter, who sees no likelihood 
of publication during the war, it was decided to invest the bulk of the fund which 
he collected for the Oxford City and University volume, and this investment appears 
in the balance sheet. 
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Personnel 


The Committee welcomes Professor T. F. T. Plucknett as a member. The 
death of Sir Allen Mawer was a heavy loss to the Institute no less than to the 
University as a whole, for he had served on the Committee ever since his appoint- 
ment as Provost of University College and there, as everywhere, gave wise and 
disinterested counsel. The death of Professor A. P. Newton removed one of the 
original members of the Committee and one who had given muck valuable service 
to the Institute, both on the original Appeal Committee and as a teacher, whose 
seminar on British Imperial History was a meeting place of students from many 
parts of the English-speaking world. 


Miss Noel Hutton resigned her appointment in November, 1941, to join the 
W.R.N.S., and was succeeded as Clerk by Miss M. Elizabeth Gundrey. In the 
same month Miss Judith Elliott, who had been absent on national service with 
the A.T.S. since the beginning of the war, resigned on the occasion of her marriage 
the Clerkship which she had held since June, 1934. 


Twenty-one Years 


In normal times the twenty-first anniversary of the opening of the Institute 
on 8 July, 1921, would have called for appropriate commemoration by the Com- 
mittee. Coming in the midst of war the occasion can only be noted here; but it 
should be recorded that the Times Literary Supplement devoted two paragraphs of 
its issue of 11 July, 1942, to an appreciation of the Institute and its library, and 
that an article by the Secretary, surveying the Institute's development, appeared 
in the Contemporary Review for October last.

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THE TURKISH DOCUMENTS IN HAKLUYT’S 
‘VOYAGES’? 


Унем, in late January or February 1589-90, the younger: Richard Hakluyt first 
published his ‘ Principall Navigations, Voyages, and Discoveries of the English 
Nation,’ ? it was just ten years since a letter of 15 March 1579 from Sultan 
Murad III to Queen Elizabeth and her answer of 25 October 3 had opened the 
way to Anglo-Ottoman relations. Already in this first edition the material 
relating to Turkey occupies a considerable space ; and the author in his ‘ Epistle 
_Dedicatorie’ to the secretary of state Walsingham praises the opening of rela- 
tions with Turkey as one of the great achievements of Elizabeth’s reign, enthusi- 
astically exclaiming : ‘ Who ever saw before this regiment, an English 'Ligier 
in the stately porch of the Grand Signor at Constantinople ? who ever found 
English Consuls & Agents at ирон in Syria, at Aleppo, at Babylon, at 
Balsara ?' 4 

Soon afterwards, in the years 1598—1600, Hakluyt was able to publish a 
very much enlarged second edition of his work, the original single volume 
being replaced by three. Of these the second, issued in 1599, contains the 
Turkish material, this also considerably enriched. Anglo-Ottoman relations, 
initiated with purely commercial aims, had quickly assumed a political aspect 
as well, for England hoped to obtain the participation of ‘Turkey in her war

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against Spain.1 This political aspect had become even predominant under 
Harborne’s successor Edward Barton.? The alliance with the Mahometan 
Porte was censured by the adversaries of England as a betrayal of the Christian 
cause and might have provoked religious scruples in England herself. It is for 
this reason that in his ‘ Epistle Dedicatorie ' to the secretary of state Cecil, pre- 
ceding the second volume of the new edition, Hakluyt so strongly controverts 
such criticisms. He can speak of ‘ the happie renuing and much increasing of 
our interrupted trade in all the Levant, accomplished by the great charges and 
speciall industrie of the worshipfull and worthy Citizens, Sir Edward Osborne 
Knight, M. Richard Staper, and M. William Hareborne, together with the 
league for traffike onely betweene her Majestie and the Grand Signior, with the 
great privileges, immunities, and favours obteyned of his imperiall Highnesse 
in that behalfe, the admissions and residencies of our Ambassadours in his 
stately Porch,’ and emphasizes ‘ the great good and Christian offices which her 
Sacred Majestie by her extraordinary favour in that Court hath done for the 
king and kingdome of Poland, and other Christian Princes.’ He points to the 
fact that ‘the French, the Genouois, Florentines, Raguseans, Venetians, and 
Polonians are at this day in league with the Grand Signior ' and that even ‘ the 
Emperor of Christendome hath had league with the Turke, and payd him a long 
while a pension for a part of Hungarie.’ ‘ Why then,’ he exclaims, ‘should 
that be blamed in us, which is usuall and common to the most part of other 
Christian nations ?'? But there is, he maintains, only a question of ‘our new 
trade with Turkes and misbeleevers.’ In the work itself the sole item of a 
political character is a document referring to the English mediation of peace 
between the Porte and Poland—the ‘ Christian offices ’ specially mentioned in the 
‘ Epistle Dedicatorie ’, and it may be assumed that this document was published 
by the special desire of the English government. All the other texts newly

These documents have always been accepted as authentic—rightly enough, 
since Hakluyt was an author too conscientious, skilful, and well-informed, to be 
capable of publishing just previously forged documents. ‘To-day in the light 
of our general knowledge of Ottoman diplomatic technique their authenticity 
can be fully established. Besides we now possess the original Turkish texts of 
three of them. But first of all the question arises, how Hakluyt got hold of 
them. 

In the preface to the first edition the author informs us that it was ‘ Master 
Richard Staper Marchant of London’ who had furnished him ‘ with divers 
thinges touching the trade of Turkie.’1 This probably applies to the bulk of 
the material, but does not exclude certain items derived from other sources. 
So far as the six Turkish documents of this first edition (nos. 1-5 and 14) are 
concerned, at least no. 1, the trade licence for Jenkinson of 1553, was certainly 
not furnished by Staper ; in the first edition it is followed by a note which reads : 
‘The very originall hereof was delivered me Richard Hakluyt by Master 
Jenkinson ? in the Turkish and French tongues,’ a note which was not repro- 
: duced in the second edition and is therefore also lacking in the reprints made 
from the latter) No. 4, the Algerian passport for Shingleton, might as well 
have been given by its bearer directly to Hakluyt as to Staper. As regards 
the remaining nos. 2, 3, 5, and 14, however, there is no doubt that Hakluyt 
had received them from Staper, as stated in his preface. Richard Staper was 
one of the two great London merchants (the other was Sir Edward Osborne) who 
had planned the establishment of a regular intercourse with Turkey and for 
this had secured the assistance of the crown. It was they who had sent Har- 
borne on his first mission to Constantinople (1578—82) and who subsequently 
administered the affairs of the Turkey Company (later known as the Levant 
Company) which they had called into existence. It was natural-that the com- 
pany’s London office should become the centre to which Turkish documents 
of the class mentioned above found their way and where they were assembled. 
The company, which paid the salary of the es ambassadors (of whom the

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first was Harborne, 1583-8), as well as almost all the other expenses arising 
out of the official relations with Turkey, was closely associated with the English 
government in the negotiations with the Porte, at least so far as commercial 
matters were concerned ; it might almost be said that the government acted in 
these matters merely as an instrument of the company. As regards no. 2, 
the sultan’s letter of 1579 informing the queen that a trade licence had been 
granted to Harborne, it is obvious that a translation of this document had to be 
kept in the company’s archives. The same is true of по. 3, the capitulation, 
an indispensable instrument in the company’s daily dealings ; the company 
must even have had at its disposal official Turkish copies, for Osborne writes 
in 1584 to the beglerbey of Algeria that he has despatched a copy of the ‘ articles’ 
(i.e. capitulation) to the company’s agent at Algiers, who will show it to him.! 
It is clear that both these documents had been sent home by Harborne together 
with translations secured in Constantinople. He had also sent the translations 
of the two firmans поз. 5 and 14, which had been issued to Turkish officials as 
a result of his intervention, thus giving proof of his zeal and success. 

There is no direct indication in the second edition of the sources from which 
Hakluyt obtained his new Turkish material, but in the ‘ Epistle Dedicatorie ' 
preceding the second volume Harborne and the two directors receive such 
praise ? as to suggest that the author wished to pay them a debt of gratitude. 
Indeed, of the eleven documents newly added, at least eight, nos. 6-13, as is 
apparent from their nature, must have been given to the author either by the 
company or directly by Harborne. They all belong to the period of Harborne’s 
embassy, more exactly to the years 1584—6.3 If they had been sent by Harborne 
to the company’s London office, they would have been available to Hakluyt in 
time to be included in the first edition. That they do not figure in it suggests 
that they were brought to London by Harborne himself on his return in De- 
cember 1588,4 too late for inclusion. ‘This suggestion is strongly supported by 
the fact that these eight documents figure in the second edition as a compact 
block. Furthermore, the original firman of which no. 9 is a translation is pre- 
served in the Bodleian Library, where, as is well known, a great part of the 
papers left by Harborne are preserved. The firman must once have been

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included among these papers and, as it may be assumed that original and trans- 
lation were kept together, the latter also must have formed part of Harborne's 
papers, from which it may have been selected, with other similar texts, to be 

‚ handed over to Hakluyt either by Harborne himself or through the company's 

- directors.! As regards the remaining three documents, no. r5, the passport 
for Austell, may have been given to Hakluyt by its bearer.* Of nos. 16 and 
17, both belonging to the period of office of Harborne’s successor Barton 
(1588—97), Hakluyt may have got the first, the only political document in the 
series, from the government, which undoubtedly welcomed its publication,® 
whereas the second, the letter of the ‘ sultana,’ belongs to and was taken over 
with“ A description of a Voiage to Constantinople and Syria, etc.’ written in 
1597 by a certain Richard Wrag * who had stayed at the English embassy in 
Constantinople at the time when the letter was delivered to Barton, and then 
must have obtained a copy of it. 

We have further to enquire into the origin of the translations. No. 1, of 
which Hakluyt possessed the Turkish original, was understandable to him only 
in the French translation, which Jenkinson had probably himself procured while 
still at Aleppo and which has been rendered into English probably by Hakluyt. 
The nine documents, 2, 5, 6, 10—15, are given in English only ; although 
nothing is said of the language in which the original translations had been made, 
they were undoubtedly in Latin. In seven cases the original Latin (nos. 3, 
7, 8, 9, 16) or Italian (nos. 4 and 17) translations have been reproduced, all but 
three (nos. 7—9) being accompanied by English translations, some of which 
may have been made by Hakluyt himself. It is probable that the Latin trans- 
lations, as also the lost Latin translations of nos. 2, 5, 6, 10—15 (which are 
preserved in English only), were all from the hand of Mustafa Chaush ; they 
all belong to the period of his activity. 

Mustafa Chaush appears for the first time in March 1579 as writer of a 
letter to Queen Elizabeth which accompanied that of the sultan, the no. 2 of

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our list! His second letter to the queen, of the end of June 1580,* shows 
that she had replied to him on the same date as to the sultan, 25 October 1579.3 
In these letters Mustafa shows himself as the chief factor in the negotiations 
first for a trade licence and then for a capitulation, whose successful conclusion 
he announces in his second letter forwarding its instrument, which he had just 
obtained. He is mentioned again in the supplication presented to the Queen 
Sy the Turkey Company i in the spring or summer of 1582* where he appears 
as ' chief interpreter of the Latin tongue’ whom Harborne at the close of his 
first mission (1 579-82) had left in Constantinople in charge of English interests. 
On his return to Turkey Harborne at his audience of reception (4 May 1583) 5 
presented to the Sultan a letter from the queen ê in which among other things 
a request is made for Mustafa's promotion to the rank of muteferriqa" (‘in 
Mustafaracarum ordinem, ‘unto the degree of the Mustafaraks or chiefe 
pensioners ”) in recognition of the zeal he had shown in the negotiation of the 
* foedus ' (i.e. capitulation). In this document too he appears as the interpreter 
of the Porte (* praeclarus vir Mustafa sacra Caesarea vestre Majestatis Musul- 
mannorum interpres)? A fortnight after the audience Mustafa Chaush wrote 
to the queen a letter, in Latin, announcing that her ambassador had been

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received by the sultan and assuring her of his continual zeal in his master’s and 
her affairs, without any allusion however to his promotion, so that it is doubtful 
whether it ever took place. ‘There was no obstacle to the interpreter’s being at 
the same time in the service of the Porte and in that of a foreign power. Mustafa’s 
position must have been almost the same as that of a certain ‘ Ali-Tchélébi, Turc 
silihtar et écrivain ' 1,(é.e. Katib) in the service of the French ambassador whom 
he assisted ‘en la minute des arz,* traduction des lettres et autres écritures 
nécessaires pour le service.’ The ‘French king wrote on behalf of this Ali 
Tshelebi to the sultan, asking him to confer on him ‘la charge de Musta- 
feraga, avec quarante aspres le jour,’ and we know that in this case the request 
was granted. Mustafa’s letter of March 1579 shows that he assisted Harborne 
already in his first steps ; he was that ‘ Latin interpreter of the Grand Signior ’ 
whose services Harborne was said, in March 1580, to be using on his visits to 
the Porte.* As to the capitulation of June 1580 it may be assumed that he 
participated in the negotiations from the beginning, collaborated in drafting 
the Turkish text, and finally translated it for Harborne into Latin. The Turkish 
text has now been found.5 An orthographic peculiarity suggests Mustafa’s 
nationality : the final ‘s’ of ‘ Wilhelmus,’ Harborne’s Christian name, is 
rendered in Turkish by ‘sh,’ which is characteristic of the Hungarian pro- 
nunciation of this letter. It is thus likely that Mustafa was a compatriot of that 
well-known Hungarian, Murad Bey, who, captured at the age of 17 at Mohacs, 
was one of the Porte’s dragomans under Soliman the Great, Selim II, and 
Murad III, and who has left most interesting ‘ polyglot ’ works now in British 
collections. There were always from four to six and more dragomans in the 
service of the Porte," and it is quite natural that those ' for the Latin tongue :

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should have included natives of the empire’s Roman Catholic province, in whose 
seminaries it was easy to find able Latinists still young enough to be converted 
by education into more or less genuine Moslims and Turks. Thus our Mustafa 
shows a knowledge of Turkish which was certainly sufficient for speech and 
writing in general, although he was far from attaining the arcana of the Ottoman 
diplomatic style : in rendering the formulas which precede the capitulation 
proper and which are almost entirely composed of Arabic and Persian elements 
he appears completely at a loss, whereas in rendering the main text, which is 
written in simpler Turkish, he displays remarkable ability. Sometimes, how- 
ever, he seems to have been negligent, as is shown by ‘ A letter of M. Harborne 
to Mustapha, challenging him for his dishonest dealing in translating of three 
of the Grand Signior his commandements, * ‘in quibus summum aut principale 
deest aut aufertur. We learn from this letter that Harborne had in his service 
another interpreter spoken of as ‘ minimus interpres ' who, perhaps together 
with the ' Secretarius,’ examined Mustafa’s translations.? ‘ Deinceps,’ orders 
the ambassador, ‘cum mandatum aut scriptum aliquod accipias, verbum ad 
verbum convertatur in Latinum sermonem.' ‘The letter is undated, but its 
place among the material relating to Algerian affairs makes it fairly certain that 
the ‘ three commandements ' (‘ mandata ") in question are the firmans written, 
with identical contents, to the three beglerbeys of the Barbary provinces in 
June 1 584 (no. 5). Nothing indicates that the rebuke Mustafa received on 
this occasion put an end to his services and it is very probable that all the firmans 
secured by Harborne during his second mission (1583-8) and even the later 
piece of 1590 (по. 16) were translated.by Mustafa. After 1590, however, 
there was evidently a change in the embassy’s staff of interpreters, for no. 17, 
of 1593, and documents of 1595 and 15963 were translated, not into Latin, 
but into Italian.4

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As has been said above, three of the Hakluyt documents, nos. 3, 9, and то, 
аге now known to us in the Turkish originals. (These figure among certain 
Turkish texts lately published or discovered with which I shall deal elsewhere! 
We have already seen that the original óf no. 9 is preserved in the Bodleian, where 
the firman is the ninth in a bundle of twelve Turkish documents forming 
MS. Turk R (a) ? to which it was probably transferred from Harborne’s papers. 
The Turkish text of no. 3 is likewise preserved at the Bodleian, in MS. Laud. 
Or. 67,3 originally a collection of specimens of official documents, composed 
after 1566 probably at a consulate of an Italian republic, and augmented in the 
years 1603—6, after its acquisition by an Englishman or an English consulate, 
by copies inserted on the blank pages of Turkish documents almost all connected 
with English affairs ; it is among these inserted copies that our no. 3 occurs. 
The Turkish text of no. 10, finally, is one of the fourteen documents found by the 
late Turkish scholar Ahmet Refik in the Ottoman, register * and published by 
him in 1932 under the title ‘The Turks and Queen Elizabeth. 5 АП three 
texts are among those translated by Mustafa and enable us to judge his ability. 
No. 3 is too long to be reproduced here in a fresh translation from the original? 
but those of the two shorter documents nos. 9 and то will suffice for ап estimate 
of Mustafa’s versions. 

No. 9.—The original firman is a sheet of paper 20 in. long and 8: 3 in. wide. 
The upper third is blank except for the word ‘ HE,’ i.e. ‘ The Lord,’ written 
in tiny script at the top near the upper edge and а little to the right of the centre ; 
this word or rather sign, for it has become almost a symbol, is the shortest and 
most current formula of invocation. The text consists of twelve lines, each 
beginning at a distance of 2:4 in. from the right hand edge and reaching the 
` left hand.edge in а slightly mounting curve. Beneath the text, in the left hand 
bottom corner, the place of issue is indicated. , Above the text, in black China 
ink, occupying nearly the whole width of the sheet and equalling in height the 
space of three lines, is drawn the sughra, the imperial monogram containing the

* (Invocatio) HE 1 


(Tughra) Murad, son of Selim Khan, always victorious. 

(Address) The emir of the noble emirs, the grandee of the illustrious grandees, 
the mighty and dignified, the respected and magnificent, the distinguished by 
the abundance of the grace of the Highest King (i.e. God), the beglerbey of 
Egypt, Sinan, may his prosperity endure | 

(Expositio) As soon as the noble imperial sign (i.e. the sughra) arrives it may 
be known : 

The Ambassador of the Queen of England who is at my exalted Porte has 
sent to my felicitous threshold a supplication (arz-w-A4/) notifying that since 
they have actually no consul in Egypt, Vento, who is there the consul for France, 
says ‘the English nation is under our authority ’, and notwithstanding that, 
when he had'formerly disturbed them, my noble firman had been given to 
hinder him, he does not care and does not cease to meddle and interfere with 
the English ; (the ambassador) having requested my noble firman in order that, · 
according to my imperial capitulation (a&dnáme) given to the queen of England, 
the French consul may in future not interfere with the English nation, my noble: 
firman has been given the cadi of Egypt that the French consul may not, against 
my imperial capitulation given to the queen of England, meddle and interfere 
with the English. 

(Dispositio) It has pleased me that you may in future not allow the French 
consul, against that my noble firman and my imperial capitulation, to meddle 
and interfere with the English nation. 

(Sanctio) Thus you may know. 

(Attestation) You may trust the noble sign (i.e. the ughra). 

(Date) Written in the first decade of the blessed month of Ramadan of the 
year nine hundred and ninety four (July 18—27, 1586). 

(Place of issue) In the residence of Constantinople.’ | 

A comparison of this version with that in Hakluyt shows that Mustafa has 
contented himself with the main text which, though abbreviated and somewhat 

` freely rendered with respect to grammatical construction, is translated correctly. 
The address however is replaced by a short headline, the introductory formula 
of the expositio is represented only by its very last word (‘ scito ’), while the date 
‘and the place of issue are completely omitted. The method of abbreviating the 
text by shortening or omitting the standing formulas is the same as that applied 
in the Ottoman register ; this is shown by the Turkish text of no. 10. 
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No. то. Copy made from the original in the Ottoman register (Refik, 
no. 8): 

' * Order to the cadi and the beglerbey of Egypt and to the cadi of Alexandria. 

(Expositio) The ambassador of the queen of the island of England who is at 
my felicitous threshold presented a supplication (arz-«-Aé/) notifying that when 
the merchant named Eduardo Chamberlain,! one of the merchants of the afore- 
said island, died at Alexandria, the consul of France Vento sealed his wares, 
properties, and effects, his room and store, and while his effects were under seal, 
he took and sequestered them all ; (the ambassador) having requested my noble 
firman in order that (the sequestered effects) may be legally handed over to their 
merchants resident there, 

(Dispositio) it has pleased me that, as soon as[the noble imperial sign] arrives, 
you shall summon the litigant parties and, if the case has not been legally dealt with 
already and if fifteen years have not elapsed, you shall examine and investigate 
it and legally deal with it, and after having established that the matter stands as 
it was submitted (arz) and what of the deceased merchant's effects the aforesaid 
Vento has taken and sequestered, you shall hand it all over to the English 
merchants. You shall allow nobody to act contrary to the sire law and against 
the imperial capitulation. 

(Daze) On the 11 Shavvál 993 (6 October 1585). 

A comparison of this translation with that in Hakluyt shows that in both the 
address has been reduced to a short headline and the text begins immediately 
with the expositio proper, the introductory formula being completely omitted. 
'There is, however, a difference in the headlines ; that in Hakluyt shows only the 
cadi of Alexandria as the person addressed, whereas that in the register names two 
other officials as well. "Thus while each of these three officials received a separate 
firman of identical contents, Mustafa contented himself with translating only 
one of them, as he did in the case of the three firmans sent to the beglerbeys of 
the Barbary provinces ; of these his'translation takes into account only that to 
the beglerbey of Algiers (no. 5). The final formula is preserved only in Hakluyt, 
the date only in the register copy. The place of issue is omitted in both. As 
appears from this comparison, Mustafa did not translate from the register copy, 
though he applies the same method of abbreviating as was used at the register 
office. 

As regards the main text, this contains some obvious inexactitudes, such as 

‘ goods and merchandise ' instead of ‘ effects.’ In changing the simple * Queen’ 
to ‘ the Queenes most excellent Majestie,’ Mustafa follows a tendency common

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to almost all translators of that time, anxious to dress up the too unceremonious 
language used by the Porte when referring to Christian princes. As to the 
difference in the term of prescription (five years instead of the correct fifteen), 
the responsibility for this error must lie rather with the English translator than 
with Mustafa, who can hardly have made a mistake in a matter of such common 
knowledge. In general it may be said once more that Mustafa has succeeded 
in producing a correct and intelligible rendering of the clumsy Turkish 
constructions. 

Even where we are not so lucky as to possess the Turkish texts of the 
Hakluyt documents, our knowledge of Ottoman diplomatic technique? 
enables us to form an idea of what the originals must have been like. "The 
Ottoman documents are written on sheets of paper considerably longer than 
they are wide : 8—10 in. wide and twice ог three times as long is the most 
frequent size in the sixteenth century, but еге are also documents, e.g. capitu- 
lations, as much as one yard wide and 2—3 yards long. If issued by the sultan, 
or in his name, the documents bear the imperial monogram, the sughra, traced 
by special scribes and, owing to its position and shape, the most conspicuous 
: element of an imperial document. 

The most frequent type of imperial documents is, as I shall call it here, the 
‘firman,’ i.e. ‘command.’ ‘The majority of the Hakluyt documents (nos. 5-15) 
are of this type, for which I refer to my description and translation of the original 
ofno.9. Аз there shown, a firman consists of the nine following parts : 

I. The mvocati. It is completely ignored in all the eleven translations. 

2. The tughra. Also ignored in the translations. 

3. The address, followed by the formula of benediction. Both have well- 
established forms for each category of officials. They are rendered in extenso 
only in no. 14 ; but the form they had to take in a firman to a beglerbey can be 
seen from my translation of no. 9, and Mustafa’s inability to translate guch 
formulas, already alluded to, will be noticed. In nos. 7 and гу the address 
‘appears, much shortened, at the beginning of the text ; in nos. 5, 6, 8—13, as 
short headlines. Nos. 7, 12, and 15, are addressed to more than one official ; 
in such cases the firmans contain the complete addresses and formulas of bene- 
diction due to each official or category of officials, beginning with that of the 
highest 1n rank.

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4: The expositio (or narratio), introduced by the formula ‘ As soon as the 
noble imperial sign (i.e. the sughra, but it may here also mean ‘ firman ’) arrives, 
it may be known that . . .,’ which is rendered in extenso in nos. 5, 6 (‘ when 
this commandement shall come unto you, know you that . . .’), 12, 13, and 
14 ; is reduced to its final phrase in nos. 7, 9, and 15 (‘ know that’) ; and is 
completely omitted in nos. 8, 10, and 11. 

5. The dispositio, linked to the expositio by a connecting formula such as 
* (wherefore) it has pleased me that’. . .,’ ‘it is necessary that . . .,’ ‘as soon 
as the noble firman arrives, it is necessary that . . .' (of. no. тт: ‘ wherefore 
we command thee that having received this our commandement’), ‘ I have given 
this noble firman and ordered that . . .' This connecting formula is rendered 
in all the eleven translations. 

6. The sanctio, consisting of a formula such as ‘thus you may know’ (f. 
no. 6: * This know you for certaine ”), ‘ now you shall proceed according to 
that,’ ‘ in future you must allow nobody to act against my noble firman.’ Some- 
times, instead of the sanctio or in addition to it, a comminatory formula is to be 
found, such as * If they act against my firman I shall send my servants and cause 
them to bring grave disaster upon them.’ The sanctio is rendered in all the 
translations. 

7. A formula attesting the authenticity of the firman by pointing to the 
` ш уа: ' You may trust the noble sign,’ well rendered by ‘ insigni Caesareo 
fidem adhibeto,’ ‘ credite this our seal,’ and similarly in nos. 7—12 and 15; 
whereas ‘ give credite to this our commandement,’ in nos. 5 and 6, is less 
fortunate, since it does not express the reference to the zughra which is here 
essential. 

8. The date. It has been omitted in nos. 8-13 and 15, is incomplete in 
nos. 6 and 7, complete but entirely or partly converted into the Christian date 
in nos. § and 14. (Dates which are rendered fully and without alteration are 
to be found in nos: 16 and 17.) 

9. The place of issue. This is given only in nos. 5, б, and 14, where it is 
placed before the date. | 

At first glance no. 1, the trade licence granted to Jenkinson in 1553, may 
also seem to be such a firman. Passing over the invocatio, the translator begins 
with the words ‘ Sultan Solyman, &c.’ which represent the contents of the 
Jughra. There isa reference to the tughra in the remark at the end of the text : 
‘ signed with the scepter and signet of the grand Signior, with his owne proper 
hand’ ; at any rate there was on the document nothing else, neither seal nor 
signature, to which the remark could apply. It has probably been added by 
Hakluyt who, as we have seen, had the original before his eyes ; the shape of 
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the sughra must have suggested to him a sceptre, which is not surprising ; , but 
he was wrong in assuming that the sign was drawn by the sultan himself. 
What follows suggests a series of abbreviated addresses, which however do not 
include those to the various navy officers, who receive directions further on in 
the text ; on the other hand the document is practically directed to the totality 
of the sultan's subjects. It is therefore probable that the document was of the 
special type used when a communication was addressed tq all the officials and 
subjects of the empire. I shall refer to this type as Nish4n-i-sherif because of 
the formula with which, after the sughra, the text of such a document begins, 
entirely omitting the address. This formula, which means ‘ The noble sign 
(. . . orders that)’ and fills, written in a special manner, the first line, is fol- 
‚ lowed by the expositio, introduced by the word ‘now’ or ‘formerly.’ The 
translator of no. 1 has omitted the * noble sign ' formula as well as the whole 
expositio, which must have related how Jenkinson had come to the Porte and 
asked for the various privileges as they are enumerated in the dispositio. The 
latter must have been introduced by ‘ whereupon I have given to the aforesaid 
this imperial licence and it has pleased me that’ (it is here that the transla- 
tion begins) ‘ my beglerbeys (‘ Viceroyes ’), sanjaqbeys, cadis, subashis (^ other 
Justices ’), sipahis (‘ officers ’), and servants (* subjects,’ obviously for Turkish 
' qul’? meaning especially the janissaries)+ of Tripolis in Syria . . . and of all 
the other places in our well-protected provinces, if they find the aforesaid bearer 
of this, . . > The character of the document could, it is true, be determined 
with complete certainty only if the original were discovered, and as it was once 
in Hakluyt's'possession,? it may some day be forthcoming. It would probably 
tell us also ‘ under which banner,’ i.e. under the protection of which of the 
Christian states at that time on terms of treaty with the sultan, Jenkinson had 
entered the empire and approached Soleiman, an important detail which may be 
assumed to have figured in the expositio. . 

Like all the Ottoman capitulations,‘ no. 3, the first capitulation granted

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to England, is a Nishán-i-sherff, as is clearly apparent from the copy in MS.: 
Laud. Or. 67 and the fragmentary copy in the Ottòman register (Refik, 
no. 5). These give the text as it circulated in numerous copies issued for 
ordinary use, whereas the translation in Hakluyt has been made from the unique 
copy destined to be sent to the queen. It contains in addition, preceding the 
text proper (which is identical with that of the ordinary copies), elements of 
‘the ‘solemn imperial letter,’ viz. a second invocatio and a long enumeration 
of the sultan's titles (situato). An address, an indispénsable element in à real 
imperial letter, has however not been added. The first invocatio is ignored ; 
it was probably of a longer form than the ‘ НЕ? of the ordinary firmans. The 
second invocatio is much shortened and disfigured in the translation but can be 
approximately reconstructed; it must have read practically as follows: ‘Through. 
the grace of the Lord of оу: exalted be his power and extolled his word, and 
through the assistance of the miracles of Mohammed Mustafa, the seal of his 
Prophets . . .’ The éntitulatio equally needs correction ; it begins with : ‘I 
who am the sultán of the sultáns ef the (present) time and the proof of the 
Khaqáns of (all) the epochs (past), the giver of crowns to the Chosroes of the 
world, the shadow of God the All-Bounteous King, the Padisháh and Sultan, 
Shahinsháh and Kliagán of the (two) noblest among the cities and countries, 
the (two), holiest among the provinces and regions,! (namely) of the honored 
and dignified Mecca and the enlightened Medina, (further) of the noble Quds 
(Jerusalem) and of . . .,'* and ends with the sultan’s and his ancestors’ names. 
What follows, * Nos printeps potentissimus Murad Can,’ must represent the 
contents of the sughra, whereas its continuation ‘ hoc in signum nostre Cesaree 
amicitie significamus, manifestamus, quod’ looks like a paraphrase of the 

‘noble sign ' formula ; this in any case introduces the Turkish text, which here 
bégins and is correctly reproduced by the-translation until the end. The latter, 
being remarkably good and made from the archetype, is even of assistance in 
the restitution of the original text. Its date ‘998, in principio mensis Junii, 
anno autem Jesu 1580’ accords with that given by the Oxford сору: ‘in the 
last decade of Rabi II 998 ° = June 5-13, 1580. 

No. 2, Murad's first letter to the Queen,® is an example of a further

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type of imperial document, the ' imperial letter’ (xdme-i-humdyiin). ‘This type 


follows the scheme of the ‘ firman’ but in general the formulas are more polite 
and, if it is a ‘ solemn imperial letter’ a second invocatio and the tntitulatio are > 
introduced as mentioned above. Our no. 2 is an ordinary letter. Omitting 
invocatio and tughra, the translation begins with the address, which, as we know 
from letters preserved in Turkish, must have read as follows : ‘Glory of the 
ladies worshipping Jesus, selected among the noble wonien in the Messiah’s 
community, governing the affairs of Christendom, trailing the trains of splendour 
and dignity, queen of the dominion of England—may her latter moments be 
concluded with good.’ The translation in Hakluyt is very different, and seems 
to follow a tradition established among the interpreters, for we read in the 
translation of an imperial letter to Henri III of France? ' distillateur des 
continuelles pluyes de majesté et gravité in our no. 16 ' nubes pluviarum 
gratissima,’ and ‘ nubbia di pioggio, fonte et splendor ' in another letter to, the 
Queen.? The formula of benediction is that which normally follows the name 
ofa Christian prince. It means © may she (or he) embrace Islam before her (his) 
end’ and had of course to be altered in translation. The introduction of the . 
-expositio ends with the quotation of the dispositio of the licence? granted to 
Harborne : ‘we therefore have sent out our Imperiall commandement to all ' 
our kings (beglerbeys), judges, . . . all condemned persons, . . .' The last 
words should obviously read ‘ our servants ' (gulum) and constitute a very serious 
mistake, for which however the English translator may be responsible. The 
dispositio of the licence, which forms part of the expositio of our document, is 
followed by the dispositio of the latter, introduced by ‘ therefore when these our 
Imperiall letters shall be brought to your most excellent Regall Majestie ' or, 
as it must have read in the original, ‘ (therefore) it is necessary that when our 
glorious imperial letter arrives. . . .' 

Unlike the documents hitherto mentioned the remaining three do not 
emanate from the sultan and are therefore without the imperial sughra. 

No. 17 is a letter of Safiya Sultân, the first lady in the sultan’s harem 
(khassekf) and mother of the heir to the throne (v4/ide), but by no means the 
sultan’s ‘ wife,’ though she was of the greatest influence in all political affairs 
and was called by the Europeans ‘ Sultana,’ ‘Gran Sultana,’ or ‘ Empresse.' 4

is mother to him which was heire to the crown Imperial) is had in far greater reverence than any of his 
other Queens or concubines.’ 
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Her letter imitates the “solemn imperial letter,’ starting with two invocations 
(which the translator fuses into one, the first being ‘ The mentioning of God is 
rightly the first, and best thing ' and the second beginning with ' In the name 
of him who . . .’) and an intitulatio which, however, does not refer to the writer 
-herself but to the sultan, and that not as her * husband ' but as the father of her 
son Mehmed, and therefore begins with ‘ He who is’ instead of ‘I who am’ 
(cf. по. 3). The translation of the address does not follow the traditional scheme 
of the interpreters and is therefore free from the latter’s mistakes. As a whole 
the first of the Italian translations (see above, p. 130) may be judged a respectable 
performance, considering the special difficulties of the very flowery style.* 

No. 4 is a passport issued by the beglerbey of Algiers. It is difficult to 
form an opinion of this document, for we have no original with which to compare 
it. Its authenticity however is proved by its ending : 'sigillato del nostro 
reggio sigillo, e fermato della gran ferma ' which refers to the penishe and the 
seal which were in fact required on a document issued by a beglerbey. The 
pentshe somewhat resembles the imperial sughra but differs clearly from the latter 
not only in shape but also by its place in the margin, where it stands beside the 
text ‘but at right angles to the lines. 

No. 16, the letter of Sinan Pasha, the Grand Vizier (who held this office for 
the second time from April 1589 to August 159 1), must also have borne 
penishe and seal, though the translation makes по mention of these. The 
address is rendered according to the traditional interpreter clause, the intro- 
ductory formula is the same as іп по. 2. Аз previously observed, it is the only 
political document in the whole series, but we now know that many other letters 
were exchanged on political subjects, and a number of these have even been 
recovered. This confirms the belief that this document was specially released 
for publication by the English government. . 

I have had to limit myself to an analysis of the external features of our . 
documents. A commentary on their contents will be found in my future 


publication referred to above, where many new documents will help to explain 
them. | PauL WITTEK.

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XL.—The method of handling the cargoes of mediaeval merchant galleys 


Амомб the municipal MSS. of Southampton corporation is a series of docu- 
ments of considerable interest to students of mediaeval maritime history. ' 
Southampton was one of the three English ports visited by the Venetian state 
fleets of trading galleys in the middle ages, and was their chief port of call in 
this country from 1460 until they ceased their visits in 1533. The carpoes 
they discharged on the town quay contained many rare commodities. Eastern 
spices and drugs, precious stones, costly silks, velvets and cloth of gold, armour 
and weapons, and many small but costly novelties finding a ready market 
among the nobility and higher clergy, were discharged from their holds. On 
the return journey these were filled with a more prosaic cargo—finest Cotswold 
wool and woolfells, white and scarlet cloth, tin, lead, and pewter vessels. Very 
little, however, is known of the method of handling these cargoes or the facilities 
afforded them in the English ports which they visited. The series of docu- 
ments enrolled in the stewards’ account books at Southampton throws much 
new light on this point and is almost certainly unique among English records. 
Loading and unloading of cargoes was usually done at the expense of the 
ship’s patron, or captain, as we should call him to-day. Arriving at Southamp- 
ton the capitaneus, а Venetian nobleman commanding the entire fleet, and the 
patrons, commanding the individual galleys, would contract with the mayor 
for the loan of all the equipment necessary for this operation. Enrolled in 
the stewards’ books are a number of receipts which show that £5 per galley 
was the usual rate of payment, with additional compensation for losses or break- 
agés of equipment when in their possession.? Each year the replacement of 
losses and breakages of the previous year is recorded, usually in a lump sum 
for all the repairs, but the stewards of 1481, 1488, 1494, 1509, and 1522, - 
entered in their accounts full details of this work, item by item, and the pay- 
ments they made to the individual craftsmen and labourers engaged in it. 

The most detailed of these accounts is printed below. 
It is evident that the mayor and steward of Soüthampton took a very active

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part in the preparation of the equipment. The steward constantly records 
payments for horse hire or for his passage across Southampton Water when 
seeking suitable timber in the neighbourhood. Не is often accompanied by 
the town carpenter or the galley carpenters, and in 1488 the mayor himself 
accompanies him to Beaulieu abbey, in the New Forest, to buy elms from the 
abbot's'woods. The timber was carefully selected, supplies being drawn 
from a wide area around Southampton. Elms came chiefly from places on 
the,outskirts of the New Forest, usually from Beaulieu, Hythe, Marchwood, 
and Exbury. Most of the oaks came from Eling, also on the borders of the 
Forest, but the ashes used are almost invariably from Botley or Droxford, to 
the east of Southampton, and the elders from VU on the same side of 
Southampton Water. 

Once the timber had been purchased, it was necessary to have it felled and 
transported to Southampton, and where local labour was scarce the steward 
had to send men from Southampton to do this. Often the steward employed 
the foreign carpenters carried on the galleys to help the local workmen, and we 
find them travelling through the New Forest with an English guide and working 
there under the direction of the town carpenter. Wherever possible the timber 
_ was taken to Southampton by water, and when no suitable local boat could be 
found, the small gondolas or boats carried on the galleys were sent with a number 
of the galleymen to fetch it. 

Arriving at Southampton, all the timber was taken to the Rounceval, ane 
of the town buildings close to the West Quay, where galleymen and Southamp- 
ton craftsmen worked side by side making the various pieces of equipment. 
Scattered throughout the documents are many unfamiliar words, mostly derived 
from Italian sources, which designate the various pieces. ‘The use of these 
words instead of the English equivalents would seem to bear out Professor 
Sayous' statement that a polyglot language was usually employed for business 
purposes among people of different nationalities. The equipment includes 
derricks and an enormous number of slices (sklyces) for stowing cargo (styves), 
with vices (vyses), wooden horses ог trestles for sawing timber, single and double 
pulleys (polles, polyse, pulles), capstans and capstan bars (arigons and pewrrelles),: 
wooden beams (174965) and supports for the mast when lowered (michel 
heddes).® ‘The entire apparatus is usually referred to loosely as ‘ the styves,’ 
presumably derived from the Italian ‘ stivare —to stow cargo. 

It is interesting to note the different rates of payment received by the English

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and foreign craftsmen. Each galley carpenter is usually oe 8d. a day, 


the rowers helping ‘him as labourers receiving 64. or sometimes 44. a day. 
The native carpenters, however, never get more than 64. a day. This higher 
rate of pay for foreign carpenters was not always approved, for in 1488 the 
steward, Richard Folower, in recording their higher wages, adds that they 
were paid ' by the commandment of M* Mayer ffor he made the bargayn,' 
implying that he himself, at any rate, was not responsible for it.

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- NOTES AND NEWS 


- Mr. PansLoz has resigned his post as Secretary and Librarian of the Institute 
as from 15 June 1943 to take up the secretaryship of the Institute of Welding. 

Mr. Parsloe first came to the Institute as a research librarian in September 
1922; he was appointed administrative assistant in 1925, and succeeded 
Dr. Meikle as secretary and librarian in September 1927. From that time, 
except for holidays and ten months’ absence at the beginning of the war, he was 
continually at his post : his contribution to the development and expansion of 
the Institute went far beyond anything that could be expected from even the 
most devoted performance of routine duties. He conducted seminars, alone 
or in association with other teachers, from 1926 to 1933 and again in 1938—9 : 
in the last year he was mainly responsible for the organisation of an experi- 
mental series of lectures delivered by specialists on the less familiar fields of 
historical study. In the library his chief work was its detailed classification, 
a work begun in 1932 and continued as far as was practicable in the succeeding 
years. The library was much enlarged by gift, purchase, or exchange ; the 
great collection of university, college, and school registers is one of the most 
noteworthy and most characteristic increments. Establishing relations with 
other learned bodies and co-ordinating the Institute's work with theirs was an 
important and valuable task. The gift in 1932 of the copyright and materials 
of the Victoria History of the Counties of England involved much extra work, 
especially as regards its business management ; and Mr. Parsloe gave it a full 
measure of his customary zeal and efficiency. 

He acted for many years as sub-editor of this Вот ; and, first with 
Professor Pollard and then with Mr. Johnson, was largely responsible for the 
establishment and maintenance of its editorial practice and standards, and a 
number of BuLLETIN assistants are indebted to him for their training. The 
inception of the series of ‘ Bibliographical aids to research ' was due to him, and 
his assistance to the various compilers sometimes amounted to collaboration ; 
the development and present forni of other features of the periodical were 
largely his work. In 1925 he was entrusted by a joint committee of the Con- 
gress of Archaeological Societies and of the Institute with the preparation of a 
Guide to the historical publications of the societies of England and Wales. Although 
it has not yet been possible to publish this, he and Mrs. Parsloe have collected 
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much material for it, and compiled the annual continuations of it which have 
been published as supplements to the BuLLETIN since 1929. 
Teachers, students, and members of the staff of the Institute, will hear of 


Mr. Parsloe's resignation with deep regret and wish him prosperity in his new: : 


post. The Acting Director of the Institute and the Acting Editor of its BULLETIN 
have alike relied, and not in vain, on his help and guidance in unfamiliar 
waters ; but for his assistance (and that of Miss Davis) they could not have 
cared. out their task. They, and all who ave been concerned in the Insti- 
tute's affairs, will share the regret at his departure, and join in the expression of 
good-will. |

The Royal Commission on Historical Manuscripts has reprinted as a 
pamphlet, with some changes in detail, the list of untraced collections published 
in the last number of the BuLLETIN, and has now ascertained the present location 
of the following collections or parts of collections : Barclay-Allardice (sth Rep.), 
Boycott (10th Rep. iv.), Dryden (2nd Rep.), Effingham (3rd Rep.), Ellacombe 
(sth Rep.), Ffolkes (King’s Lynn register only, 3rd Rep.), Glasgow (Crawford 
‚ Priory) (3rd Rep.), Hare (Borden Wood) (14th Rep. ix.), James (Salisbury) (1st 
Rep.) Kilmorey (то Rep. iv.), [Barrett-] Lennard (13th Rep. iv.), Milne 
Home (No. 57), Webb (the Coningsby papers only—7th Rep.) and Woodforde 
(gth Rep. u.). These results are encouraging and it is proposed to give wider 
publicity to the list of untraced collections, in the hope of further replies. The 
question of making the new information available for historical students is to be 
considered. 

We may add, with reference to the Baginton (Bromley-Davenport) collec- 
tion, that the ‘ MS. of Fabian’ is now Guildhall Library MS. 3313. Thanks 
to the munificence of the donor, the late Lord Wakefield, an edition of the 
text, prepared by Dr. A. Н. Thomas and the late Miss I. D. Thornley, was 
issued in 1938 as The Great Chronicle of London.

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It is pleasant to be able to record an outstanding success in the campaign 
to save important historical documents from being pulped : the rescue of a 
package of about twenty memoranda and secret reports on the condition of Prussia 
in 1811 and’on the state of Napoleon's armies before and during the campaign 
of 1812. This achievement, which is described in The Times of 23 February, 
was due first to boy scouts at Woodbridge in Suffolk and then to Miss 
Lilian Redstone, the British Records Association’s referee. It must be unusual 
for documents so spectacular to come to light in this way ; it is desirable that 
the public should realise this ; and that it is the object of the campaign to 
save not orily such papers, but also those which, being far more commonplace 
in origin and of far less political interest, have little commercial value but are 
essential for the history of everyday life. :

‘Tue use of the word ‘ popularisation’ in the Note on Walter Bell in our last number 
(кіх. 84) may mislead some historians. АП his works were undoubtedly popular, in the 
best sense, but even his lightest essays usually include archaeological or historical informa- 
tjon derived from personal observation or from other original material and are illustrated 
by facsimiles of manuscripts and many quotations from documents ; and he published three 
a substantial volumes which were the fruit of extensive and careful research. In the first, 
Fleet Street, a laborious compilation mostly from well-known sources, there occurs one of 

` his most interesting discoveries, the entry of the baptism of Samuel Pepys (formerly said to 
be born near Huntingdon) in the manuscript register of St. Bride's. Both the others, The 
Great Fire and The Great Plagye, contain important additions to our knowledge of the 
London of the Restoration. His professional hours of work often made it possible for 
him to spend mornings at the Guildhall, the Record Office and the British Museum ; and 
he himself possessed a good collection of pamphlets and broadsides, an essentially topical 
type of material whose value as evidence his journalistic experience made him particularly 
competent to assess. For example, he conclusively showed in The Great Plague that Defoe’s 
oft-quoted ‘fournal is merely fiction, based on the false assumption that a set of Orders 
published in 1646 and reprinted ? 1665 were actually carried out ; so that any work written 
after 1722, when Defoe’s appeared, ‘must only be used with extreme caution, as he 
remarks in discussing his own comprehensive list of authorities. His second book on The 
Tower of London (1935 : quite different from that of 1921 with the same title) well fulfils 
its object ‘to gather together the results of expert inquiry,’ archaeological and historical, 
‘in the last fifty years, which are widely scattered among technical publications’; it in- 
cludes for instance Mr. Clapham’s elucidation of the early history of the White Tower 
and a discussion, accompanied by a note from Professor Stenton, of the part played in its 
building by Gundulf, with a warning that there is no réal evidence for the hitherto accepted 
date, 1078. ` i

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* Proceedings and Debates of the British Parliaments respecting North America.’ Vol. V, 
1739-1754. Ed. Leo Francis Stock. Carnegie Institution, Washington. 1941. 
Pp. xxv, 658. $4.00. 

All students of colonial history will welcome the appearance, in spite of war-time 
difficulties, of this further instalment of Professor Stock's series of debates. Тһе preceding 
volume ended with the outbreak of the war of Jenkins’s Ear. The present volume covers 
the remaining sessions of the second parliament of George II, which witnessed the steady 
decline of Walpole’s control over the house of commons ; and the whole of the third and 
fourth parliaments of George II (1741-47 and 1747—54), thus bringing the story down to 
the eve of the outbreak of the Seven Years’ War. It also includes the proceedings of the 
parliament of Ireland for the same period. 

The convention of the Pardo, his delay in declaring war on Spain and his mismanage- 
ment of the^war when he had at last been driven to declare it were the principal themes of 
the parliamentary opposition to Walpole during the closing years of his career. Their 
colonial aspects form the chief subject-matter of the earlier debates included in this volume, 
As in the earlier volumes, a very large number of the debates are concerned with economic 
matters. In addition to general questions relating to trade, certain infant colonial industries 
received encouragement during this period ; the production of raw silk, for example, and 
the manufacture of indigo and potash. The debates on these questions sometimes provide 
vivid pictures of the technical processes involved ; ‘the hazards of the whale fishery, for 
instance, and the very high degree of skill and training required by ‘ harpooneers, line- 
coilers and steersmen ’ are graphically described on p. 326. 

The Gentleman’s Magazine and the London Magazine again provide most of the material 
drawn from published reports. ‘These reports are, as Professor Stock points-out, open to 
the same ‘criticism as those used for his preceding volume. With the exception of a few - 
speeches supplied by the speakers themselves, the material for them was obtained by clandestine 
means, in the face of strong opposition from both houses of parliament, and unless some 
corroborative evidence is available it is unwise to regard them as anything more than indica- 
tions of the chief topics discussed and of the current opinions upon these topics. After 
1738 much greater stringency was shown by both houses over the question of reporting 
debates, and the reliability of the published reports included in the present volume is, there- 
fore, even more open to doubt than that of the reports prior to 1738. On the other hand, 
three valuable new sources of information become available for this period : the shorthand 
notes of debates in the lords taken by Archbishop Secker; the parliamentary journal of 
Philip Yorke, covering the years 1743-5 ; and the Chatham MSS. in the Public Record 
Office. The diary of the earl of Egmont provides valuable information on all matters 
relating to the colony of Georgia, às Egmont was a trustee and invariably attended debates 
concerning the colony. He had, however, ceased to be a member of parliament in 1734, 
and the value of his diary as a source for parliamentary debates in general greatly decreases 
after that date. 

The debates in the parliament of Ireland are drawn exclusively from the journals of 
the two houses and contain much interesting information on the subject of the transportation 
of convicted felons to the American colonies.

,At a time when historical research and publication in this country are sinking, so far as 
quantity is concerned, to a low ebb, it is a pleasure to be able to welcome a new American 
historical periodical. The present ‘Journal’ resembles ‘Economic ‘History’ and the 
‘Economic History Review’ in contents and form: a collection of well-documented ге- 
search articles, with a few of rather different character ; reviews and short notices of books ; 
and lists of books recently published. The subjects of the articles range in time and place 
from classical antiquity and the ancient east to contemporary America and Europe ; although 
the American nineteenth century receives more attention than any other field, the paper is 
decidedly international in its scope ; it also includes articles on method as applied to economic 
history. The supplement, * Тһе tasks of economic history,’ consists of papers read at the 
second annual meeting of the Economic History Association ; while some of them do not 
appear to differ in character from those in the ordinary issues, a series of four constitute a 
“symposium on profits and the entrepreneur.’ 

_A list of the articles especially bearing on English and British history will perhaps best show 
the range : Professor М. Neilson, ‘ Early English woodland and waste’ ; Miss S. L. Thrupp, 
* Medieval gilds reconsidered’ ; А. E. Smith, ‘ New light on some of America’s “ first” 
families’ (a bad title for an article on the recruiting of indentured labour in Great Britain 
and Ireland) ; J. С. Gazley, * Arthur Young and the Society of Arts’; С. W. Zinke, ‘ Six 
letters from Malthus to Pierre Prévost’ (a note followed by documents, rather than an 
article); К. О. Walker, ‘The Classical Economists and the factory acts’ ; D. Creamer, 
‘Recruiting contract labor for the Amoskeag Mills? Mr. E. А. J. Johnson, the editor, is 
to be congratulated on bringing together articles so catholic in their range ; the individual 
contributors on the importance of their subjects and the standards attained in their treatment 
of them. It is to be hoped that the ‘ Journal ’ will have а long and prosperous career. 


‘Subject guide to reference books.’ By Herbert S. Hirshberg. Chicago: American 
Library Association. 1942. Рр. xvi + 260. 

This book, to quote Mr. Hirshberg’s preface, ‘is designed to be a ready-reference tool 
for the librarian’s desk and to point the way to or recall sources of information in books 
commonly held as well as йз some less well-known.’ ‘To achieve this purpose the books are 
‘ grouped in a succession of units or bibliographies on selected subjects and types of questions 
most frequently asked.’ “he selection of subjects was determined by experience in the 
' Cleveland Public Library and elsewhere ; but was further influenced by ‘the existence or 
. non-existence of reference books in the field? * The units are arranged in alphabetic subject 
order with cross references interspersed so that the user can turn directly to the unit wanted 
without consultation of an index? ‘The main alphabetical series is supplemented by an 
alphabetical list of units (i.e. the separate subject-headings in it), a classified list of them, and 
an index of the books cited in the text. 

For relatively simple subjects the plan has one great merit : it is possible to find with the 
minimum of trouble short and useful lists of books on them. But this is achieved only by 
fairly frequent citations, under the various headings, of certain books of universal or very 
general reference, notably some encyclopaedias ; as considerations of space forbid citations 
everywhere where they are desirable, even for simple subjects the plan is not altogether 
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satisfactory. In the construction of such guides as this there are two elements to be con- 
sidered : the subjects and the books. While systematization is essential it can be carried 
to procrustean extremes. One subject is not equal to another, nor one book to another ; 
it is necessary therefore to devise a plan which, while closely suited to the majority of books 
and of subjects, will allow in each case for the exceptional. | 

The larger subjects, while treated аз ‘ units,’ have to be broken up into their component 
parts ;. the arrangement is shown by a ‘ plan of unit? in each case. In general the arrange- 
ment is under headings and sub-headings ; the former proceed from the general to the 
particular ; the latter are in alphabetical order. This works well enough so long as these 
subjects keep within two or three pages, as do all except one ; but that, Biography, occupies 
twenty pages, and it is difficult to find what one requires in it without overmuch consultation 
of the plan. Better devised typography and more adequate page-headings would make this 
section much easier to use. 

The lists of books in each section—whether the section forms a complete ‘ unit,’ a 
division, or a subdivision—are.arranged in alphabetical order. ‘The sections are so short that 
they can be read through quickly ; some notes are given to help the enquirer ; but here the 
alphabetical order is almost valueless ; the enquirer wants the more general works first, both 
the extensive and the concise, and then other works which may deal more fully with special 
fields ; where a section contains books on limited and mutually exclusive fields (e.g. Bio- 
graphy—special classes : Religion, which includes general religious encyclopaedias, sectarian 
encyclopaedias, and a dictionary of hymnology) the bankruptcy of the system is apparent. 

One other defect is worth noting. Mr. Hirshberg has very rightly decided not to give 
inessential bibliographical details. He has less properly omitted ‘complete citation of 
general encyclopaedias and dictionaries with dates of latest revisions or editions’ ; this, 
taken in conjunction with his plan, makes it impossible for him to give any indication of 
the comparative utility of the different editions of the Encyclopaedia Britannica. 

This is not the place in which to discuss the utility for British librarians of either the 
subjects or the books listed. Despite the divergence between British and American require- 
ments the book should be of considerable interest to them ; and, if not the best book that 
could be devised to meet the requirements envisaged, is nevertheless likely to prove a valuable 
aid. 


* Latin America,’ compiled by Dr. К. A. Humphreys for the ‘ Chatham House biblio- 
graphies’ (Royal Institute of International Affairs; 1941 ; rs. 64.) is too short and too 
restricted in range—there are barely thirty pages of text and only works in English are in- 
cluded—to be more than introductory. Its arrangement is, however, of considerable interest : 
after notes on bibliography and periodicals come books on the whole field, grouped partly 
by subject, partly by period ; then books on the separate countries ; introductory notes to 
the various sections list the most important. The last section of all, on travels, fiction, etc., 
seems rather too miscellaneous, but in so short a bibliography this was scarcely to be avoided ; 
otherwise the plan is well devised for its purpose. 
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CXC.—The Church of England and puri- 
tanism during the primacy of Bancroft, 
1604-1610. ByS. Barron ВАВВАСЕ, 
Ph.D. 


By his sermon at St. Paul’s Cross on 
9 Feb. 1588/9, and by his subsequent 
writings published in 1593, Richard Ban- 
croft sprang before the public eye as an 
ardent opponent of puritanism. By his 
trenchant polemic the whole basis in the 
puritan controversy was altered, and episco- 
pacy had now to be proved, not merely in- 
expedient, but also unscriptural Reward 
for these services followed with his nomina- 
tion to the bishopric of London in 1597, and 
with his translation to Canterbury in 1604. 

‘The accession of James VI of Scotland to 
the throne of England was the signal for a 
recrudescence of puritanism. The reign 
was inaugurated with the presentation of 
the Millenary Petition. ‘The thesis traces in 
detail the extensive and co-ordinated puritan 
propaganda which.preceded the Hampton 
Court conference. ‘The sessions of the 
conference are described, and it is shown 
how the erection of the presbyterian polity 
was the real objective behind the puritan 
demands. ‘The royal partisanship rendered 
- any dispassionate adjudication between the 
two parties impossible, and the conference 
concluded with a threat that the puritans 
must either conform or suffer deprivation. 

Sure of the royal support, the church 
began to strengthen its internal organization. 
Largely through the instrumentality of 
Bancroft, the entire canons of the church 
were revised and co-ordinated. “The ante- 
cedents of the canons are traced, and their 
relevance to the existing puritan threat is 
shown. Fortified with a coherent body of 
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canons, the bishops ‘were able to proceed to 
the enforcement of conformity. ‘They were 
willing that a certain period of grace should 
first elapse, so that some differentiation 
could be made between those who were 
totally blind and those who might eventually 
see the light. With the threat of vigorous 
disciplinary action before them the puritans 
were instant in petitioning the king. There 
was a pathetic belief on their part that the 
coercive zeal of the bishops was not shared 
by him. The contrary was in fact the 
case: the bishops continued to receive 
royal admonitions to be more forward in 
enforcing conformity. Ignorant of the real 
position, the puritans showered petitions and 
pamphlets upon him. In many cases these 


“were inspired by an active and intelligent 


group of puritans at London, who circu- 
larized directions to their local sympathisers. 
The directions diplomatically advised the 
petitioners to concentrate on the ‘ godly and 
painful’ labours of those threatened with 
deprivation. Тһе pamphlets dealt more 
discursively with sundry topics: subscrip- 
tion to the Three Articles, ceremonies, and 
the liturgy. 

Despite the vigorous literary counter- 
offensive of the puritans, the bishops pro- 
ceeded to deprive the recalcitrant. It was 
clear that leniency was not going to effect 
the desired uniformity. ‘The church and 
state had to decide whether to enforce a 
strict uniformity on the clergy, or whether 
to recognize and tolerate an open non-con- 
formity. Historians have given the most 
divergent estimates of the number deprived. 
The thesis gives detailed. evidence of the 
number of those deprived in each of the 
main dioceses. 

This information has been obtained by an 
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examination of episcopal registers and court 
books, of institution books, and of visitation 
books. ‘This has enabled biographical 4е- 
tails to be given about all the chief puritans 
who were deprived. It emerges that the 
total number of those who suffered depriva- 
tion was about ninety ; that approximately 
one-fifth of these subsequently conformed 
and were reinstituted ; that only the most 
factious and stubborn were actually deprived 
for refusing both to conform and to sub- 
scribe ; - that the deprived clergy were а 
typical cross-section of the clergy, neither 
better nor worse educated than the average 
conforming incumbent; and that the 
bishops themselves were actuated by a 
genuine reluctance to proceed to extremities, 
endeavouring by all means to.reclaim the 
obstinate. 

It would be misleading to suppose that 
puritanism was eradicated by the deprivation 
of the recalcitrant. Some of the puritans, 
while they remained puritans at heart, con- 
formed, because they felt that the ceremonies 
were not in themselves unlawful and sinful, 
but simply inexpedient. Cartwright and 
Reynolds thought that their brethren should 
yield the ceremonial points in dispute rather 
than suffer deprivation to the injury of their 
flocks. Further, many puritans who would 
not conform were nevertheless permitted 
to continue in the possession of their livings 
because they were otherwise quiet and 
peaceable. Among the laity there was also 
considerable puritan sympathy. ‘This was 
particularly apparent in the house of com- 
mons, where distrust of the political preten- 
sions of the king found support in the puritan 
opposition to the claims of the crown in 
ecclesiastical affairs. ‘Thus in each session 
the house of commons produced bills for 
the reorganization of the church, and for 
the relief of ministers either deprived or 
threatened with deprivation. Other bills 
concerned ecclesiastical incomes and plurali- 
ties. Bancroft declared that the prob- 
-lems were one: that pluralities could not 
be abolished ‘until ecclesiastical incomes 


were augmented. ‚ The puritans inveighed 
against the scandal of non-resident clergy ; 
the bishops against the parsimony of the 
impropriators or lay rectors. Bancroft sug- 
gested augmenting ecclesiastical livings by 
the restoration of those tithes which had 
been secularized at the Reformation, and, 
where possible, by renewing the old payment 
in kind., This was rejected by the house 
of commons, and the problems remained 
unsolved, 

The puritans received further influential 
support from the common law judges under 
the leadership of Sir Edward Coke, the lord 
chief justice. By attacking the authority 
and legal validity of the Court: of High 
Commission, and by issuing writs of pro- 
hibition, the common law judges were able 
to obstruct the disciplinary activities of the 
bishops against the puritans. The irresolu- 
tion of the king neutralized all Bancroft’s 
efforts to clarify the position. 

The final chapter deals with Bancroft’s 
visitatorial activity. Detectiones and com- 
perta are quoted at length, providing illus- 
trative material about the general state 
of the parish churches. These show that 
the parishes were comprehensively and 
thoroughly investigated by means of the 
visitations ; that the canons were recognized 
and acknowledged as the standard to which 
the church expected and exacted obedience ; 
and that the visitations resulted in a gradual 
reformation of abuses with a steady elimina- 
tion of puritanical lawlessness.

Barton, Edward. i. 12624-12634. This 
article should be re-written as follows : 


Barton, Edward (с. 1563. 1598), 
second English ambassador to Turkey, after 
some education at a grammar school, went 
to the Levant as early as 1582 (I. I. Podea, 
in Mélanges d’histoire générale, vol. ii, Cluj 
(Klausenburg), 1938, p. 426); he is first 
mentioned by name in June 1584, when 
William Harborne [q.v., and BULLETIN, 
below, p. 160], the English ambassador in 
Turkey, sent him to Tripoli, Tunis, and 
Algiers, to establish direct contact with the 
beglerbeys of the three provinces. Harborne 
again sent him to Tripoli in 1585 to ensure 
the release of the ship ‘fesus and her company 
(Hakluyt, Principal navigations, edn. 1903-5, 
У. 274-5, 316-7). He was by this time 
Harborne's secretary ; and the latter, when 
applying in 1584 for his recall, proposed that 
Barton, although rather young for the posi- 
tion, should succeed him with the inferior 
status of agent; Barton’s knowledge of 
Turkish was an important qualification 
(Cal. 5.Р., For., 1584-5, p. 168). Не also 
knew Latin (Podea, p. 426) and presumably 
. Italian and French ; and some Greek (The 

travels of John Sanderson in the Levant, 
1584—1602, ed. Sir William Foster, Hakluyt 
Soc., 2nd ser., vol. 67, 1931, p. 126). 
When Harborne left Constantinople in 
August 1588 Barton succeeded him with 
the rank of agent. Like Harborne he 
urged the Turks to set out a naval expedition 
against Spain, a task the more difficult be- 
cause, until news of the defeat of the Spanish 
Armada reached Constantinople, he could 
rely only on his confidence of victory to dispel 


the general belief among the Turks that 
England was doomed. No Turkish fleet 
ever sailed, but early in 1590 and again in 
autumn 1592 Barton prevented the opening 
of negotiations between Spain and ‘Turkey 
for a truce. In this policy he was also for- 
warding the interests of Henri IV, for whom 
he acted as agent until Henri IV’s own envoy 
de Bréves had been installed (autumn 1592) ; 
Hénri III’s ambassador, after the latter's 
assassination, having become a partisan of the 
League. 

The Turkish war against Persia, which 
the Turks had used as an excuse for their 
inactivity against Spain, terminated in 1590. 
Barton wanted them to remain free from 
other engagements so as to be able to attack 
Spain; when in the same year war threatened 
to break out between them and Poland he 
successfully mediated an agreement (June). 
Another of his aims was to check the growth 
of Hapsburg and Roman catholic influence in 
eastern Europe ; accordingly in 1591, when 
it appeared likely that the Polish throne 
would become vacant, he used his influence 
at the Porte on behalf of Sigismund Bathory 
of ‘Transylvania in opposition to a Hapsburg 
candidate ; and in the same year, in associa- 
tion with the patriarch of Constantinople, 
procured the voivodeship of Moldavia for 
Aaron, who promised to defend the protes- 
tants there against Jesuit encroachments. 
He engaged himself financially on Aaron's 
behalf ; when in July 1592 the latter had to 
leave Moldavia for a time the Venetian am- 
bassador expected that Barton would lose all 
his influence ; apart from his difficulties in 
Constantinople, he had by his political activi- 
ties alienated some members of the Levant . 
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company, who believed that he was neglect- 
ing their interests; he had however been 
named a member of the company in the 
patent granted on 7 January 1592. He 
was probably raised to the rank of ambassador 
in that year, but the queen’s present to the 
sultan, a requisite for the recognition of his 
new status, and for the prolongation of the 
English ‘capitulation, did not arrive until 
October 1593. 

Relations between ‘Turkey and the em- 
peror had become strained in 1591 and 
Barton and de Brèves in association had en- 
couraged the sultan to.take up arms; but 
in July 1593, as Elizabeth had offered her 
mediation to the emperor, Barton was in- 
structed to reverse his policy ; although the 
offer of mediation was declined he was 
obliged to dissociate himself from de Brèves, 
who however after the abjuration of Henri 
IV (July 1593) also changed his policy. 
When Mehmed III succeeded as sultan in 
January 1595 Barton retained his influence 
despite Elizabeth’s failure to send the present 
customary on the accession of a new sultan. 
In 1596, when Mehmed went with his army 
to Hungary, Barton accompanied him and 
was thus present at the capture of Erlau 
(Eger, Agria) and the battle of Keresztes. 
Not only did he have no share in the fight- 
ing, but he took with him, and ultimately 
despatched to the imperialists’ camp, twenty- 
three members of the former imperial em- 
bassy, who had been in prison since 1593 ; 
he also sent his interpreter (Bruti) to Prague 
to offer his mediation ; besides further at- 
tempts at mediation in 1597 he also tried to 
reconcile to the Porte Sigismund of Transyl- 
vania and the voivodes of Wallachia and 
Moldavia, all of whom he had formerly 
befriended, and who had since joined the 
emperor. These attempts failed; on the 
other hand his recommendation contributed 
to the appointment in 1597 of his friend 
Meletius, patriarch of Alexandria, as patri- 
arch of Constantinople. He died of dysen- 
tery in éither December 1597 or, more 
probably, January 1598 ; he was buried on 
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Halki, one of the Princes’ Islands, where his 
tombstone is still preserved; about three 
hundred persons attended his funeral from 
his house to the waterside (Sanderson, pp. 15, 
According to old readings of his 
epitaph, which is now partly defaced, he was 
in his thirty-fifth year. Не left a sister 
Mrs. Mary Lough and a kinsman Robert 
Barton. 

Barton defended his anti-Spanish policy : 
he thought it ‘ nothing offensive to God to 
set one of his enemies against the other, the 
Infidel against the Idolaters to the end that 
whilst they were, by the ears, God’s people 
might respite, and take strenght’ (Podea, op. 
cit., р. 432, quoting a despatch of Barton's) ; 
“he protested to abhorr from furthering the 
Turkes 'designes against any the greatest 
enemy of his profession and ‘Country, 
further then to diuert them for the tyme from 
some malicious attempt’ (F. Moryson, 
Shakespeare's Europe, ed. Hughes, рр. 30-1): 
Distance from home obliged him to act on 
his own initiative and he was occasionally 
reprimanded. He made such use as he could 
of the influence of the seraglio and of bribery ; 
Turkish guests were frequently made drunk ; 
these courses were common at this time. Оп 
one occasion he forged a letter (Cal. 5.Р., 
Venice, 1592—1603, introd., p. xxxiii m.). 
His household was ill-conducted. In 1594 
he was obliged to leave the house called 
Rapamat (BULLETIN, xix., 130) and to move 
to the Christian quarter in Pera, where he 
and his people could give less offence to the 
Moslems ; the removal also made it more 
difficult to transfer escaped prisoners to 
Christian ships. The Venetian ambassadors 
speak of -him as a rule very unfavourably ; 
and he alienated the French by offering the 
protection of the English banner to other 
foreign traders who were not protected by . 
capitulations of their own, an offer especially 
acceptable to the Dutch as protestants, but 
regarded by the French as an infringement of 
a privilege of long standing. On the other 
hand Moryson (to whom he showed great 
kindness) describes him as ‘a man of good 
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life and constant in the profession of the re- 
formed religion’; he tried to establish a 
protestant (Calvinist) church in Constanti- 
nople (Le relazioni degli ambasciatori veneti 

. secolo XVI, ed. Е: Albéri, 3rd ser., 
iti. 405) ; Meletius the patriarch was strongly 
attached to him (S. Purchas, Hak/uytus post- 
humus, edn. 1905-7, viii-483-5 ; С. Dousa 
(van der Does), De itinere suo Constantino- 
politano, 1600, pp. 115-6). John Sanderson 


and William Biddulph (in Purchas, viii. 259). 


both testify to the esteem in which he was 
held ; Moryson explains some of the causes 
of his success: ‘He was courteous and 
affable, of a good stature, corpulent, faire 
Complexion and a Нее chearefull Coun- 
tenance, which last, made him acceptable to 
the Turkes, as likewise his person... 
but especially his skill in their language 
made him respected of them, so as I thinck 
no Christian euer had greater power with 
any Emperor of Turkye or the officers of 
his state, and Court, then he had in his tyme.’

Harborne, Шат. уш. 1200-1. ‘This 

article should be re-written as follows : 


Harborne, William (d. 1617), . first 
English ambassador to Turkey, was a.son of 
William Harborne of Great Yarmouth, who 
was one of the two bailiffs of the town in 
1556 and again in 1572, and a commissioner 
for negotiations with the Cinque Ports in 
1575 (H. Swinden, History of Great Yar- 
mouth, 1772, pp. 224—51., 940, 942). The 
son first went overseas probably about 1559 
and spent some years in Spain (Cal. S.P., For., 
1584-5, pp. 44, 314), but is first mentioned 
in 1578 when he was a factor of Edward 
Osborne’s [later Sir Edward, q.v., and 
Burer, below, р. 162]. With a view 
to reviving the trade with Turkey Osborne . 
and his partner Richard Staper, having pro- 
cured the sultan's safeconduct for him, sent 
Harborne to Constantinople ; setting out 
from London on 1 July 1578 and travelling 
via Poland he arrived there on 28 October 
(Hakluyt, Principal navigations, edn. 1903—5, 
v. 167-9). He was well received and not 
only obtained a trade licence for himself and 
his two partners, but also prepared the way for 
contact between the two sovereigns by 
causing a letter to be written by Murad III 
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to Queen Elizabeth. ‘This letter, which is 
dated 15 March 1579, and the accompanying 
letter of Mustafa ‘ beg’ (later first dragoman 
of the English embassy) are said to have been 
brought Бу Harborne himself to England 
(Са. S.P., Spain, 1568-79, p. 699; cf. 
ibid., 1580-6, p. то; Cal. S.P. For., 
1579-80, p. 77). If this was so, then Har- 
borne must have returned to Turkey with 
Elizabeth’s answers to them, dated 25 Oc- 
tober 1579, for he was certainly in Con- 
stantinople when the latter were received 
there ; they enabled him to negotiate for a 
capitulation (Cal. S.P., For., 1583, р. 718). 
This was granted early in June 1580, a 
success due in part to the tin and other war 
material brought by the English merchants to 
Turkey despite the papal veto, in part to the 
Turks’ belief that friendly relations with 
Christian powers would be of service to them 
in their war against Persia (Négociations de la 
France dans le Levant, ed. E. Charriére, 
1848-60, iii. 913 ».). Етапсё, in pursuance 
of her traditional claim that all the * Frankish’ 
(i.e. western) nations were bound to trade in 
‘Turkey under the French flag and UR 
matic protection, (and supervision), 
mediately protested and by 15 July was 
assured that the capitulation had been re- 
voked. In fact however it was only dor- 
mant, and necessarily so as long as no English 
representative was established at the Porte, 
and Harborne, writing to the Lord Treasurer 
on 9 June 1581 after his return from a 
sojourn at Chios (in April: Cal. S.P:, For., 
1581-2, р. 109; cf. Cal. S.P., Venice, 
1581—91, p. 5), treats it as absolutely sure 
-and valid (Trans. R. Hist. Soc., 4th ser., v 
(1922), 6-7); there was no objection to the 
queen issuing her charter on 11 September 
to the Turkey Company (the later Levant 
Company), by which she granted to Osborne, 
Staper, and their associates, the sole right of 
trading to Turkey for seven years.. Har- 
borne, who is reported to have left Con- 
stantinople on 17 July 1581 (Documente 
` privitére la istortia ‘Roménilor, ed. Е. de 
Hurmuzaki, 1876- , xi. 651), returned 


to England ‘у the Preveledge in апо 
1582’ (Trans. R. Hist. Soc., 4th ser., v. 13). 
Now become ‘one of the Esquires of our 
body,’ he was commissioned by Elizabeth on 
20 November 1582 to be her ‘orator, 
nuntius, procurator, et agens’ to the Porte 
(although the term ‘legatus’ is not used in 
the commission he was always regarded as 
ambassador ; the queen uses the term in a 
letter of 5 September 1584). Не left 
England on 14 January 1582/3 O.S. and, 
travelling by sea, arrived at Constantinople 
on 8 April N.S.; he brought with him 
letters and presents from his sovereign for 
the sultan and his ministers, as was Customary 
for ambassadors to the Porte. "The sultan 
received him on 3 or 4 May N.S. and wrote 
to Elizabeth promising that he should have 
the same privileges as the ambassadors of other 
friendly nations. His immediate business 
was the safeguarding of shipping and the 
establishing of consulates in Alexandria and 
Tripolis in Syria, to be followed by others in 
Chios, Aleppo, Patras, and finally Algiers 
(1585). Не had also to maintain his posi- 
tion in Constantinople against the attacks of 


the French and Venetian ambassadors and 


is said to have gone so far in reply to them as 
to claim pre-eminence on account of the 
greatness of his mistress (Cal. S.P., Venice, 
1581-91, p. 93; see also Cal. S.P., For., 
1583-4, p. 308). As early as 1584 he pro- 
cured a firman by which the customs duty 
of 5 %, payable by all foreigners as well as, 
by the sultan’s own subjects, was reduced for 
English merchants to 3 % (Trans. R. Hist. 
Soc., 4th ser., v. 8,13). In 1585 he obtained 
the release of the ship Fesus and her company, 
which had been held at Tripoli ; he redeemed 
altogether fifty-four English prisoners and 
claimed that at the time of his departure there 
were none in Turkey (#did., рр. 21-2). 
From at least as early as January 1584 
Harborne .was also engaged in purely diplo- 
matic activities. Elizabeth's objects were 
to prevent the renewal of the truce between 
Turkey and Spain and to persuade the ‘Turks 
to attack Spain or the Spanish dominions. 
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Harborne did not succeed in the latter and 
probably did not want to do so (Trans. R. 
Hist. Soc., 4th зег., у. 24); but he was one 
of the principal agents in preventing early in 
1587 a renewal of the truce, thus compelling 
the Spaniards to leave the Mediterranean 
coastal garrisons at full strength. 

Harborne was originally appointed to serve 
until 1585 ; in 1584, when asking for his 
recall, he proposed-that his secretary (identi- 
fiable as Edward Barton [q.v., and Buz- 
LETIN, above, p. 158]) should succeed him 
with the inferior status of agent (Cal. S.P., 
For., 1584—5, рр. 44, 168). Не obtained 
his discharge in 1588 ; he left Constanti- 
nople on 13 August N.S. ; when passing 
through Moldavia negotiated a treaty with 
Peter the Lame; and arrived home in 
December. 

He settled at Mundham in Norfolk, 
marrying on 16 September 1 589 (Blomefield, 
Norfolk, i. 495) Elizabeth, daughter of 
Anthony Drury of Besthorp, by whom he 
had several children, and becoming a freeman 
of Great Yarmouth in 1591. The original 
‘Turkey Company charter having expired in 
1588, Burleigh summoned him in 1591, with 
Osborne and others, to a conference about 
the future trade with Turkey. He was a 
member of the new Levant Company, which 
was chartered on 7 January 1591/2. He 
died on 6 November 1617 and is buried at 
Mundham. ' 

Harborne’s success was due to his skill and 
persistence ; he was well supported from 
England and was apparently ably seconded by 
Edward Barton. Hakluyt gives him con- 
siderable prominence, printing letters and 
other documents connected with his negotia- 
tions; and in 1598 Thomas Nashe [q.v.] 
celebrates him for having made London as 
well known as Mecca to the Turks.

Harborne obtained from the 
sultan in 1579 a trade licence for Osborne, 
Staper, and himself, and in 1580 the grant 
to the queen of a capitulation containing 
privileges for English merchants in general. 
On 11 September 1581 Elizabeth granted 
by patent to Osborne, Staper, and two other 
men by name, with eight others to be ad- 
mitted by them, the sole right of trading to 
Turkey for seven years; Osborne was to 
be governor of this Turkey company. In 
1583 he and Staper financed the expedition 
overland to India of John Newbery and 


Ralph Fitch [q.v.]. ‘The relations between 
the company and the government were for 
a time very close, the ambassador or agent 
at Constantinople, while employed by the 
government in political business, being as 
a rule paid by the company [see articles 
Barton, Edward, and Harborne, William, 
Butretin, above, pp. 158, 160]; and the 
queen and her ministers were investors in 
the company. Its interests clashed with 
those of the merchants trading to Venice, 
who were formed into a company, to last 
for six years, in 1583. Negotiations ulti- 
mately led to a new patent, issued on 
7 January 1592, granting the monopoly of 
the English trade to Venice and Turkey for 
twelve.years to a new company, the Levant 
Company, formed by members of the two 
former companies ; Osborne was named as 
the first governor.’

INTRODUCTION 


"Гнів Supplement follows the plan explained in the introduction to the seventh, except that it covers 
the publications of two years, not of one. It contains a list of the-volumes and parts of volumes pub- 
. lished during 1940 and 1941 by societies of England and Wales whose work is primarily archaeological 
or historical in interest, including societies which are concerned with ‘ contemporary history ' (e.g. the 
Grotius Society, the Royal Empire Society, the Royal Institute of International Affairs), and by the- 
bibliographical societies. Contents are noted only in the case of volumes of miscellanies. Some of 
the societies appear for the first time and these entries are partly retrospective, covering the period 

from 1 January 1929 to 31 December 1941. i 

"The conventions used in the compilation of the Supplement are those employed in the making of 
its predecessors. Where no date of publication appears on the list, 1940 or 1941 is to be assumed. 
A date enclosed in square brackets is that of actual publication and follows the date found on the title 
page. The addresses of societies or of their secretaries are printed only by way of correction or addition 
to those given in the Sixth Supplement. The main volume of the Guide will contain lists of publi- 
cations issued before 31 December 1928. Much information, including the place of publication, 
is given in the Supplements only in respect of a series appearing for the first time or in an altered form 
in the years to which they relate. 

All the information has been checked from the books by members of the staff of the Institute, but 
the task of compiling nearly all entries has been eased by returns furnished by the societies, for which 
the Joint Committee of the Institute and the Congress of Archaeological Societies offers thanks. No 
return has been secured from societies marked with an asterisk. 

Particulars of the historical and archaeological publications of societies primarily concerned with 
other fields of study have been collected: by the Institute as usual. If relating to a date after 400 A.D., 
these are being passed on to the Royal Historical Society for inclusion in the annual bibliography of 
* Writings on British History.’

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IN MEMORIAM E. J. D. 


Sır Ernest BARKER, in an after-dinner speech, once referred to the Institute 
of Historical Research as ‘ Miss Davis’s Institute’, and at that time, in the early 
'twenties, the phrase carried enough truth to escape nice scrutiny. As one of 
the joint Honorary Secretaries to the original Appeal Committee, Miss Davis 
laboured with the late Sir Cooper Perry to raise funds for the projected Insti- 
tute ; she struggled almost single-handed with the administrative details of 
building, furnishing, and equipping the premises ; and for more than a year 
after the opening ceremony, until the signs of overstrain became too serious’ 
for even her to ignore longer, she continued as part-time Honorary Librarian 
to discharge a bewildering variety of functions. 

The story has a familiar pattern to those who knew E. J. D. well ; again . 
and again she undertook such exacting tasks and cheerfully drove a rather frail 
body beyond the limits of endurance. ‘ To University College and to the 
Institute she brought an entirely selfless devotion, and as in the last war she 
served the former as Honorary Publications Secretary, so-in this she returned 
to take charge of the Institute for some months in 1939—40 and would have 
done so again as late as last June, in spite of the protests of her doctor and friends, 
had she not been satisfied that other arfangements could be made to safeguard 
its future. ‘We said she was a slavé driver | but she worked harder than 
anyone,’ writes Miss D. G. Matthew, a the time when the Institute was 
being founded ; and Miss Ruth F. Butler pays tribute to ‘the thorough, 
scholarly way in which she worked out her schemes of study for individual men 
and for Camps’, in the Red Cross Prisoners of War Organization, to which she 
gave her services after she retired to Oxford in 1940. 

Miss Davis/s acceptance of such work was a real though willing sacrifice, 
for in her scale |оЁ values teaching and research were infinitely preferable, and 
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it was through them that her gifts found a natural expression. Нег early 
teaching experience was gained at Bedford High School, at the Stepney Pupil 
Teachers’ School and at Moorfields L.C.C. Training College, of which she was 
Vice-Principal. She joined the staff of the History Department at University 
College in 1914 and in 1921 was appointed the first University Reader in the 
History and Records of London. Already in 1909 she had contributed to the 
Victoria County History an article, which is still the authoritative account of the 
subject, on the ecclesiastical history of London from 1521 to 1547. The 
Tudor period and the history of the Church always held special interest for her, 
and although as Reader she ranged over all aspects and periods of London 
history, two of the most satisfying of the many articles which she published 
between 1919 and 1938 are ‘ The Transformation of London’ in Tudor Studies 
and ‘ The Beginning of the Dissolution : Christ Church, Aldgate, 1532’ in 
the Transactions of the Royal Historical Society. Important later work included 
topographical studies of Doctors’ Commons (London Topographical Record, 
vol. xv) and of the Bloomsbury site of the University of London (ibid. 
vol. xvii). 

Like everything she did, Miss Davis’s writing is notable for its thorough- 
ness ; it rests on a penetrating and critical study of original sources. A reader 
of these much documented articles, so full of cautious phrasing, might not 
suspect the author’s leanings to literature, nor guess that she could write for 
and lecture to an unlearned public with lightness and charm. Yet it was so: 
she published a children’s edition of Christina Rossetti’s poems ; and her 
‘conducted tours’ of the City were deservedly popular. 

Her publications are too slight a memorial of her exceptional learning and 
industry ; their bulk was limited by her nature and by the principles upon which 
she framed her conduct of life. Not only did she lay aside her studies to grapple 
with administrative duties, but in her historical work itself she unhesitatingly 
preferred the needs of others to her own inclinations. It was often exasperating 
to see the time and skill and care which she would lavish on some light-hearted 
enquiry, but she thought the whole world had a right to the services of the Reader 
in London History and she would not send empty away anyone who appeared 
hungry for knowledge. She was active in support of such bodies as the London 
Topographical Society and the London Survey Committee, and, characteris- 
tically, spent herself in editorial and bibliographical drudgery and in com- 
memorating the work of other scholars. As Editor of History for twelve years 
she gave the Historical Association a journal of outstanding quality ; she was 
one of the most painstaking members of the Institute’s Bulletin Committee ; 
and her bibliographies include an important one on the London City churches, 
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‘as well as the London section of the Bibliography of British History: Stuart 
Period, edited by Godfrey Davies, and lists of the publications of С. Г. ` 
Kingsford and Philip Norman (London Topographical Record, vols. xiv and Pus 
Sic vos non vobis. 

There will be little to tell beginners in research in 1960 what they owe to 
E. J. D. ; but the legacy will be there, persisting, let us hope, in the atmos- 
phere of friendly helpfulness which she did so much to create at the Institute, | 
and almost certainly in a higher standard of scholarship in the study of London 
history. By precept partly,'but mostly Бу example, she taught her pupils at 
University College and the Institute to apply the methods of the critical historian 
to a subject little studied in that way ; and in the fine library which she assembled 
at the College, as well as in her bibliographical and technical writings, she 


' - fashioned tools for the use of those who will follow her. For these things alone 


she should be remembered with gratitude, but those who knew her will also 
think affectionately of what she was in herself, of her courage and kindliness, 
her patience апі strength, her.unfeigned humility and her shrewd though 
tolerant Judgement of men and their ways.

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SOURCES FOR THE STUDY OF SCOTTISH 
`~ ECCLESIASTICAL ORGANIZATION AND 
PERSONNEL, 1560-1600 


Resgarcu оп the history of the Scottish reformed church in its early years has 
concentrated on narrative sources and the proceedings of the general assemblies. 
The narratives, which relate those dramatic episodes in which the leading 
divines played parts, seldom describe the operation of church government or 
illustrate the character and work of the clergy throughout the land. The 
acts of the early general assemblies should be used with caution by the student 
of ecclesiastical organization, not only because they are incompletely recorded 1 
but also because they often represented merely a programme which might 
prove to be incapable of immediate realization, since the assemblies were 
deliberative bodies with little or no executive power and the civil government 
sometimes lacked the will or the strength to enforce legislation in which the 
projects of the reformed church had been embodied. ‘The peril of relying 
solely on the records of the assemblies is exemplified in the history of the office 
of ‘reader.’ Successive historians have assumed that this office was sup- 
pressed by the general assembly of April 1581, which resolved that no readers 
should be admitted in the future, but there is ample evidence from various 
records that the style and office of reader were retained until the seventeenth 
century and that the style, at least, survived until the eighteenth or even the 
nineteenth.? The scholar who wishes to establish contact with the realities 
of the period will do well to seek confirmation from other sources before con- 
cluding that acts of assemblies, and even acts of parliament or council, were 
carried completely into effect. The record material to which he can turn is 
capable, if exploited, of yielding an adequate understanding of the evolution

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of the machinery of church government in the four decades following the 
reformation and of the characteristics of the clergy in that period of transition. 

The principal manuscripts are preserved among the national records of 
Scotland 1 and owe their existence to the crown’s interest in and management 
of the ecclesiastical revenues at the reformation. It was the intention of the 
reformers in 1560 that their church should inherit the entire ‘ patrimony of 
the kirk,’ but, despite the resolutions of successive general assemblies, this 
comprehensive claim to church property remained a ‘ devout imagination,’ ? 
because so long as the crown was either hostile to the reformation (161—7) 
or almost impotent (1567—73) it was impossible to arrest secularization and to 
deprive beneficed men who took no part in the work of the reformed church. 
By 1573, when a protestant government was at last firmly established, many 
lay’ interests, including that of the crown itself, had become too strong to be 
dispossessed. All persons who held benefices at the reformation retained 
their livings with the exception of one third of the fruits, which, from 1561, 


was collected to augment the revenues of the crown and make a payment to’ 


the clergy of the reformed church. ‘The ‘assumption of thirds’ involved а 
survey of all benefices in Scotland (except those in the dioceses of Argyll and 
the Isles and a number which were negligently or fraudulently omitted), the 
compilation of an estimate of the financial requirements of the reformed clergy, 
and the creation of a new financial office, the ‘ collectory.' From 1561 to 1567 
the thirds were gathered by a crown official, the collector general, assisted by 
twelve deputy collectors, each responsible for one district. With the protestant 
revolution of 1567, when it became the law that the ministers’ stipends were 
the prior charge on the thirds and that the crown must be content with the 
© superplus ' or portion not assigned to the reformed clergy, the existing deputy 
collectors were replaced by collectors appointed by the church and acting under 
the direction of the superintendents, while the office of collector general fell 
into abeyance.5 This arrangement apparently proved unsatisfactory, perhaps

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because the civil wars of 1568—73 made efficient. administration impossible! 
and in 1573 there was a general reorganization. The crown, although still 
entitled to the ‘ superplus’ only, now resumed the function of collection, the 
office of collector general was revived, the status of the local collectors was 
reduced, and there was evidently a fresh survey which elicited particulars of 
many revenues previously concealed.? Besides administering the thirds, the 
crown had the disposal of benefices for which no return had been made in the 
original survey and of all revenues ‘ omitted ' from the statements given there. 
The reformation had in no way diminished the royal rights of patronage, and it 
rendered possible the assumption by the crown of powers of provision and 
confirmation formerly exercised by the court of Rome.’ Far the greater part 
of the entire property of the church was subject to control by the crown in one 
manner or another. 

The ‘Books of assumption’ in which the survey of the benefices was 
recorded have not survived in a complete form. They are essentially rentals, 
but should not be dismissed as of value only for topography and the study of 
the ecclesiastical structure at the reformation, for they give information about 
clergy as well as benefices. The original estimates of the sums required for 
ministers’ stipends are not extant, and the first statement of this nature belongs 
to the year 1567. ‘The principal record of the ‘ collectory ' is the accounts of 
the collectors of thirds, which extend from 1561 to 1595 and are the most 
valuable single source for the study of ecclesiastical organization and personnel 
in the years immediately following the reformation. Each account follows 
much the same plan, and the series is consequently easy to use. First is set 

forth the ‘ charge,’ or income, of money, in the form of a list of thirds, the

After each of 
the fruits has been dealt with in this way, a total is given of the thirds which 
were collected in cash and of the money realized by the sale of ‘ undefeased ’ 
fruits. The latter part of the account is the ‘ discharge ' of this total of money. 
It gives lists of thirds remitted to holders, the sums paid to superintendents, 
commissioners, ministers, exhorters, and readers, payments to students, pensions 
and other disbursements made according to royal precepts, thirds in arrear, 
and the salaries and expenses of the officials of the ‘ collectory.’ In 1561 and 
1562 and from 1573 to 1595 ! all the information for each year is to be found 
in a single account, the ‘ Compt of the collector general,’ but from 1563 to 
1566? the accounts of the collector general deal only with the receipt and 
expenditure of the balance remaining after the deputy collectors had disbursed 
the greater part of the thirds which they collected, and from 1567 to 1572 
there are no accounts of collectors general. From 1563 to 1572 details must 
be sought in the ‘ Compts of the sub-collectors ? of thirds,' which exist, during 
these years only,‘ for the eleven districts into which the country was divided 
for the purposes of collection and distribution. There are numerous gaps in 
the sub-collectors’ accounts 5 and some of the volumes are imperfect, but as 
most of the items were unchanged in two or more successive years the value 
of the series is not seriously impaired. The extant volumes supply informa- 
tion which is not given in any of the accounts of the collectors general, for the

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reformed clergy are here named and their several stipends stated separately. 
We are thus provided with a substitute for the earliest ‘ register of stipends’ 
or ‘ book of modification of stipends’ which, although in use from 1561 (as 
references in the collectors’ accounts prove), has not survived. For 1567 
there is a ‘ Register of ministers, exhorters and readers,’ stating the payments 
made to each individual, and this was kept up to date, by additions and cor- 
rections, until 1573.2 There is a similar volume for 1574,3 and with the year 
1576 begins the extant series of the ‘ Register of assignations and modifications 
of stipends,’ which provides complete lists of clergy and continues down to 
1615.4 This register states how each stipend was composed and deals with 
whole benefices as well as thirds. For 1594, 1603, and 1605—9, there are 
* Books of the assignations and superplus of thirds,’ 5 which give an account 
of the whole fruits of vacant benefices, the thirds of benefices not held by 
ministers, and the stipends of vacant ministerial charges ; the major part of 
these revenues was assigned to ministers, the ‘ superplus ' remaining after this 
deduction. 

Grants of the ecclesiastical revenues which the crown controlled were made 
by letters under the privy seal * and took the form of presentations to and gifts . 
of the many benefices which were in the royal patronage," pensions from thirds 
or from benefices, tacks 8 of teinds? and other fruits, and confirmations of 
presentations, pensions, and tacks, made by other granters. The ' Registrum 
secreti sigilli, * Register of presentations to benefices,’ and ‘ Register of sig- 
natures in the office of the comptroller, in which such grants were entered, 
constitute a record of the distribution of the church property which is inde- 
pendent of and complementary to the accounts and registers of the ‘ collectory.’

? In general gifts were made of benefices without cure of souls and presentations to benefices with 
cure, but the distinction was not rigidly observed. In the period under review, various factors extended 
the royal patronage, so that the crown had the gift or presentation of nearly all dignities of cathedrals, 
a preat many dignities of collegiate churches, and at least one-third of the parochial benefices.

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Volumes xxx to Ixxii of the ‘ Registrum secreti sigilli ' cover the years 1560 to 
1600, and a considerable proportion of their contents relates to benefices and 
benefice fruits, but not all the letters issued under the privy seal were recorded 
in the register. The ‘ Register of presentations,’ which exists for the years 
1567 to 1587 and 1595 to 1663, is of much wider scope than its name suggests, 
for in the first and second volumes, covering the period to 1587, true presenta- 
tions amount to not more than half the entries, and a contemporary title 
‘ Register of beneficial matters’ ! [#.e. matters relating to benefices] is more 
appropriate. This register is technically a register of ‘signatures’ or royal- 
warrants for the issue of letters under the seals, and not of those letters them- 
selves. It is almost certainly related to the ‘ Register of signatures in the 
office of the comptroller’ (a register of warrants for crown gifts of all kinds), 
which appears to contain no presentations and very few entries relating to 
tacks or pensions from ecclesiastical revenues except in the years from 1587 
to 1591, a period for which no register of presentations is extant. The 
feature which is at once most puzzling to the archivist and most important for 
the historian is that in practice the ' Registrum secreti sigilli ' and the ‘ Register 
of presentations’ supplemented each other and that no distinction can be 
detected between ‘ beneficial matters ' appearing only in one or other of these 
registers and those appearing in both. The registers do not give verbatim 
transcripts of presentations, but their entries contain all the essentials, including 
the cause of vacancy, the name of the previous holder, and the title of the official 
responsible for giving admission to the benefice. The acts of caution by which 
presentees found surety for the avoidance of dilapidation were from 1585 to 
1587 recorded in the ‘ Register of presentations,’ from 1592 to 1625 in an 
independent register, and from 1625 once more in the ‘ Register of presenta- 
tions.’ The names of cautioners are appended to a number of the presenta- 
tions recorded in the ‘ Register of signatures.’ ‘The association of the act of 
caution with the records of presentations confirms the argument that the 
‘ Register of presentations ' was connected with crown finance and was related . 
to the ‘ Register of signatures in the office of the comptroller.’ The act of 
caution is generally of the same date as the presentation and adds little to our 
knowledge, but the ‘Register of acts of caution’. may record a very few

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presentations not entered in any other register, especially between 1592 and 
1595. 

There are many indications that the administration of the ecclesiastical 
revenues was not conducted without a vast amount of litigation. Тһе com- 
plaints of the ministers that they had often to resort to legal process in order 
to obtain payment of their stipends are confirmed by the collectors' accounts, 
which record the payment of fees to the procurators, solicitors, and advocates 
who were maintained by the reformed church and by the ' collectory ' and 
which contain long'lists of * restis dependand ’ [i.e. arrears about which litiga- 
tion was proceeding] and ' restis be horning’ [#.e. arrears for the recovery of 
which a process had been. completed]. The majority of the cases which came 
before the courts arose from action by the holder of a benefice to exact payment 
of teinds from parishioners ; the pursuer was usually a parson or vicar recently 
instituted, but was occasionally a pre-reformation holder. Many processes 
resulted from the claims of ministers against holders of benefices, parishioners, 
or tenants, for thirds assigned in stipend, and some followed on action by the 
collector for payment of thirds. A number of cases dealt with the rights of 
ministers and readers to the manses and glebes to which they were entitled by 
acts of parliament. ‘This litigation is well represented in the ‘ Register of acts 
and decreets' [of the court of session], which thus forms a most valuable 
quarry for the ecclesiastical historian. Similar matter is to be found in the 
* Particular registers of hornings,' which are, however, very incomplete for this 
period? and also in the (printed) ‘ Register of the privy council. Documents 
concerning actions not recorded in the registers survive in isolation among 
family papers and elsewhere.* 

The archives which have been described can be used primarily to show the 
distribution of the ecclesiastical property among laymen (including the crown), 
beneficed men who took no part in the work of the reformed church, and the 
reformed clergy. Facile estimates, beginning with that of Knox, who saw 
‘ two parts freely given to the devil ' while ‘ the third must be divided between

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* God and the devil,’1 have underestimated the proportion enjoyed by the 
reformed church, because they have ignored the position of holders of benefices 
who acted as ministers and who, besides continuing to draw two thirds of 
their revenues, were usually allowed to retain their third also.? It is to be 
observed that even the registers of stipends do not take account of the two 
thirds of benefices to which ministers had been provided ' of old’ [i.e. before 
1567]. In such cases the third alone was technically stipend and was set 
down in the registers, which make no reference to the fact that the incumbent 
was drawing his two thirds as well. The entire fruits of ‘new provided 
benefices since our sovereign lord’s coronation’ [1567] appear in the registers 
as stipend. А careful survey of personnel is plainly an essential preliminary 
to an understanding of the allocation of the revenues. It should be noted, 
further, that a few bishops and commendators had their thirds remitted on 
condition that they sustained ministers at the churches annexed to their 
bishoprics or abbeys, that there were remissions and gifts to towns for the 
support of their ministers, and that there were substantial assignations of thirds 
to education and the poor. None of those revenues can properly be reckoned 
among the ‘ devil's' share. In order to obtain accurate statistics it is necessary 
to consult not only the ‘ discharge’ in the collectors’ accounts, for that is a 
discharge of money only. ‘The discharge of a substantial part, very often the 
major part or even the whole, of the thirds which consisted of crops and 
other products must be sought in the ‘charge’ under the sub-headings of 
* defeasance’ or ‘ defalcation ' (occasionally ‘ discharge’), and a large part of 
this ‘ defeasance ' went to the reformed clergy either in the form of remissions 
(to beneficed men who acted as ministers) or as stipends. A minor caveat 
is that in the years 1563 to 1566, when nearly all the payments to ministers 
are to be found in the sub-collectors’ accounts, a few have strayed into the 
accounts of the collector general, where they jostle such items as a sum given 
to the queen ‘to play at the cards’ and the expenses incurred in the pursuit 
of the earl of Bothwell when he fled to the north in 1567. 

It should be the aim of students of these records not only to estimate the 
financial position of the reformed church in the period 1561-7 but also to 
trace the various developments which led to the amelioration of that position 
in later years. A larger share of the thirds was enjoyed by the reformed church 
as a result of the restriction of the crown’s claim to the ' superplus,' and in- 
efficiency in the distribution of stipends, which had been the subject of frequent

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complaint, should have become less serious as a result of the cessation of the 
civil war and the reorganization of the ' collectory ' in 1573. According to 
the legislation of 1567, all benefices which fell vacant were to go to men who 
would serve in the reformed church. An analysis of the crown presentations 
is required to show how far this rule was observed and how the proportion of 
‘unqualified ’ presentees diminished in the course of years. The hold of the 
reformed church on the benefices was greatly strengthened after 1573 by 
deprivation of holders who would not accept the reformers’ confession of faith, 
and at a later date by sequestration of the livings of persons who, presented 
after 1567, did not make residence at their churches. The right of the reformed 
clergy to succeed to the bishoprics was established in 1572. Thereafter vacant 
sees were almost invariably given to ministers, and the formulae used in their 
promotion (nomination, licence to elect, mandate to consecrate, and restitution 
of temporality) аге to be found in the ‘ Registrum secreti sigilli’ and ‘ Register 
of presentations.’ The attempt to find a place for the monastic houses, as 
entities, in the framework of a reformed ecclesiastical constitution! proved 
abortive, but there were two ways in which the reformed church obtained some 
profit from the monastic revenues. The regular clergy were allowed to enjoy 
their ‘ portions’ for life, and as they died these portions became available for 
distribution by the crown, which might occasionally give them to ministers or 
students. The ‘dissolution of the prelacies, which meant the distribution 
of the spirituality of the monasteries and the bishoprics among the parish 
churches from the teinds of which it was derived, had been demanded in Mary’s 
reign ;? there is evidence that it was partially achieved in the early 1590’ 
by the separation of some parochial benefices from the abbeys and bishoprics 
to which they had been annexed.4 АП the modifications which affected the 
relations of the reformed church with the benefices are of more than financial 
significance, for they can be regarded as different aspects of a single process in 
the evolution of the kirk’s organization. We start in 1560 with two distinct 
structures—on one side the organization of the reformed congregations and 
on the other the fabric of the church, still endowed and not yet truly dis- 
established—linked only by the beneficed clergy who acted as ministers in 
their own parishes. In succeeding years we can trace the tendency of these 
two structures to merge or coincide.

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In the record which the collectors’ accounts give of the allocation of that 
portion of the ecclesiastical revenues which was enjoyed by the reformed clergy 
we have in effect a statement of the salaries of the staff of the church, and a 
thorough examination of this record would illuminate many features of ecclesi- 
astical organization. Much that has been controversial or obscure about the 
position of the bishops who accepted the reformed faith and continued to exer- 
cise some of their episcopal functions after 1560 might be settled. The record 
of payments to the superintendents and to the commissioners who carried out 
the duty of supervision where no superintendents had been appointed defines 
the period during which each of these officials served and the territory for which 
each was responsible. The work of bishops, superintendents, and commis- 
sioners, is illustrated in the ‘ Register of acts and decreets,’ where processes 
dealing with manses and glebes usually give the name or title of the official 
who had designed the boundaries of the glebe and sometimes state the date of 
the visitation on which he did so. Research on the administration of the 
* collectory ’ would contribute to our knowledge of the duties which the super- 
intendents performed in connexion with the collection of thirds and assignation 
ofstipends. Statistics for the numbers and disposition of the parochial clergy, 
especially in the 1 560°, would indicate the efficiency of the officers—bishops, 
superintendents and commissioners—who had the power of ‘ planting kirks ' 

v—~and admitting ministers to charges. The territorial distribution of the clergy 
itself requires special study. As the ‘ Register of ministers, exhorters and 
readers’ and the ' Register of assignations and modifications of stipends’ 
cover a period during which one minister often had charge of two or more 
parishes, with readers assisting him, the compilation of lists of pastors for 
separate parishes presents certain difficulties! and even when such lists are 
accurately compiled they tend to mislead the student of organization ; it is 
more satisfactory to approach the subject from the biographical angle than the 
territorial, but possibly no means of reproduction (except a facsimile) can convey 
a correct impression of the state of affairs revealed by the registers themselves. 
It is important to exclude from lists purporting to show the strength of the 
reformed clergy many titulars who, although laymen, enjoyed the style of 
© parson ' or ‘vicar’ and have sometimes been mistaken for ministers. Investi- 
gation is required of the payments (recorded in the collectors' accounts) to the 
legal and clerical officers of the church—the solicitors, procurators, and agents, 
the clerks of the general assembly, and the first recorded clerk of a presbytery. 
Probably the most important inquiry should be one designed to discover

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who were responsible for giving admission to benefices. During the years from 
1561. о 1567, when the reformed church, although it enjoyed a kind of recog- 
nition guoad sacra, lacked full establishment and endowment, the entire structure 
of the old régime survived and to some extent continued to function. The 
bishops, whether or not they conformed, still gave collation to benefices, for 
patrons appear to have disregarded the general assembly’s demand that they 
should direct their presentations to the superintendents and commissioners, 
who, although they admitted ministers to charges, had no statutory power to 
give collation to benefices.! In this period (1561-7) the crown did not follow 
the normal practice of making presentations, but instead disponed benefices 
by gift and confirmed many provisions by bishops and collations by bishops 
following on presentations by other patrons. In 1567 the authority of the 
superintendents and commissioners received statutory recognition and from 
that year crown presentations were directed to them and to protestant bishops. 
The series of crown presentations, continuous from 1567, can be supplemented 
from other sources. Presentations by patrons other than the crown, of dates 
both before and after 1567, must exist among family papers. Тһе collation 
is from its nature a somewhat fugitive writ and only a few specimens can have 
survived in private charter chests ;4 two or three are extant in collections now 
preserved among the national records, and one of these collections includes a 
© progress ' of presentation, collation (by a superintendent), and institution, of 
date 1570.5 The deed of institution, being a notarial instrument, had more 
chance than a collation of attaining permanence, and copies of many are to be 
found in notarial protocol books. ‘The evidence of the collations and institu-

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tions which have survived can be reinforced by the many references, in crown 
gifts and confirmations, to presentations by other patrons, collations and рго- 
visions by bishops, the examination of presentees’ qualifications, and institu- 
tions or admissions. ‘There are similar references in the ‘ Register of acts and 
decreets,’ where processes often state the date of presentation, the name of the 
previous holder, the cause of vacancy, and particulars of collation and admission. 
Adequate material certainly exists to show in whose hands lay the vital function 
of admission to benefices. A cursory examination of the records indicates 
that the machinery*of church government was not seriously affected by those 
violent changes which the ecclesiastical constitution is alleged to have under- 
gone in 1581, 1584, and 1586. During the first presbyterian experiment 
(1582—3) presentations continued to be directed normally to bishops, super- 
intendents, and commissioners ; a presbytery was occasionally named as a 
possible alternative to one of these officials, but very rarely indeed was a pre- 
sentation directed simply to a presbytery.! "The episcopal reaction (1584—5) is 
revealed only in evidence of a somewhat greater rigidity in the organization of 
bishops, superintendents, and commissioners, which had functioned, without 
radical change, since the reformation. From the end of 1586 a gradual transi- 
tion towards presbyterianism is apparent? and it is plain that by 1592 presby- 
teries in most parts of the country were on such a footing that recognition could 
be accorded to them as collating or inducting authorities. In 1592 a presenta- 
tion directed to a bishop ? is as unusual as one directed to a presbytery had been 
ten years earlier. It is clear that the general assembly’s schemes, in 1581 and 
1586, for a complete system of presbyteries (to which the function of collation 
was to be transferred) were projects which only gradually materialized. 

The value of presentations extends far beyond the information which they 
give about the method of admission to benefices. In cases of vacancy by 
deprivation the presentation of the new holder frequently states by whom his 
predecessor had been deprived and so reveals in whose hands lay disciplinary 
authority over the clergy. Probably no beneficed clergy were deprived before 
1573 (except in cases where a process in the civil courts had led to forfeiture), 
but in that year, when the reformed church had at last attained the full status 
of establishment, a statute required all holders of benefices to accept the

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reformed confession of faith, on pain of deprivation ipso facto. ‘Thereafter 
еге were numerous deprivations for failing to appear before a bishop, super- 
intendent, or commissioner, to give subscription to the confession of faith, the 
oath accepting the royal supremacy, and the oath of obedience to the ordinary. 
Presentations following on such deprivations seldom state explicitly by whom 
the deprivation had been carried out, but they sometimes give the name or title 
of the bishop, superintendent, or commissioner, before whom the recusant should 
have taken his oaths, and it may be presumed that this official was responsible 
for carrying out the deprivation.  Deprivations for non-residence or immorality 
required a process before the ordinary, and in the presentations which followed 
the judge who had passed sentence is usually named. Once again, as in the 
study of collations, it is noticeable that the presbyteries were of little importance 
until about 1590. There is one isolated instance of deposition by a presbytery 
in 1583,? but generally the power of deprivation continued to be exercised by 
bishops, commissioners, or the ‘judges appointed by the king in matters 
ecclesiastical.’ There are indications that from 1587 synods and presbyteries 
began, rather tentatively, to take a hand in adjudging benefices vacant, and 
by 1591 presbyteries were exercising the power of deprivation.! A statute 
of June 1592, recognizing the powers of presbyteries, synods, and general 
assemblies, to deprive,® may show that their authority in this respect had not 
previously rested on a strong foundation. 

The evidence which can be collected from presentations and other sources 
about the disciplinary and administrative functions of bishops, superintendents, 
commissioners, synods, and presbyteries, is especially important in view of the 
paucity of records of church courts for the period before 1600. Those registers 
of kirk sessions, presbyteries, and synods, which survive ? require to be examined 
as judicial and administrative records instead of being dismissed as registra 
enormium delictorum " which are of value to the social historian only. Of outstand- 
ing importance among the extant registers is the record known as the Register 
of the kirk session of St. Andrews. This includes the proceedings of the 
consistorial court of the superintendent of Fife from 1561 to 1572, and the 
specimens of summonses, sentences, edicts, testimonials, and processes, which

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it contains should be compared with pre-reformation formulae} to show how far 
the reformed church adopted the judicial styles of the old episcopal courts. 
Even a cursory examination of the record of the acts of ‘ my lord superintendent’ 
of Fife should have prevented recent historians from repeating the error that the 
superintendents had no special honour accorded to them, and attention to one 
passage in it might have gone far to confound those who maintain that the 
originators of the office of superintendent did not intend it to be permanent. 
The register reveals the functions of the superintendent not only in the correction 
of moral offences, but in examining, admitting, suspending, and depriving 
ministers and readers. Some of the other registers which are extant for periods 
before 1600 might yield equally valuable evidence on the working of ecclesi- 
astical organization, and they can be supplemented by papers recording isolated 
acts of church courts which survive in various collections.2 | 

For the study of personnel, either in groups or as individuals, we have no 
records which give complete lists of the clergy at the reformation. ‘The ‘ Books 
of assumption ’ yield the names of many beneficed clergy, but do not invariably 
give the names of holders and in any case do not cover the whole country. 
The ‘ charge’ of thirds in the collectors’ accounts gives the names of benefices 
only,® but these accounts supply many names of clergy in the lists of thirds 
remitted or ‘ given free’ and of thirds in arrear. Supplementary information 
must be obtained from presentations, where previous holders are named, and 
from the general biographical sources. The lists in the collectors’ accounts 4 
of ‘ allowed benefices ' give us the names of the men who conformed and con- 
tinued to ‘ serve at their own kirks and cures,’ but do not include all clergy 
who conformed, since those who had held benefices elsewhere than in the 
parishes where they served as ministers, those who had been members of regular 
orders, and those who had~been only chaplains, vicars pensioners, or curates 
without benefices, must be traced individually. Some curates who became 
readers are mentioned in ће“ Books of assumption.’ Comprehensive lists of 
the reformed clergy can be compiled from the collectors’ accounts for the period 


before 1567, and thereafter from the other registers already described. The

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material is certainly adequate for a survey which would show satisfactorily how 
far there was continuity in personnel from pre-retormation times. lor the 
period between 1567 and 1600 the significant study would be one showing the 
gradual increase in the proportion of benefices held by ministers. Not all 
the pre-reformation clergy who failed to take part in the work of the reformed 
church were deprived, and the legislation of 1567, making it illegal to present 
‘ unqualified ’ men to benefices, was not at first rigidly observed. Information 
about the education and parentage of many who became ministers in the 1570's 
and later can be obtained from the records of presentations and the collectors’ 
accounts, as it was the practice from 1568 to make payments out of the thirds 
to students and schoolboys and from 1572! to equip them with chaplainries 
and prebends of collegiate churches. The relevant entries in the collectors’ 
accounts have been printed for the period to 1578.2 The abundant bio- 
graphical material existing in the collectors’ accounts and the records of presenta- 
tions was not used consistently or exhaustively in the compilation of the Fasti 
ecclesiae Scoticanae. ‘The biographies given in that work can often be corrected 
and supplemented by reference to these records, and can sometimes be greatly 
expanded by research in some of the other sources which have been 
described. 

The archives which had their origin in the administration of the ecclesi- 
astical property have been almost entirely neglected in the study of the develop- 
ment of ecclesiastical organization. With the records of the church courts 
they ought to be regarded not as illustrative matter which could confirm or 
amend the traditional accounts but as the primary source for an entire recon- 
struction of the constitutional and administrative history of the church. The 
reconstruction might well be based on a foundation of regional studies, since 
most of the sign:ficant problems сспсегп local historians and are indeed 
problems relating to territorial units—the diocese, presbytery, and parish, 
A certain contribution has already been made by a few authors of local histories 
who have discovered the value of the record material.! A thorough exploration 
of the records may yield conclusions at variance with those which have been 
tentatively put forward above. It cannot, however, be disputed that the 
thorough exploration must be made and that arguments which ignore entire 
groups of archives must not be accepted. The actual operation of the machinery

BOOK REVIEW 


“National Library of Ireland: Bibliography of Irish history 1870-1911.’ By James 
Carty. Dublin: Government Publications Sale Office. 1940. 10s. 64. 


This is the second volume to be issued of a projected series, of which the first, covering 
the period from 1912 to 1921, was published in 1936 ; a third volume is to cover the years 
from 1801 to 1870. 

The bibliography contains some 2,700 items grouped in fifteen sections, the items being 
arranged alphabetically under authors’ names within each section. With one exception it is 
very comprehensive : it includes books, pamphlets, parliamentary papers and other official 
publications, and articles in quarterly and monthly reviews (articles in weekly and daily papers 
being excluded on grounds of bulk) ; the omission is the periodical press as such, not even a list 
of Irish newspapers being given. Short and useful notes are attached to some items, 

The arrangement is too elementary to be of much help to students: the longest section, 
that on political history, contains nearly eight hundred items; there are a number of cross 
references, especially for biographies ; but this is a poor substitute for adequate planning. 
This basic defect appears very clearly in the relatively small section on works of reference and 
in the rather longer one comprising * general description, history, surveys and tours.’ 

As in the volume for the later period there is a brief chronology of principal events ; 
it should add to the general usefulness of the book. 
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Tue list below contains particulars of historical theses completed during 1942 in the 
universities and university colleges of the United Kingdom. ‘Theses in geography which 
have some definite historical interest are also included, being shown separately at the end of 
each entry. 

‘The names given in brackets are those of the teachers under whose supervision the theses 
have been prepared, and at the end of each section are given the names of the contributors 
who have supplied the information. 

In the universities of Aberdeen, Belfast, Birmingham, Bristol, Durham, Edinburgh, 
Glasgow, Liverpool, London, Manchester, Sheffield and Wales copies of all theses and 
published works submitted for degrees, in those of Cambridge, Leeds (usually), Oxford, 
and Reading only those of doctoral theses, are deposited in the respective university libraries ; 
they may as a rule be consulted there, sometimes on conditions. In London copies of his- 
torical theses may also, in most cases, be consulted at this Institute. In the university of 
St. Andrews the theses are filed in the Secretary’s office and may be consulted in the library.* 

No theses of historical interest were completed during the period covered by the list in 
the universities of Bristol, Durham, Exeter, Glasgow, Hull, Liverpool, Nottingham, Reading, 
St. Andrews, Sheffield, Southampton, and Swansea.
